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INTRODUCTION, 


The City has annually since 1821 issued a volume contain- 
ing, until 1829, a register of the City Council and a list of 
the officers. In 1829, the City Charter, in 1830, the Acts 
relating to Boston and the ordinances, and in 1882, an index 
were added. The volume for 1822 contains fifteen pages, 
and for 1840 eighty-five pages, and three pages of index. 
The volumes up to and including 1840 bear the title of The 
Rules and Orders of the Common Council, and since that 
year the title of THe MunicrpaAL REGISTER. THE MUNIC- 
IPAL REGISTER for 1841 contains the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, statutes 
of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a list of the public 
schools, the City Government of 1841, the committees and 
departments (consisting at that time of the treasury, law, 
police, health, public land and buildings, lamps and _ bridges, 
fire, and public charitable institutions), and a list of the 
ward officers ; from 1842 to 1864, it also contains a list of 
the members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the special 
statutes relating to the City; in 1851 a lst of the annual 
orators was added, and in 1853 a map of the City and the 
Rules of the Board of Aldermen were inserted; in 1876 sta- 
tistics of registration and voting were included, and since 1879 
in tabulated form; in 1883 portraits of the Mayor and pre- 
siding officers of the two branches of the City Council were 
included, and in 1888 a list of the members of the past City 
Governments of Roxbury and Charlestown was added, and 
continued to 1890. From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THE 
MuNIcIPAL REGISTER contained a compilation of the Charter 
and Acts subsequently passed, in the place of which an index 
of said Charter and Acts was substituted in1897. The Bos- 
ton charter and index are again omitted this year; otherwise 
Tue Monicrpat Recister of this year is in substantially 
the form of all other MunicriPAL REGISTERS since 1889. 

By the direction of the Joint Committee on Rules. and 
Orders THE MunicrpAt REGISTER of 1903 has been com- 
piled by the Statistics Department. Text and tables have 
been revised, and several new tables, with additional text, 
have been incorporated. 


ORIGIN 


OF 


THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Boston received its name by an order of the 
Court of Assistants, passed September 17 (7, O. 8.), 
1630, “that Trimontaine shalbe called Boston,’ and 
was incorporated as The City of Boston, February 
23, 1822, by St. 1821, c. 110, adopted March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448, commonly 
called the City Charter, adopted November 13, 1854. 

BRIGHTON was incorporated a Town February 24, 
1807, by St. 1806, ¢. 65, and annexed to Boston, 
January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 305, accepted October 
7, 1873. 3 

CHARLESTOWN was settled July 4, 1629; was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, 
c. 29, accepted March ,10, 1847, and was annexed 
to Boston, January 5, 1874, by St. 1875, c. 286, 
accepted October 7, 1875. 

DoRCHESTER received its name by an order of the 
Court of Assistants, passed September 17 (7, O. S..), 
1650. It was annexed to Boston January 3, 1870, 
by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted June 22, 1869. 

Roxsury received its name by an order of the 
Court of Assistants, passed October 8, 1630. It was 
incorporated a City March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, 
c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846, and annexed to 
Boston January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted 
September 9, 1867. 

West Roxsury was incorporated a Town May 
24, 1851, by St. 1851, ¢. 250, and annexed to Bos- 
ton, January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, ce. 314, accepted 
October 7, 1878. 
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THE CITY SEAL 


As it appeared prior to (827. 


The City Seal was adopted by “An Ordinance to Establish 
the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which provides 
«That the design hereto annexed, as sketched by John R. 
_ Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the device of the City 
Seal; that the motto be as follows, to wit: ‘Sicut patribus 
sit Deus nobis’; and that the inscription be as follows:— 
‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 1630. Civitatis regimine donata, 
A.D. 1822.’” The motto is taken from 1 King’s, viii., 57. 

The seal as it then appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever since 
continued to be used, first appeared on page 221 of the 
volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known as the 
«First Revision,” published in 1827, and is continued as 
the City Seal at the present time by Revised Ordinances 
of 1898, Chapter 1, Section 5, which provides that “The 
seal of the City shall be circular in form; shall bear a view of 
the City; the motto ‘Sicur Parrisus Sit Deus Nopsis,’ 
and the inscription, ‘ BosronrA Conpira, A.D. 1630. Crvt- 
TATIS REGIMINE DonaTaA, A.D. 1822,’ as herewith set forth.” 
_ The seal as changed in 1827, and as it has ever since 
appeared, is shown opposite the title page. |

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RULES AND ORDERS. 


RULES OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair at the hour 
to which the board shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes of the 
preceding regular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of the chair- 
man, the senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rute 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members, and shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the board; and no other busi- 
ness shall be in order until the question on appeal shall have been 
decided. 

Rute 8. The chairman shall propound all motions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous 
in its nature, except that, in naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and the longest time shall be put first. 

Rute 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any member, make a 
division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rute 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all questions 
relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rute 6. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any member 
doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote to be taken; and 
when any member so requests, shall cause the vote to be taken or veri- 
fied by yeas and nays. 

Rue 7. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill all vacancies 
therein, and designate the rank of the members thereof. 

Rute 8. When the chairman of the board or the chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any member to it; 
but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 


MOTIONS. 


Rue 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the chairman 
shall so direct. 

Rute 10. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but a motion to strike out being lost shall not preclude amend- 
ment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 

Rute 11. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 
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RULE 12. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


1. Toastanding committee of the board, 
2. Toa special committee of the board. 
3. Toa joint standing committee. 

4, Toa joint special committee. 


Rute 13. After a motion has been put by the chairman, it shall not 
be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

RuLE 14. When a question is under debate the following motions 
only shall be entertained, and in the order in which they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To postpone to a day certain. ~ 
To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely. 


Rute 15. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, except 
on an immediate repetition, or pending a verification of a vote; and that 
motion, the motion to lay on the table, and the motion to take from the 
table, shall be decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


RuuE 16. Every ordinance, order and resolution reported by a com- 
mittee shall, unless rejected, have two several readings, both of which 
may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. When- 
ever the second reading immediately follows the first reading, the docu- 
ment may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of street 
commissioners changing the names of streets, and orders granting loca- 
tions for poles or posts, shall, however, have one reading only at the 
same session. 

CONFIRMATIONS, 


RuLE 17. The question of confirming a nomination made by the 
mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuLeE 18. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or he may give notice to 
the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his inten- 
tion to move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in which 
case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the next 
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regular meeting; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided 
that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS, 


RuLeE 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, address the 
chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in speaking shall confine 
himself to the question, and avoid personalities. 

Rute 20. No member speaking shall, without his consent, be inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

RULE 21. No member shall be permitted to vote on any question, or 
serve On any committee, where his private right is immediately con- 
cerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RULE 22. Every member who shall be present when a question is put, 
where he is not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless the 
board for special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be so 
excused on any question must be made before the board is divided, 
or before the calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall 
be accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 23. The following standing committees of the board, to con- 
sist of five members each, except where otherwise herein provided, 
and the members of the joint standing committees on the part of this 
board, named in the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all 
other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed 
by the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County Accounts — 
Electric Wires— Faneuil Hall and County Buildings — Lamps — 
Licenses — Markets — Railroads — Public Improvements, to consist of 
all the members of the board, and to be divided by the chairman of the 
committee into the following sub-committees, namely, Paving Division, 
Sewer Division, Bridge Division, Sanitary Division, Street-Cleaning 
Division, Street-Watering Division and Ferry Division. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 24. At every regular meeting of the board the order of busi- 
ness shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remonstrances. 
3. Hearings. 

4. Papers from the common council. 

5. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
6. Orders of notice of hearings. 

Reports of city officers. 

8. Reports of committees. 

9. Motions, orders and resolutions, 
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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


RULE 25. Committees of the board, to whom any matter is especially 
referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


SPECTATORS. 


RULE 26. No person, except a member of the board, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the board is in session. 

RULE 27. No persons, excepting members of the city council, heads 
of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed in the anteroom of the 
aldermanic chamber while the board is in session. No person shall be 
allowed to enter the aldermanic chamber while the board is in session, 
after the seats furnished for spectators are occupied. The city mes- 
senger shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. , 


Rute 28. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of wrestling. 

Rute 29. No permission to erect a pole or post for the support of 
electric wires, or for the construction of underground conduits, shall be - 
granted untila public hearing shall have been given by the board of 
aldermen on the application for such permission. The clerk of com- 
mittees shall cause to be delivered at each house upon that portion of 
the street in which permission to locate poles or conduit is asked, a 
notice of the time and place of said hearing, not less than three days 
before the date fixed therefor. The expense necessary for delivery of 
such notices shall be borne by the applicant for permit. 

RuLE 380. Every license or permit hereafter granted for the location 
of a street railway track, the erection of a pole or post, the construction 
of an underground conduit, the laying of a pipe or wire, or for the doing 
of any other work which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a 
street, shall specify the time within which the contemplated work shall 
be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such work after the 
expiration of such specified time. 


LAMPS. 


RuLE 31. Any person desiring a lamp to be erected in any way, shall 
make application therefor to the superintendent of lamps, who shall 
examine the place where it is proposed to locate the lamp and report 
thereon to the board; provided, however, that if the lamp is to be an 
electric lamp the superintendent shall obtain the opinion of the com- 
missioner of wires on the location, and forward to the board the opinion 
with his report. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 


RuLE 382, Any rule may be suspended by vote of two-thirds of the 
members of the board present and voting. 
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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rue 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, the regular 
meeting of the common council shall be held on every Thursday, at 
seven forty-five o’clock P.M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the 
council shall be called to order. In the absence of the president the 
oldest senior member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected on 
the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, at the dis- 
cretion of the president, but not later than nine o’clock. 

When the meeting of the common council is called to order, it shall 
be the duty of the city messenger to cause the electric bell in the ante- 
chamber to be rung for the purpose of notifying the members that the 
body is in session, and for the three minutes next following the ringing 
of the bell no business shall be transacted and no member recognized by 
the chair for any purpose. 

PRESIDENT. 


Rue 2. The president shall appoint and announce all committees, 
unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate his appointments to 
the council at the meeting following such action, if not made during a 
session. All vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner 
of original appointment; and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise designated 
by the president. 

Rute 3. The president may at any time call another member to the 
chair, but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjourn- 
ment. In all cases the president may vote. 

Rute 4. The president shall preserve order in the council chamber 
during sessions of the council, and in case any member, other than 
the one recognized by the chair, insists on occupying the floor for 
any purpose, except to rise to a point of order or question of per- 
sonal privilege, he shall upon request of the president take his seat, 
and upon refusal to comply with such request, said member shall by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting be removed from the 
council chamber, such removal to remain in effect during the remainder 
of the session, unless otherwise ordered. The president shall forbid 
smoking in the council chamber. 


CLERK. 


Rute 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, and pro- 
ceedings of the common council, and a separate record of all decisions 
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of the chair upon questions of order. He shall have the care and 
custody of all papers belonging to this branch of the city council; and 
shall prepare a schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of aldermen; 
and shall retain in his possession all papers until the right to filea 
notice of reconsideration has expired, and if such notice is made he 
shall keep the papers pertaining thereto until the right of reconsidera- 
tion has expired. 

CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 6. Except when otherwise provided no member shall speak 
for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal time if the council 
so vote. No member shall speak a second time on a question if another 
member, who has not spoken, claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, 
except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to the question 
under debate, and shall refrain from personalities, and shall not refer 
to any other member of the council except by a respectful designation; 
and no member shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of 
the president, 

QUORUM. 


Rue 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum being 
present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether a quorum is 
present or not. For this purpose he may at his discretion, or on 
motion sustained by one-fifth of the members present, order the roll to 
be called. If a quorum is not present he shall declare the council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. All matters relating to the election of members shall be 
referred to the standing committee on elections, which shall consist of 
five members. 

Rue 10. There shall be a standing committee on judiciary, consist- 
ing of five members, who shall have the power to obtain the opinion of 
the corporation counsel on all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rue 11: All committees of this council shall be notified of their 
meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall not sit during 
sessions of the council without special leave, nor be called on less 
notice than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are mailed by 
the clerk or despatched by special messengers, unless all the members 
consent; and the clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The mem- 
ber first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the change; 
and the same rule shall apply to the members serving on joint com- 
mittees, 
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Rube 12. Special committees of the council shall consist of three 
members, unless otherwise ordered. 

RULE 13. No report of any committee shall be received unless agreed 
to by such committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. Such report, 
when presented, may be ordered to be printed, and shall then take its 
place among the unfinished business for consideration at the next 
meeting. 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

Rue 14. When the council shall determine to go into a committee 
of the whole, the president shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. 

Rute 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall be observed 
in the committee of the whole, so far as they are applicable; but the 
previous question shall not be moved, and a motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again shall be first in order, and shall be 
decided without debate. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS, 

RvuLeE 16. At every meeting of the council the order of business shall 
be as follows: 

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, if called for 
by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of city officers, 
and other communications addressed to the council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order. 

Sixth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. Orders and resolutions 
shall be read once, and upon motion, referred to their appropriate com- 
mittees or assigned to the next meeting. If no objection is made, or 
the rules are suspended, orders and resolutions may, atthe time they 
are Offered, be given a second reading and passed. All orders relating 
to heads of departments shall, unless otherwise ordered, be referred to 
the mayor. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Eighth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. (See Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall take the same 
course as provided in the sixth section of this rule; provided, however, 
that not more than thirty minutes shall be allowed for the presentation 
of papers under the sixth order of business. Papers shall be called 
for by divisions in numerical order, and only one member in division 
one, two members in division two, two members in division three and 
one member in division four, shall be recognized until each division 
has been called. 

Rute 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be presented by 
the president, or by a member; and, unless the council shall otherwise 
determine, they shall be read by the president, or such other person as 
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he may request, and be taken up in the order in which they have 
been presented. 

Rute 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, unless re- 
jected, have two several readings, after each of which debate shall be 
in order, and they shall then be put on their passage. Whenever the 
second reading immediately follows the first, the document may be 
read by its title only. 

Rue 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution imposing penal- 
ties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more 
than one reading on the same day; but this rule shall not apply to an 
order to print a document. 


MOTIONS. 


RuLE 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the president 
shall so direct, and no other motion shall be entertained until a reason- 
able time be afforded for compliance with such direction. 

RuLE 21. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RuLE 22, When a question is under debate the president shall 
receive any of the following motions, but no others: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 

To amend. 

To refer to a committee. 

To refer to another board. 

To postpone indefinitely. 
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These several motions shall not be applied to each other, except that 
the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close debate at a specified 
time, may be amended; and the previous question may be demanded 
upon an amendment, which motion shall be decided without debate. 
When one of these motions has been made, none of the others, in- 
ferior to it in precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as above 
arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RuLE 23. When a matter has been assigned to be taken up at a fixed 
hour, or at a certain stage of proceedings, such matter shall, at the 
time appointed, or at any time subsequent thereto, during the same or 
succeeding meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and take 
precedence of all other business. 

Rute 24, When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
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be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


A standing committée of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


Rute 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, provided 
business of a nature to be recorded on the journal has been transacted 
since a motion to adjourn was rejected; and such motion shall be 
decided without debate. 

Rue 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or on a motion 
to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion to lay on the table 
or take from the table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no member 
shall speak more than three minutes. In such debate, however, the 
merits of the main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 27, Any member may require the division of a question when 
the sense will admit of it; and any member may move at any time for 
the suspension of any rule or rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION, 


Rue 28. The previous question shall be put in the following form: 
‘* Shall the main question be now put??? and all debate upon the main 
question shall be suspended until the previous question has been 
decided. 

Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered, the vote shall be 
taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon the main ques- 
tion. 

Rute 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after a motion 
is made for the previous question, shall be decided without debate, 
except on an appeal; and on such an appeal no member shall be allowed 
to speak more than once without leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 31. No appeal from the decision of the president shall be 
entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but to adjourn shall 
be in order till the question on the appeal has been decided. The 
question shall be putas follows: ‘t Shall the decision of the chair stand 
as the judgment of the council ?’’ And it shall be deemed to be decided 
in the affirmative, unless the majority of the votes given are to the con- 
trary. 

VOTING. 

Rute 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any member 
doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote to be taken on the 
question, without further debate. The president shall appoint two 
tellers for each division of the council, as fixed by him, who shall 
agree ona count, and report the result aloud to him. 
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RuLeE 33. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken by yeas 
and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate shall be allowed 
thereon, but it shall be passed by the assent of one-fifth of the members 
present. Every member present shall answer to his name unless excused 
before the vote is taken. 

Rute 34. After the announcement of a vote, not taken by yeas and 
nays, any member may move for a verification thereof by yeas and nays, 
and on such motion a debate of the original question, not exceeding 
five minutes, shall be permitted; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, 
provided one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rube 85. Whena vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, either immediately after 
the announcement of such vote, or whenever motions are in order; or 
if any member, who is not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted 
against the prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before 10 
o’clock A.M., of the next day but one following that on which a meet- 
ing was held (except the final meeting of the year, or that preceding any 
adjournment for over two weeks) of his intention so to do, he may 
move a reconsideration at the next meeting at which said motion is 
reached in the order of proceedings. 

Rue 36. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to thirty 
minutes, and no member shall speak more than five minutes. When- 
ever a matter has been especially assigned, a notice, as above specified, 
to reconsider any vote affecting it shall be considered whenever such 
special assignment takes effect. 

RuLeE 387. When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, that 
decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall be twice 
reconsidered unless it has been amended after the reconsideration; nor 
shall any reconsideration be had upon either of the following motions: 

To adjourn, 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 
Rute 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsideration, it shall 
not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole number of the members 
of the common council vote in the affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 
Rue 39. All elections of city officers by this branch shall be held 
in accordance with the provisions of chapter 170 of the Acts of the year 
1899, 
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SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 40. No person except a member of the council shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the council is in session. 
The seats of the members of the council shall be numbered, and shall 
be determined, in the presence of the council, by drawing the names of 
members and the number of the seats simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number so 
drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except by the permis- 
sion of the president. 

SPECTATORS. 


Rute 41, The city messenger shall allow no person upon the floor 
of the council chamber, or in either of the anterooms, except members 
of the city government, heads of departments, and reporters, without 
the permission of the president; and, while the council is in session, no 
person except members of the city government, heads of departments 
and reporters shall be allowed in either of the anterooms on the easterly 
side. The president shall order such accommodations on the floor for 
reporters and spectators as he shall deem proper; provided, however, 
that no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rue 42. The council chamber shall be used for meetings of the 
council only, unless by special vote of the common council; provided, 
that during the summer recess the president may allow the chamber to 
be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting his action to the 
council at its next meeting. The anteroom and large committee room 
on the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the president 
may allow committee meetings to be held therein at times when the 
council is notin session. The clerk’s room shall be assigned to the 
clerk of the common council for occupancy and use. The anteroom 
between the council chamber and the clerk’s shall be used during the 
meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the floor, and 
for such other purposes as the president may direct; provided, that 
smoking there shall not be allowed on the part of visitors. The general 
care and supervision of these rooms are hereby intrusted to the city 
messenger, subject to the direction of the president; but no expendi- 
ture of money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council. 

PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 

Rute 43.: The rules of parliamentary practice as contained in Cush- 
ing’s ‘‘ Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies’’ shall govern this 
council in all cases in which they are applicable, and in which they are 
not inconsistent with these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 
Rue 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended or repealed at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of the common council present and voting thereon. 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES, 


RuutE 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement of the 
municipal year the following joint standing committees, the members 
of which shall be appointed by the respective branches in such manner 
as they may determine. Said committees shall respectively examine, 
as often as they deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys received 
and expended by the several departments. Each of said committees 
to consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen, namely: 


A committee on the Art Department. 

A committee on the Assessing Department. 

A committee on the Auditing Department. 

A committee on the Bath Department. 

A committee on the Building Department. 

A committee on the Cemetery Department. 

A committee on the City Clerk Department. 

A committee on the City Messenger Department. 

A committee on the Clerk of Committees Department. 
10. A committee on the Collecting Department. 

11. A committee on the Election Department. 

12. A committee on the Engineering Department. 

13. A committee on the Fire Department. 

14. A committee onthe Health Department. 

15. A committee on the Hospital Department. 

16. A committee on the Institutions Department. 

17. A committee on the Lamp Department. 

18. A committee on the Law Department. 

19. A committee on the Library Department. 

20. A committee on the Market Department. 

21. A committee on the Music Department. 

22. A committee on the Overseeing of the Poor Department. 
23. A committee on the Park Department. 

24. A committee on the Public Buildings Department. 
25. A committee on the Public Grounds Department. 
26. A committee on the Registry Department. 

27. A committee on the Statistics Department. 

28. A committee on the Street Department. 

29. A committee on the Street Laying-out Department. 
30. A committee on the Treasury Department. 

31. A committee on the Vessels and Ballast Department. 
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32. A committee on the Water Department. 
33. A committee on the Weights and Measures Department. 
34. A committee on the Wire Department. 


There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, the following 
joint standing committees to perform the duties assigned them: 


1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of eight members of 
the board of aldermen, and eight members of the common council, to 
whom shall be referred the estimates of the departments prepared 
annually, and any suggestions thereon from his honor the mayor. 
They shall report an order appropriating such sums as they deem 
necessary for the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far 
as convenient, the purposes. } 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims against the city arising 
from the act or neglect of any of its departments. They shall report 
annually a list of the claims awarded or approved by them, and the 
amount of money awarded or paid in settlement thereof, 

3. Acommittee on Finance, to consist of seven members of the board 
of aldermen and ten members of the common council, to whom shall 
be referred all applications for expenditures which involve a loan, or a 
transfer of any part of an appropriation named in the general appropri- 
ation order, or from the reserved fund, as provided in Rule 17. 

4. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise ordered, appear before 
committees of the general court and represent the interests of the city; 
provided, said committee shall not, unless directed so to do by the city 
council, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city 
council. It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city of Boston or 
any department thereof. Such printed report shall be made at the next 
meeting of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, at 
the discretion of said committee. 

5. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members of the 
committee on law department, to whom shall be referred all ordinances 
introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them by vote of any 
standing committee. Unless specially instructed, they shall pass upon 
the question of the form and legality of the ordinance so referred, they 
may append an order that such ordinance ‘‘ ought not to pass,’’ and give 
their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in anew draft. Such 
report shall be made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which 
the reference was ordered, or the ordinance received from a committee- 

6. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to the police 
department. 

7. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, who shall have the charge of all printing, advertising, or 
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publishing ordered by or for the city council, or either branch, as one 
of its contingent or incidental expenses, and the supply of all stationery 
or binding for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, the minimum, 
however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make rules 
and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution of all documents» 
books, pamphlets, and maps by the city messenger. 

8. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five aldermen and 
eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to 
public lands. 

9. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred matters 
relating to the public schools, and requests for additional school accom- 
modations. 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the city council 
shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be appointed in the man- 
ner provided in Rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Ruue 38. The member of the board of aldermen first named on every 
joint committee shall be its chairman; and, in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members of the same board, in the order designated 
by the chairman of the board, and after them the members of the com- 
mon council in the order named shall act as chairman. Meetings of 
committees shall be called at the discretion of the chairman, or at the 
written request of a majority of the members. 

RuLE 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of their proceed- 
ings to be kept in books provided for that purpose; and at every meet- 
ing of a committee the records of the previous meeting shall be read, 
unless otherwise ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of 
committees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be taken by 
yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rute 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the consent of 
all the members thereof, be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours from the time the clerk shall have mailed the notices or 
despatched them by special messenger. 

RvuiE 6. Any joint committee may expend from the appropriation 
for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dollars 
in any one year, for purposes connected with the duties of said 
committee for which no provision has been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


RutE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two branches of 
the city council, if either branch shall request a conference, and appoint 
a committee of conference, the other branch shall also appoint such a 
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committee, and such committees shall consist of not less than five mem- 
bers each. Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by 
their chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective branches 
in relation to the matter in controversy, shall confer freely thereon, and 
shall report to their respective branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8, When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. Either branch of the city council may 
commit or recommit to a joint committee; buta reference with instruc- 
tions shall require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTERES,. 


RuLE 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received by either 
branch of the city council unless agreed to by such committee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof. The report of a committee upon any subject 
referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the city council or by 
the committee, be presented to the branch in which the order of refer- 
ence originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to which 
any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within four 
weeks, or to-ask for further time. 

Rue 10. All reports submitted to the city council shall be written or 
printed, and no indorsement of any kind shall be made on the reports, 
memorials, or other papers, excepting those made by the officers of either 
branch, or the name of the member offering the same. Every report of 
a committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the body to 
which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the committee. 
Every member presenting an order, ordinance or resolution shall have 
his name indorsed thereon. Such member shall be informed, by the 
clerk of the committee to which the matter is referred, of the time 
fixed for its consideration, if he give notice of his desire to be heard 
thereon. 

Rue 11. Any report containing any recommendation, other than 
‘** leave to withdraw,’’ or ‘‘inexpedient to take further action,” or refer- 
ence to another board or committee, shall be accompanied by an ordi- 
nance, order or resolve, embodying such recommendation; and such 
report shall be acted upon separately. 

Rowe 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit a minority 
report at the same time as the majority report, and, if the latter be in 
print, he shall be allowed to submit his report also in print. Either 
branch may order to be printed the report of any committee submitted 
to it, or any document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for printing. 
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NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


RutF 18. All papers requiring concurrent action shall be trans- 
mitted from one branch of the city council to the other before the next 
regular meeting of the latter branch, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the regular presiding 
officer of such branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant 
clerk, of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not 
based on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore directed. In case 
any ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in one branch, shall fail 
to pass in the other, notice thereof shall be given, under the signature 
of the clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the form of 
expression shall be ‘‘Ordered’’ for everything by way of command; 
and the form shall be ‘‘ Resolved’ for everything expressing opinions, 
principles, facts or purposes. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


RuLE 15. Whenever the city council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the estimates on 
which the appropriation was made, or for an object not included in 
such estimates, it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

Rute 16. No expenditure shall be made from the reserved fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new appropria- 
tion to be established, and no expenditure shall be charged to the 
appropriation for incidental expenses except transfers and the expendi- 
tures therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 

RuLE 17. Every application for an additional appropriation, to be 
provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred to the committee on 
finance; and no such additional appropriation shall be made until the 
said committee has reported thereon. 

Rute 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, or the 
transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropriation to another 
appropriation, shall be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number 
of the members of each branch of the city council vote in the affirma- 
tive, by a vote taken yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


RuLE 19. No presiding officer of a board or chairman of a committee, 
unless duly authorized by such board or committee, shall approve any 
bill or account against the city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 


RuxeE 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of each branch of the city council present and voting 
thereon.

Three Assessors are appointed each year by the Mayor for a term of 
three years. The salary for the Chairman is $4,500, for the Secretary 
$4,200, and for the seven other Assessors $4,000. 

The Assessors published annual tax-lists from 1822 to 1866. Since 
1866 the records of the department are almost entirely in manuscript, 
except the annual list of polls. Annual reports have been made since 
1890.

The First Assistants are appointed by the Assessors for a term of 
three years, subject to confirmation by the Mayor, one for each assess- 
ment district; one-half must be from one of the two leading political 
parties. The Assessors and First Assistants organize as the Board of 
Assessors and Assistant Assessors, of which body the Secretary of the 
Board of Assessors is at present the Secretary. The First Assistants 
receive a salary of $1,000 annually. 

The Second Assistants are appointed annually in the same manner 
as the First Assistants, one for each assessment district; each Second 
Assistant being a resident of the ward that includes the assessment 
district for which he is appointed. Salary, $6 each per day.

Similar, but less complete, reports were published by finance com- 
mittees from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. Since June 1, 1867, the Auditor 
has published monthly exhibits of all City and County expenditures.

It is the duty of the Building Commissioner to issue permits for and 
inspect the erection and alteration of buildings in the City, and the set- 
ting of boilers, engines and furnaces; to keep a register of the names 
of all persons carrying on the business of plumbing and gasfitting, and 
of all persons working at said business, and to issue licenses to master 
and journeymen plumbers and gasfitters; to issue permits for and 
inspect the plumbing and gasfitting in a building; to inspect elevators 
in buildings and report upon elevator accidents.

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BUILDING LIMITS.

Among other restrictions imposed by statute on the erection of build- 
ings, it is provided that no wooden building shall be erected within 
such limits as shall from time to time be defined by ordinance. These 
limits at present are:

The trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, who are five 
in number, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of_ five 
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years. They were incorporated by an act of the General Court passed April 
4, 1878, and are authorized to receive and hold real and personal estate 
which may be given, granted, bequeathed or devised to the said corpora- 
tion, to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. The first trustees were 
appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. The old Library 
Building on Boylston street was opened to the public in September, 1858, 
and closed finally in January, 1895. The new Library Building on Copley 
square was first opened on March 11, 1895. The Library is maintained 
by an annual appropriation voted out of the general funds of the City 
by the City Council. About $34,900 was used in 1902 for the purchase 
of books and periodicals. The Library also holds trust funds aggre- 
gating $385,150, the interest of which is devoted to the purchase of 
books. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been con- 
tinued without interruption. 

Of the Quarterly Bulletins, which were begun in 1867, fourteen volumes 
have been published. The series closed in 1896. 

A Monthly Bulletin is now issued. The trustees have issued also general 
and special catalogues of the Central Library, and of its branches and _ 
special collections, as well as hand-books for readers, and other docu- 
ments. 


LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The Library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square; 
ten branch libraries with independent collections of books; twenty-one 
stations, all of which}contain deposits of books from the Central Library, 
while twelve contain deposits, reference books and periodicals and are 
classed as reading-rooms. Excluding the twenty-one stations, there 
were, on February 1, 1903, in the Central Library and Branches, includ- 
ing the evening and Sunday service, 378 employees. 

Between the Central Library and these thirty-one stations, by Library 
wagons and local expresses, there is a daily exchange of books 
and cards, whereby persons living in outlying districts can draw books 
from the Central Library without the necessity of coming in person. 

The delivery or deposit of books is also undertaken in sixty-six 
public and six parochial schools, four city institutions, thirty-six fire- 
company houses, and in certain“other institutions, vacation schools and 
sand gardens. 

Cards allowing the use of two books without restriction as to class, 
for two weeks, are issued to all residents of Boston with no further 
attendant delay than is involved in identification. No guaranty is 
asked, except in case of a sojourner. Such cards are also issued to 
non-resident pupils attending Boston schools who furnish guaranties. 
For reading and reference the Library is open to all without formality. 
Special cards for more extended privileges are issued to clergymen 
officiating in the City, and to teachers giving instruction in Boston 
institutions of learning; a special card is also issued in certain cases 
by the trustees. On February 1, 1903, there were 72,815 card-holders 
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having the right to draw books for home use. The total number of 
volumes was 835,904, of periodicals currently received about 2,306. 
Books issued in 1902, for home use, numbered 1,489,033; of reference 
use, on account of the freedom with which books may be consulted, no 
adequate statistics are kept.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation 
established in 1772, by act of the Legislature, in 1864, were succeeded 
by the corporation called the ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of 
Boston,’’ consisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are 
appointed annually to serve for the term of three years from the first 
day of May. The board has issued annual reports since 1865. 

The Overseers of the Poor are also incorporated as a Board of Trus- 
tees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds, left for the assist- 
ance of persons of good character and advanced age, ‘‘ who have been 
reduced by misfortune to indigence and want.”’ 

A Lodge for Wayfarers who apply at station-houses for accommo- 
dations has been established in Hawkins street, where work of some 
kind is exacted as the equivalent for food and shelter.

From 1857 to 1885 the public institutions were in charge of a Board of 
Directors, twelve in number; from 1885 to 1889, in charge of a board, 
consisting of nine members; from 1889 to 1895, in charge of the Board 
of Commissioners of Public Institutions, three in number.

449 of the Acts of 1895, the institutions were placed under the charge 
of one commissioner, known as the Institutions Commissioner. By 
Chaps.

This department, which was established by Chapter 473 of the Acts 
of 1901, is in charge of a board of three. commissioners, appointed by 
the Mayor without confirmation.

The salaries of the commissioners 
and the ordinary expenses of the department are met by appropriations 
of the School Committee.

He pays the 
principal and interest of the City debt, as the same becomes due, and 
has charge of the issue, transfer, and registration of the City debt. He 
receives and invests all trust funds of the City, and holds the income 
thereof subject to expenditure for the purposes designated in the gift. 
He disposes of the balance remaining at the end of each financial year 
as the City Council may direct. 

The City Treasurer is also County Treasurer and Treasurer of the 
Sinking-Funds Commissioners.

The office of Commissioner of Wires was established August 4, 1894. 
The department issues annual reports; the first was issued February 1, 
1895. 

The duties of the Commissioner of Wires are as follows: 

To have all unexempted electric wires, cables, and conductors in the 
‘City north of Doverand Berkeley streets, and between the Charles river, 
the harbor and Fort Point channel, placed, maintained, and operated 
underground and to remove all unexempted poles and structures in the 
streets within the above-named district; to supervise and inspect all 
wires, cables, and conductors, whether underground or overhead; to 
designate the distances between overhead electric wires, cables, and 
conductors; to regulate the direction in which such wires, cables, or 
conductors shall be run, and the keeping and maintenance of all struct- 
ures, especially those placed upon any roof, for the support of electric 
wires or cables in a safe and satisfactory condition, and to prevent, 
abate, or remove any electrical danger; to decide upon requests for exemp- 
tion of wires and cables from going underground, and of poles, sup- 
ports, etc., from removal; to see that all wires, cables, and conductors 
are suitable, and sufficiently insulated; to see that all wires are tagged 
with name of owner; to secure the removal of all dead or abandoned 
wires, and the protection of all buildings by fuses, or some other safety 
device, with the exception of the wires of the Fire and Police tele- 
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graphs, or those of series arc lights circuits; to inspect all wires carry- 
ing electric light, heating, or power currents within buildings; to see 
that all poles and posts used for the transmission of electricity or the 
support of electric lamps are insulated in such a manner as to protect 
employees and other persons from injury; to see that all wires, posts, 
machinery, and appliances are kept at all times in good order and con- 
dition; and to keep, in his office, maps showing the location of all wires 
and cables laid over, in or under the streets and public grounds. 

In the month of January, in each of the years 1900-1909 inclusive, 
he shall prescribe the limits of a district within which, for not more 
than two miles of streets, avenues, or highways, certain wires, cables, 
and conductors shall be removed or placed under ground during that 
calendar year. He may at any time issue requests on the Superintend- 
ent of Streets for permits to any person, firm, or corporation duly 
authorized by law to lay or erect and maintain wires in the streets, 
for the removal of any wires, cables, conductors, poles, or structures 
in any of the streets of the City, and the placing of the same under 
ground. . 

The Commissioner is sole judge of what constitutes proper and 
safe insulation of electric conductors and appliances within buildings, 
and is authorized to make such rules and regulations as he may deem 
necessary to make them as safe as possible.

The Art Department was established by Chapter 410 of the Acts of 
the Legislature of 1898. It is in charge of five commissioners, who are 
appointed by the Mayor, without confirmation. Each of the follow- 
ing-named bodies, namely, the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Trustees of the Boston Public Library, the Trustees of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston 
Society of Architects, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; 
and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from each of 
the lists so submitted. Whenever the term of a member of the board 
expires the Mayor appoints his successor from a list selected by the 
body which made the original selection as aforesaid. The board may 
appoint a secretary outside of its own membership, who serves without 
compensation. 

No work of art can become the property of the City without the 
approval of the Art Department; which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other 
structure to be erected upon land belonging to the City. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, 
bust, bas-relief, or other sculpture, for said City, shall be made by said 
board, acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of 
the Mayor.

This Act provides for a tunnel so designed as to be adapted 
for the accommodation of two tracks especially for use by elevated 
cars and a subway for two tracks especially for use by surface cars, 
from a point near the junction of Broadway and Washington street 
to Adams square, Haymarket square, or Causeway street. 

The structure for the two tracks for elevated cars is to be begun 
immediately, and the structure for the two tracks for surface cars shall 
not be begun until the expiration of at least one year after the 
completion of the subway for elevated cars.

The Board of Police for the City of Boston was established by 
Chapter 323 of the Acts of 1885, and is composed of three citizens of 
Boston, appointed from the two principal political parties by the Gov- 
ernor, with the advice and consent of the Executive Council, and the 
full term of office is five years from the first day of May. The Board 
assumed office on July 28, 1885. The Governor designates one of the 
Commissioners to serve as Chairman, 

The City is divided into sixteen Police Districts, in each of which is a 
station-house, the headquarters of a captain and force of men. The 
Board appoints a Harbor-Master and assistants from the police force, 
and they receive pay in accordance with their rank in the force. The 
police boats ‘‘Guardian’’ and ‘‘Watchman’’ are employed in this 
service. 

By Chapter 279, Acts of the Legislature of 1908, the Board of Police 
are required to ascertain, within the first seven days of May in each 
year, the number of polls for assessment in the City of Boston, arranged 
by streets, wards, and voting precincts, together with certain other 
information. They are also required to make lists of the women voters 
in the city.

NEW ALDERMANIC DISTRICTS. 


By Chapter 355 of the Acts of 1899, the Board of Aldermen of the 
‘City of Boston is to consist of thirteen aldermen elected in eleven 
-aldermanic districts. Sections | and 2 of the Act show how the dis- 
tricts are composed and how the aldermen are to be elected therein, as 
follows : 


‘“‘Secorion J. The Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston shall 
consist of thirteen aldermen, and the city is hereby divided into eleven 
-aldermanic districts. The districts shall be composed, and the aldermen 
shall be elected therein, as follows: 

‘‘ The first aldermanic district shall consist of wards one and two, and 
-one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The second aldermanic district shall consist of wards three, four 
-and five, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

“The third aldermanic district shall consist of wards six and eight, 
-and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The fourth aldermanic district shall consist of wards seven, nine, 
-and thirteen, and two aldermen shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The fifth aldermanic district shall consist of wards ten and nine- 
‘teen, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The sixth aldermanic district shall consist of wards eleven and 
“twenty-five, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The seventh aldermanic district shall consist of wards twelve and 
eighteen, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘““The eighth aldermanic district shall consist of wards fourteen and 
fifteen, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘¢The ninth aldermanic district shall consist of wards sixteen, twenty, 
-and twenty-four, and two aldermen shall be elected therein. 

‘¢The tenth aldermanic district shall consist of wards seventeen and 
‘twenty-one, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The eleventh aldermanic district shall consist of wards twenty-two 
and twenty-three, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

““Srorron 2. The qualified voters of each district at every annual 
municipal election shall give in their ballots for qualified voters of the 
district, for aldermen, to the number to be elected therein as herein- 
before specified, and the candidate receiving the greatest number of 
-such ballots shall be elected alderman, except that in the fourth dis- 
trict and in the ninth district the person receiving the greatest number 
-of such ballots, and the person receiving the next greatest number of 
such ballots, shall be elected aldermen.”’ 
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WARDS. 


New wards were established for the city in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, the first division into new wards since the year 1875.1 An 
attempt was made by the City Council to make a new division of wards 
in the year 1885, and an ordinance to that effect was prepared by a 
special committee appointed for the purpose and passed by the City 
Council, and approved by the Mayor.? Certain questions were raised, 
however, in the General Court of 1886, relative to establishing State, 
senatorial and representative districts, and as to whether such districts 
should be established according to the territorial boundaries of cities 
and towns and their wards as they existed on the first day of May, 1885, 
or whether new ward lines, as in the case of the city of Boston, should 
be followed. On May 21, 1886, the opinion of the Justices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court was asked by the Legislature on this matter, 
and they decided that the district divisions referred to must be made 
according to territorial and other boundaries existing on the first day of 
May, 1885, and that the new ward divisions were illegal.? On account 
of this opinion of the Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, an act 
was passed by the Legislature in June, 1886,fwhich provided that the 
several wards, precincts, and assessment districts of the several cities 
of the Commonwealth, existing May 1, 1885, should be established as 
the wards, precincts, and assessment districts of said cities, any acts or 
ordinances of the city councils of said cities to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The new division of wards was thus set aside and the ward lines 
established in 1875 remained in effect until they were changed in 1895, 
and established under the provisions of Chap. 417, of the Acts of 1893, 
as follows: 


WARD ONE, 


Beginning at the intersection of the Harbor Commissioners’ line and 
the division line dividing the property of the Alonzo Crosby heirs and 
Richard F. Green; thence by the Harbor Commissioners’ line to the

tween Boston and Revere and the boundary line between Boston and 
Winthrop to the shore line of Boston; thence by said line to Front. 
street; thence through the centre of Front street to Marion street; 
thence through the centre of Marion street to Bennington street; thence 
through the centre of Bennington street to Central square; thence across 
Central square to Border street; thence through the centre of Border 
street to the dividing line between the property of the Alonzo Crosby 
heirsand Richard F. Green; thence by said line to the point of beginning. 


WARD TWO. 


Beginning at the intersection of the Harbor Commissioners’ line and 
the divisionline dividing the property of the Alonzo Crosby heirs and 
Richard F. Green; thence by said line to Border street; thence through 
the centre of Border street to Central square; thence across Central 
square to Bennington street; thence through the centre of Bennington 
street to Marion street; thence through the centre of Marion street to 
_ Front street; thence through the centre of Front street to Porter street, 
thence through the centre of Porter street to the Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn Railroad; thence through the centre of the location of said 
railroad to the shore line; thence by the shore line to the Harbor Com- 
missioners’ line; thence by the Harbor Commissioners’ line to the point 
of beginning. The islands in Boston harbor are included in Ward Two. 


WARD THREE. 


Beginning at the intersection of High and Pearl streets in that part 
of the city known as Charlestown; thence by the centre of Pearl street 
to Medford street; thence by the centre of Medford street to the 
easterly line of Brooks’ wharf; thence by said line extended to the 
boundary line in the Mystic river between Boston and Everett; thence 
along said boundary line and the line of the boundary between Boston 
and Chelsea to the easterly side of Chelsea bridge; thence by the water 
to the south-westerly boundary line of the Navy Yard; thence by the 
south-westerly boundary line of the Navy Yard to Chelsea street; 
thence across Chelsea and Adams streets to Mt. Vernon street; thence 
through the centre of Mt. Vernon street to Mt. Vernon avenue; 
thence through the centre of Mt. Vernon avenue and Chestnut street to 
the street on the easterly side of Monument square; thence through the 
centre of said last described street to the street on the southerly side of 
Monument square; thence through the centre of said last described 
street and the centre of High street to the point of beginning. 


WARD FOUR. 
Beginning at the intersection of Lincoln street extended and the 
boundary line between Boston and Somerville; thence by said boundary 
line to the boundary line between Boston and Everett; thence by said 
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boundary line to the extension of the easterly line of Brooks’ wharf; 
thence by said line to Medford street; thence through the centre of 
Medford street to Pearl street; thence through the centre of Pearl street 
to High street; thence through the centre of High street to Walker 
street; thence through the centre of Walker street to Main street; 
thence through the centre of Main street to Lincoln street; thence 
through the centre of Lincoln street and Lincoln street extended to the 
point of beginning. 


WARD FIVE. 


Beginning at the intersection of Lincoln street extended and the 
boundary line between Boston and Somerville; thence through the 
centre of Lincoln street extended and Lincoln street to Main street; 
thence through the centre of Main street to Walker street; thence 
through the centre of Walker street to High street; thence through the 
centre of High street and the street on the southerly side of Monument 
square to the street on the easterly side of Monument square; thence 
through the centre of said street to Chestnut street; thence through 
the centre of Chestnut street and Mt. Vernon avenue to Mt. Vernon 
street; thence through the centre of Mt. Vernon street to Adams street; 
thence across Adams and Chelsea streets to the south-westerly boundary 
line of the Navy Yard; thence by said boundary line to the water; 
thence by the water to the boundary line between Boston and Cam- 
bridge; thence by said boundary line and the boundary line between 
Boston and Somerville to the point of beginning. 


WARD SIX. 


Beginning at the intersection of Beacon street and Bowdoin street; 
thence through the centre of Bowdoin street to Cambridge street; 
thence through the centre of Cambridge street to Bowdoin square; 
thence across Bowdoin square to Chardon street; thence through the 
centre of Chardon street to Portland street; thence through the centre 
of Portland street to Travers street; thence through the centre of 
Travers street to Charlestown street; thence through the centre of 
Charlestown street to Causeway street; thence through the centre of 
Causeway street to Prince street; thence through the centre of Prince 
street to Charles-river bridge; thence through the centre of Charles- 
river bridge to the water; thence by the water and Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ line to the southerly side of Long wharf; thence by said line

NOTE. — All the addresses delivered by the annual orators were published, except 
those of 1806, 1812 and 1852. The orations of 1792, 1793, 1798, 1799, 1804, 1807, 1808, 1809, 
1811, 1816, 1821, 1823, 1850, 1854, 1858, 1859, 1876 and 1891 went through a second edition 
each; those of 1863 and 1876 were published also in a more elegant form; those of 1842 
and 1845 went through four editions each; that of 1857 through five. The orations from 
1771 to 1788, and the large-paper editions of the orations of 1863, 1876 and 1900 are in 
quarto; ali others in octavo.

The Police Court of the City of Boston was established in 1822, and 
at the same time the Justices’ Court for the County of Suffolk (civil 
business) was established. The duties of the Justices of the Justices’ 
Court were discharged by the Justices of the Police Court. The juris- 
diction of the Justices’ Court was transferred to the Police Court for 
civil business, June 1, 1860. In 1866 this court was succeeded by the 
Municipal Court of the City of Boston. The names of the successive

In BoARD OF ALDERMEN, January 12, 1908. 


The special committee appointed to prepare rules for the 
government of the Board of Aldermen for the current year 
report herewith the accompanying draft, which they recom- 
mend for adoption, being substantially the same rules as 
were in force for the year 1902, with the exception of the 
transposition of clauses 2 and 3 in the order of business, and 
a slight change in the wording of Rule 29. -

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RULES 
OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rue 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting to 
be read. In the absence of the chairman, the senior member 
present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rue 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the board; and no other business shall be in order until 
the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

Rute 38. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be put first. 

Rue 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any mem- 
ber, make a division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rute 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all 
questions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rute 6. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any 
member, doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken, and, when any member so requests, shall cause 
the vote to be taken or verified by yeas and nays. 

Ruwe 7. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill 
all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the members 
thereof. 7 7 

Rute 8. When the chairman of the board or the chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he may call 
any member to it; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 


MortrIons. 


RULE 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
chairman shall so direct. 
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Rute 10. <A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out and 
insert. | 

Rvc.e 11. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Rute 12. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in 
the following order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the board. 
2. Toa special committee of the board. 
3. Toa joint standing committee. 

4. Toa joint special committee. 


RuiE 138. After a motion has been put by the chairman, 
it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

Rue 14. When a question is under debate the following 
motions only shall be entertained, and in the order in which 
they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely.

Rute 15. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending a veri- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay on 
the table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


RuLe 16. Every ordinance, order, and resolution reported 
by a committee shall, unless rejected, have two several 
readings, both of which may take place at the same session, 
unless objection is made. Whenever the second reading 
immediately follows the first reading the document may be 
read by its title only. Orders from the board of street com- 
- missioners changing the names of streets, and orders grant- 
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ing locations for poles or posts, shall, however, have one 
reading only at the same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


Rute 17. The question of confirming a nomination 
made by the mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RouxuE 18. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may moye a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or 
he may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of 
the adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration 
at the next regular meeting; in which case. the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next regular meet- 
ing; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided that 
vote shall not be reconsidered. 


ConpuUCcT OF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, 
address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in 
speaking shall confine himself to the question and avoid 
personalities. 

Rue 20. No member speaking shall, without his con- 
sent, be interrupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

RuLE 21. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rute 22. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the board is divided, or before the 
calling of the. yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the 
board, to consist of five members each, except where other- 
wise herein provided, and the members of the joint standing 
committees on the part of this board, named in the joint 
rules and orders of the city council, and all other commit- 
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tees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed by 
the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County 
Accounts — Electric Wires— Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings — Lamps — Licenses — Markets — Railroads — 
Public Lmprovements, to consist of all the members of the 
board, and to be divided by the chairman of the committee 
into the following sub-committees, namely, Paving divi- 
sion, Sewer division, Bridge division, Sanitary division, 
Street-cleaning division, Street-watering division, and Ferry 
division. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 24. At every regular meeting of the board the 
order of business shall be as follows:

Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 

Hearings. 

Papers from the common council. 

Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Orders of notice of hearings. 

Reports of city officers. 

Reports of committees. 

Motions, orders, and resolutions.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 25. Committees of the board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks or ask 
for further time. | 


SPECTATORS. 


RuLE 26. No person, except a member of the board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the board is in session. 

Rue 27. No persons, excepting members of the city 
council, heads of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed 
in the anteroom of the aldermanic chamber while the board 
is in session. No person shall be allowed to enter the alder- 
manic chamber while the board is in session, after the seats 
furnished for spectators are occupied. The city messenger 
shall enforce this rule. 
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LICENSES. 


RvuLE 28. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of 
wrestling. 

Rute 29. No permission to erect a pole or post for the 
support of electric wires, or for the construction of under- 
ground conduits, shall be granted until a public hearing shall 
have been given by the board of aldermen on the application 
for such permission. The clerk of committees shall cause 
to be delivered at each house upon that portion of the street 
in which permission to locate ‘poles or conduit is asked a 
notice of the time and place of said hearing not less than 
three days before the date fixed therefor. The expense 
necessary for delivery of such notices shall be borne by the 
applicant for permit. 

RuLE 30. Every license or permit hereafter granted for 
the location of a street railway track, the erection of a pole 
or post, the construction of an underground conduit, the lay- 
ing of a pipe or wire, or for the doing of any other work 
which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a street, 
shall specify the time within which the contemplated work 
shall be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such 
work after the expiration of such specified time. 


LAMPS. 


RuuE 31. Any person desiring a lamp to be erected in 
any way shall make application therefor to the superin- 
tendent of lamps, who shall examine the place where it is 
proposed to locate the lamp and report thereon to the board ; 
provided, however, that if the lamp is to be an electric lamp 
the superintendent shall obtain the opinion of the commis- 
sioner of wires on the location, and forward to the board 
the opinion with his report. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 


RuLE 32. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the board present and voting.

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually a list of the claims 
awarded or approved by them, and the amount of money 
awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on Finance, to consist of seven members 
of the board of aldermen, and ten members of the common 
council, to whom shall be referred all applications for expendi- 
tures which involve a loan, or a transfer of any part of an 
appropriation named in the’ general appropriation order, or 
from the reserved fund, as provided in Rule 17. 

4. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the General Court and 
represent the interests of the city; provided, said committee 
shall not, unless directed so to do by the city council, oppose 
any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city council. 
It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves 
and petitions presented to the Legislature affecting the city 
.of Boston, or any department thereof. Such printed report 
shall be made at the next meeting of either branch after 
such application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of said 
committee. | 
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5. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members 
of the committee on law department, to whom shall be re- 
ferred all ordinances introduced in either branch, or trans- 
mitted to them by vote of any standing committee. Unless 
specially instructed, they shall pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred; they may ap- 
pend an order that such ordinance “ought not to pass,” and 
give their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a new 
draft. Such report shall be made in not over two weeks 
from the meeting at which the reference was ordered, or the 
ordinance received from a committee. 

6. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters 
relating to the police department. 

7. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the city 
council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. ‘The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, 
the minimum, however, to be six hundred; and they shall 
have the right to make rules and regulations for the care, 
custody, and distribution of all documents, pons: larg Te? 
and maps by the city messenger. 

8. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five alder- 
men and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 

9. A committee on Schools and School- ane. to consist 
of five aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be re- 
ferred matters relating to the public schools, and requests 
for additional school accommodations. 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


RULE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the 
city council shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be 
appointed in the manner provided in Rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rue 3. The member of the board of aldermen first named 
on every joint committee shall be its chairman; and in case 
of his resignation or inability, the other members of the same 
board, in the order designated by the chairman of the board, 
and after them the members of the common council in the

order named, shall act as chairman. Meetings of committees 
shall be called at the discretion of the chairman, or at the 
written request of a majority of the members. 

Rutr 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of 
their proceedings to be kept in books provided for that pur- 
pose jeand at every meeting of a committee the records of the 
previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise ordered by 
the committee. In all such meetings of committees all votes 
shall, at the request of any member, be taken by yeas and 
nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

RuLE 6. Any joint committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year for purposes connected 
with the duties of said committee for which no provision has 
been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


RuLeE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the city council, if either branch shall request a 
conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee, and such com- 
mittees shall consist of not less than five members each. 
Both committees shall, at’an hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, meet’and state to each other, verbally or in writing, 
as either shall cleoose, the reasons for the action of their re- 
spective branches in relation to the matter in controversy, 
shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


RvuLE 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject 
which may properly be examined and reported upon by an 
existing committee of the city council, such order or resolu- 
tion shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
Either branch of the city council may commit or recommit 
to a joint committee, but a reference with instructions shall 
require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received 
by either branch of the city council unless agreed to by such 
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committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. The report 
of a committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless 
otherwise ordered by the city council or by the committee, 
be presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to 
which any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon 
within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports submitted to the city council 
shall be written or printed, and no indorsement of any 
kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch, 
or the name of the member offering the same. Every report 
of a committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the 
body to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed 
by the committee. Every member presenting an order, ordi- 
nance, or resolution shall have his name indorsed thereon. 
Such member shall be informed by the clerk of the com- 
mittee to which the matter is referred, of the time fixed for 
its consideration, if he give notice of his desire to be heard . 
thereon. , 

Rue 11. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rue 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch thay order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation 
for printing. 


Notice To OTHER BRANCH. 


RuLE 18. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the city council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed thereon, 
and signed by the regular presiding officer of such branch, 
or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, of such 
body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not based 
on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be 
transmitted to the other branch, signed as _ hereinbefore 
directed. In case any ordinance, order, or resolution, origi- 
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nating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice 
thereof shall be given, under the signature of the clerk, to 
the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


RuLE 15. Whenever the city council shall order an 
expenditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition. to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

Rue 16. No expenditure shall be made from the re- 
served fund except by a transfer to some other appropria- 
tion, or to a new appropriation to be established, and no 
expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for inci- 
dental expenses except transfers and the expenditures 
therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 

Rute 17. Every application for an additional appropria- 
tion, to be provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred 
to the committee on finance; and no such additional appro- 
-priation shall be made until the said committee has reported 
thereon. 

Rue 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation, or part of an appropria- 
tion, to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the city council vote in the affirmative, by a vote taken by 
yea and nay. 


BILLs AND ACCOUNTS. 


Rute 19. No presiding officer of a board or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPRAL. 


RuLE 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of the 
city council present and voting thereon.

COUNCIL. 


In Common CounciL, January 15, 1903. 
The special committee appointed to prepare and report a 
draft of the rules to govern the common council for the 
year 1903, having considered the subject, respectfully submit 
herewith the accompanying draft, being substantially the 
same rules as were in force in 1902.

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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the common council shall be held 
on every Thursday at 7.45 o’clock P.M., and on the 
appearance of a quorum the council shall be called to order. 
In the absence of the president the oldest senior member 
present shall take the chair, and a president pro tempore 
shall be chosen by ballot; and if an election is not effected 
on the first trial on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall 
elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, 
at the discretion of the president, but not later than nine 
o'clock. ; 

When the meeting of the common council is called to 
order, it shall be the duty of the city messenger to cause 
the electric bell in the antechamber to be rung for the pur- 
pose of notifying the members that the body is in session, 
and for the three minutes next following the ringing of the 
bell no business shall be transacted and no member recog- 
nized by the chair for any purpose. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rue 2. The president shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate ~ 
his appointments to the council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment, and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise 
designated by the president. 

RuLE 38. The president may at any time call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. In all cases the president 
may vote. 

Rue 4. The president shall preserve order in the coun- 
cil chamber during sessions of the council, and in case 
any member, other than the one recognized by the chair, 
insists on occupying the floor for any purpose, except to 
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rise to a point of order or question of personal privilege, he 
shall, upon request of the president, take his seat, and upon 
refusal to comply with such request, said member shall, by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting, be removed 
from the council chamber, such removal to remain in effect 
during the remainder of the session, unless otherwise ordered. 
The president shall forbid smoking in the council chamber. 


CLERK. 


RuuE 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the common council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. He 
shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging to 
this branch of the city council, and shall prepare a schedule 
of business in order for each meeting, in such manner as the 
president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 
aldermen; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
if such notice is made he shall keep the papers pertaining 
thereto until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


ConpbucT OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the council so vote. No member shall speak a sec- 
ond time on a question, if another member, who has not 
spoken, claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by 
another, except upon a point of order. 

Every member while speaking shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
council except by a respectful designation ; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
president. 


QUORUM. 


RuLeE 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum 
being present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether 
a quorum is present or not. For this purpose he may, at his 
discretion, or on motion, sustained by one-fifth of the members 
present, order the roll to be called. If a quorum is not 
present he shall declare the council adjourned. 
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COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. All matters relating to the election of members 
shall be referred to the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Route 10. There shall be a standing committee on judi- 
ciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the power 
to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on all mat- 
ters that shall be referred to them. 

Rue 11. All committees of this council shall be notified 
of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall 
not sit during sessions of the council without special leave, 
nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours from the 
time the notices are mailed by the clerk or despatched by 
special messengers, unless all the members consent; and the 
clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The member first 
named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the 
change; and the same rule shall apply to members serving 
on joint committees. 

RULE 12. Special committees of the council shall consist 
of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

RuLE 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


RuLE 14. When the council shall determine to go into a 
committee of the whole, the president shall appoint the mem- 
ber who shall take the chair. | 

RuuLE 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in the committee of the whole, so far as they 
are applicable; but the previous question shall not be moved 
and a motion to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit 
again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided without 
debate. 


ORDER OF BUSINEsS. 
Rue 16. At every meeting of the council the order of 


business shall be as follows: 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by a majority of the members present.

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of 
city officers, and other communications addressed to the 
council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Sixth. Motions, orders and resolutions. Orders and 
resolutions shall be read once, and, upon motion, referred 
to their appropriate committees or assigned to the next 
meeting. If no objection is made, or the rules are suspended, 
orders and resolutions may, at the time they are offered, be 
given a second reading and passed. All orders relating to 
heads of departments shall, unless otherwise ordered, be 
referred to the mayor. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Highth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. (See 
Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions which shall take 
the same course as provided in the sixth section of this rule; 
provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the sixth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in division one, two 
members in division two, two members in division three and 
one member in division four shall be recognized until each 
division has been called. 

Rue 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president, or by a member; and unless the 
council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they have been presented. 

Ruxe 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only. 

Rue 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, 
shall have more than one reading on the same day; but this 
rule shall not apply to an order to print a document. 


MOTIONS. 


RULE 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the president shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
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entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 
RuieE 21. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 
Rute 22. When a question is under debate, the president 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 

To amend. 

To refer to a committee. 

To refer to another board. 

To postpone indefinitely.

These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it 
in precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

RuLE 23. When a matter has been assigned to be 
taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of proceed- 
ings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rute 24. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in 
the following order: 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 
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Rue 25. <A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

RULE 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion 
to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not exceed 
‘ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than three 
minutes. In such ‘debate, however, the merits of the main 
question shall not be discussed. 

RuLE 27. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RvuLE 28. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 

RuLE 29. When the previous question is ordered, the 
vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally 
upon the main question. 

Rue 380. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once with- 
out leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


RuLE 31. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but 
to adjourn shall be in order till the question on the appeal 
has been decided. The question shall be put as follows: 
“‘ Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council?” and it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


RuLE 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question without further debate. The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 
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RuLE 38. <A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate 
shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by the assent 
of one-fifth of the members present. [Every member present 
shall answer to his name unless excused before the vote is 
taken. 

Rute 34. After the announcement of a vote, not taken 
by yeas and nays, any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of the 
original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be per- 
mitted, and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided one- 
fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RULE 35. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held, except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two weeks, 
of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsideration at 
the next meeting at which said motion is reached in the 
order of proceedings. 

RuLE 36. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it, shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 387. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be. twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


Rue 388. After a vote has been refused a reconsidera- 
tion, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the 
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whole number of the members of the common council vote 
in the affirmative. 
ELECTIONS. 


Rue 39. All elections of city officers by this branch 
shall be held in accordance with the provisions of chapter 170 
of the Acts of the year 1899. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 40. No person except a member of the council 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
-the council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seat simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the 
number so drawn against his name, and shall not change it 

except by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


RuLE 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the ante- 
rooms, except members of the city government, heads of 
departments and reporters, without the permission of the 
president; and, while the council is in session, no person, 
except members of the city government, heads of depart- 
ments and reporters, shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators as 
he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no spectators 
shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rue 42. The council chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the 
president may allow committee meetings to be held therein 
at times when the council is not in session. The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common coun- 
cil for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the 
council chamber and the clerk’s shall be used during the 
meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and for such other purposes as the president may 
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direct; provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on 
the part of visitors. ‘The general care and supervision of 
these rooms are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, sub- 
ject to the direction of the president; but no expenditure of 
money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council. 


PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


Rute 43. The rules of parliamentary practice as con- 
tained in Cushing’s “Law and Practice of Legislative 
Assemblies,” shall govern this council in all cases in which 
they are applicable, and in which they are not inconsistent 
with these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of the common 
council present and voting thereon.

CONCERNING WARD-ROoM, Warp 18. 


Chapter thirty-two of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 is 
hereby amended in section four, in the clause establishing 
the location of the ward-room for Ward 18, by striking out 
the words “Old Bath-house, Cabot st.,” and inserting in 
place thereof the words “ Roxbury Court-house, Roxbury 
street.” Approved September 23, 1902. 


CHAPTER 3. 


CONCERNING BAY—WINDOWS. 


Chapter eight of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 is 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following: 

Said Commissioner may issue permits for bay-windows to 
project over public streets, but no bay-window shall project 
more than is authorized in an order of the Board of Alder- 
men, shall not project over a street thirty feet or less in 
width unless there is a bay-window thereon when the permit 
is issued and then not more than eighteen inches, and shall 
not project over any other public way more than three feet. 

Approved December 15, 1902. 
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CHAPTER 4. 


CONCERNING SEAL OF City REGISTRAR. 


SEcTION 1. Chapter thirty-four of the Revised Ordinances 
of eighteen hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended by 
adding to said chapter a new section, as follows: 

SrcT. 4. The official seal of the City Registrar, which the 
city shall provide for his use in accordance with section one 
of chapter three hundred eighty-nine of the Acts of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight, shall be in form as follows:

REGULATIONS OF 1902, CHAPTER 1. 


CONCERNING MINORS’ LICENSES. 


Section three of chapter two of the Revised Regulations 
of 1898, as amended by chapter one of the Regulations of 
1900, is hereby further amended by striking out in the 
twelfth line thereof the words “a street car, unless he is at 
least fourteen years of age, or,” and by inserting in the 
thirteenth line before the word “shall” the words “shall 
not, unless he is at least fourteen years of age, sell news- 
papers in or on a street car, nor after eight o’clock in the 
evening, except on the days of national, state or city 
elections.” Approved January 14, 1902. 


CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING AMUSEMENT LICENSES. 


Section one of chapter three of the Revised Regulations of 
1898 is hereby amended by striking out, in the ninth line of 
said section, the words “ or their chairman.” 


The foregoing regulation was presented to the Mayor July 
22, 1902, and was not returned by him within ten days there- 
after. | 


CHAPTER 3. 


CONCERNING Minors’ LICENSES. 


Chapter two of the Revised Regulations of 1898, as 
amended by chapter one of the Regulations of 1900, and 
chapter one of the Regulations of 1902, is hereby amended 
by striking out the three sections in said chapter, and insert- 
ing in place thereof the following: 

SecTION 1. No minor between the ages of fourteen and 
twenty-one years shall, in any street or public place of the 
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City of Boston, work as a bootblack, or sell or expose for 
sale any books, newspapers, pamphlets, fuel, fruits, provisions, 
ice, live animals, brooms, agricultural implements, hand tools 
used in making boots and shoes, agricultural products of the 
United States, or the product of his own labor or the labor of 
his family, unless he has a minor’s license, granted to him by 
the Mayor and Aldermen of said city, and issued to him by 
the Clerk of Committees of said city, for so working, or for 
so selling said articles, nor unless he complies with the terms 
of such license. 

Sect. 2. The Clerk of Committees of the City of Boston 
shall receive the application of the parent or guardian of a 
minor, or of any responsible citizen of Boston, for a license 
for such minor to work as a bootblack, or to sell any or all 
the articles enumerated in the preceding section, and shall, 
when the Mayor and Aldermen pass a vote to that effect, 
issue a minor’s license and badge to such minor to go about 
from place to place in the City of Boston, and on the side- 
walks in said city, to sell newspapers, or to work as a boot- 
black, or in the streets and other public places in said city to 
sell any or all of the other articles enumerated in the preced- 
ing section. Every such license shall be issued and accepted 
on the condition that the minor shall comply with the terms 
of the following section, and said section shall be printed in 
the license. 

Sect. 3. The minor shall conform to the statutes, the 
ordinances of the City of Boston, and the regulations of the 
Board of Aldermen of said city; shall surrender his license 
and badge to the Clerk of Committees of said city when 
notified that his license has been revoked; shall not transfer 
or lend his license or badge, nor furnish any unlicensed 
minor with newspapers or other articles to sell; shall not sell 
newspapers in or on any part of a street other than the side- 
walk, nor in or on a street car without the permission of the 
company operating such car; shall not at any time while 
engaged in working as a bootblack, or selling articles in pub- 
lic places, congregate with other persons, nor make any un- 
necessary noise, nor in any way disturb or annoy persons as 
they pass, nor obstruct free passage on any sidewalk, cross- 
walk or entrance to any public place, nor occupy any stand 
with any other person, nor allow any unlicensed minor to 
assist or accompany him, nor allow idle persons to assemble 
or congregate around him, or around any stand occupied by 
him, nor so work or sell in any other place than that specified 
in his license, when a place is so specified, nor at any time 
while so working or selling fail to wear conspicuously in sight 
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the badge furnished to him by said Clerk of Committees, nor 
fail to exhibit his license to any police or other officer of said 
city if requested by him so to do. Any minor who violates 
any of said terms will be deprived of his license and badge, 
and be fined. Approved December 18, 1902. 


CHAPTER 4. 


CONCERNING USE oF ROADWAYS FOR VEHICLES. 


Section six of chapter six of the Revised Regulations of 
1898, is hereby amended by striking out the following words: 
“ provided, however, that no load the weight whereof exceeds 
three tons shall be carried on any vehicle in Tremont street 
from its junction with Shawmut avenue to Scollay square, 
during the construction of the subway, except where other 
streets cross said ‘Tremont street.”, and by inserting in place 
thereof the following words: “provided, however, that no 
load the weight whereof exceeds three tons shall be carried 
on any vehicle in State street, between the Old State House 
and Kilby street, during the construction of the East Boston 
tunnel, unless delivery of said load is to be made in said 
portion of said State street.”

Mr. Mayor and Fellow Citizens: 


At the impressive New Voters’ Festival, held here in 
Faneuil Hall on Patriots’ Day, there was nothing more 
impressive than the words of St. Paul printed at the 
head of the program, ‘‘I am a citizen of no mean 
city,” emphasized as they were in their application 
to the young citizens of Boston gathered here for that 
consecration service by the names of the illustrious men 
in Boston’s history,— Winthrop, Adams, Webster, 
Quincy, Sumner, Emerson, Phillips Brooks, and their 
great associates, — inscribed upon the walls. I know 
of nothing that can more powerfully inspire and com- 
mand the young man as he enters his political life 
than the consciousness that he belongs to a renowned 
city and an illustrious commonwealth, and that he 
takes his place in the privileged ranks of a_ proces- 
sion conspicuous and honored in history and among 
men. 

‘““T am a citizen of no mean city”; “I am a 
Roman ! ” —how proudly the words ring out from the 
lips of Paul of Tarsus! When he said, ‘“‘I am a 
Roman,” Paul declared himself simply a citizen of the 
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Roman empire. How much prouder was the word 
upon the lips of Cicero or Cesar, citizens of the great 
city itself ! 

‘‘T aman Athenian! ”—how much the word meant 
in the mouth of Pericles or of Demosthenes! how much 
in it of pride, of persuasion, of obligation and high im- 
perative! The thought of the historic past commanded 
the character of to-day and to-morrow. As the gods 
had been with the fathers, so must they be with the 
children. 

‘‘Being the citizens of a great city,” this was the 
appeal of Pericles to the Athenians in the dark days of 
the Peloponnesian War, ‘‘and educated in a temper 
of greatness, you should not succumb to calamities, 
however great, or darken the lustre of your fame.” 
His chief incitement to heroism in the storm and 
stress of the time was gratitude and a sense of the 
city’s great inheritance. ‘‘Our fathers, when they 
withstood the Persians, had no such empire as we. 
Not by good fortune but by wisdom, and not by power 
but by courage, they repelled the barbarian and raised 
us to our present height of greatness. We must be 
worthy of them.” His highest tribute to those who 
fell at the beginning of the war was that ‘‘they were 
worthy of Athens.” ‘‘I will speak first of our ances- 
tors,” he said in his famous funeral speech. He told 
how the fathers in the generations had added to their 
inheritance and through many struggles transmitted 
their empire to their sons; and he boasted with just 

pride that the sons themselves assembled there that 
day, still most of them in the vigor of life, had chiefly 
done the work of improvement and richly endowed 
their city with all things. ‘‘Our city,” he proudly 
said, ‘‘is thrown open to the world, and we never 
expel a foreigner or prevent him from seeing or learn- 
ing. Athens is the school of Hellas. We do good to 
our neighbors, not upon a calculation of interest, but 
in the confidence of freedom and ina frank and fearless 
spirit.” ‘‘We regard a man who takes no interest 
in public affairs as a useless character ; and if few of us 
are originators, we are all sound judges of a policy.” 
He rejoiced in the mighty monuments which would 
make Athens the wonder of succeeding ages; she did 
not need the praises of Homer nor of any other pane- 
gyrist. ‘‘Such is the city,” he exclaimed, ‘‘ for whose 
sake these men nobly fought and died ; in magnifying 
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the city I have magnified them and men like them, 
whose virtues made her glorious; and every one of 
us who survive should gladly toil on her behalf. I have 
dwelt upon the greatness of Athens because I want to 
show you that we are contending for a higher prize 
than those who enjoy none of these privileges. I would 
have you day by day fix your eyes upon the greatness 
of Athens until you become filled with the love of her ; 
and when you are impressed by the spectacle of her 
glory, reflect that this empire has been acquired by 
men who knew their duty and had the courage to 
do it.” 

We here in the American Athens, as we like to call 
our dear old town, may read these patriotic words of 
the great Athenian statesman not only as a striking 
illustration of the present power of an appeal to a 
great past, but as a stirring exposition of the kind of 
life and public spirit which we would desire to inform 
and inspire Boston to-day as they ennobled the Athens 
of Pericles. 

What we find in Pericles, that also we find in Demos- 
thenes, and even in more marked degree. His pride 
in Athens, his reverence for her history, his devotion 
to her ideals, his shame in her shame, his lofty sense 
of the high honor and severe duty of Athenian citizen- 
ship, — this is the key to his life and to the interpreta- 
tion of his whole public policy. He had studied the 
history of Athens like no other of his time. Uniting 
in his ideal picture of Athens all that was noblest in 
that history, he sought to stir the reason and imagina- 
tion of his countrymen by it as his own were stirred. 
Disinterestedness and honor, the championship of the 
oppressed, and all magnanimous and generous qualities 
were blended in the ideal Athens which commanded 
his energies and aspirations ; and the aim of his politi- 
cal life was to make Athens ‘‘ identify herself with her 
best moments, and be made to feel that then she was 
most truly herself.” It has been often said, and justly, 
that his great oration on ‘‘The Crown” is in reality 
not so much a vindication of himself as a glowing 
eulogy on the Athens that trusted him. In the ‘ Phil- 
ippics,” as in ‘‘The Crown,” the argument is again 
and again an historical review, the familiar names and 
events of Athenian history being hurled at the assem- 
bly in swift succession, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness. If the rest of the world 
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consented to be slaves, Athens at least must do battle 
for freedom ; that task and privilege had been won 
and bequeathed to her at great cost, through many 
dangers. ‘‘By our fathers who met danger at Mara- 
thon; by our fathers who stood in the ranks at Platea ; 
by our fathers who did battle on the waters of Salamis 
and Artemision ; by all the brave who sleep in tombs 
at which their country paid the last honors,” — by such 
adjurations did he seek to rouse in declining Athens 
the heroism of the antique time. His heart burns with 
shame that the mere memories of her great past should 
not be sufficient to nerve Athens to successful resist- 
ance against the rude warrior from the north, who had 
been cradled and schooled in the meanest environment. 
‘¢ Who would dare to say that a man born and bred at 
Pella, a place at that time petty and obscure, had a 
right to such an innate grandeur of spirit as to aspire 
to the empire of Greece and to harbor the project in 
his thoughts; while you, Athenians, who day by day, 
in every word you hear and every sight you see, con- 
template the memorials of the prowess of your fore- 
fathers, might be so intrinsically base as uninvited and 
unforced to surrender to Philip the liberty of Greece ?” 

‘‘Great empires and little minds,” said Burke, ‘‘ go 
ill together.” Athens fell because she had become an 
Athens of little minds. Demosthenes is a tragical 
figure because he is a man of the antique mold surviv- 
ing in a time not moved by the antique motives, speak- 
ing to little minds the things which only stir great ones. 
When Guizot asked Lowell how long the American 
Republic would endure, Lowell answered rightly: ‘‘So 
long as the ideas of the men who founded it continue 
dominant.” Demosthenes knew well that Athens could 
stand only as she was true to the principles of the fathers, 
not because they were the principles of the fathers, but 
because the fathers had been faithful to true principles. 
Athens was false to these, and Athens fell; but the 
message of Demosthenes to Athens remains a message 
to every republic, in every time. He spoke to an 
apathetic Athens, he spoke to an Athens losing its con- 
science and its will, no longer capable of sustained 
effort. The people in their assemblies applauded fine 
sentiments, hiked to hear laudations of their fathers, 
passed eloquent resolutions,— and shirked their duties. 
They reflected after the event. They depended upon 
leaders and left all business and the disposal of emolu- 
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ments to these, instead of depending upon themselves 
_and fighting their own battles as formerly. ‘‘In old 
days,” Demosthenes said, ‘‘ the people was master of 
its statesmen ; now it is their servant.” The change 
had brought corruption and venality in high places and 
in low. ‘‘Something there once was in the heart of 
the masses which there is not now, something which 
prevailed over the wealth of Persia, which kept Greece 
in freedom, which was unvanquished in battle by land 
or sea.” This secret force was a hatred of bribery. 
‘* New principles are now imported, wherewith Greece 
is sick even to death. And what are these? Envy if 
aman has taken a bribe; ridicule if he confesses it ; 
pardon if the guilt is proved ; hatred of those who cen- 
sure him.” Hespoke to a materialistic, money-loving, 
game-loving, luxury-loving, flattery-loving Athens, and 
an Athens seeking for fine interpretations of poor con- 
duct. But he was fearless and sincere, refusing to 
ignore or whitewash facts, and speaking truth at every 
cost. Nowhere else are the shortcomings of a people 
more severely dealt with ; but his severity is never the 
severity of the scold, but the severity of faith, which 
ennobles and stimulates. His politics is a politics which 
he can take to the altar. ‘‘ Ye gods, inspire these men 
with a better mind and heart! Ye gods, grant us a 
sure salvation!” Every question of public policy de- 
pends with him on some principle which has its root in 
morals ; and therefore with him no noble policy could 
be failure and no ignoble policy success. Surveying 
the last struggle with Philip and its results, he ex- 
claimed : ‘‘I say that if the event had been manifest to 
the whole world beforehand, if you who never opened 
your lips had been ever so loud or shrill in prophecy 
and protest, not even then ought Athens to have for- 
saken this course, if Athens had any regard for her 
glory, or for her past, or for the ages to come.”’ 

The purest and intensest of patriots, Demosthenes 
was also one of the broadest ; and here too he has a 
lesson for us. His devotion to Athens did not hinder 
his devotion to Greece. He rose above every narrow 
and provincial prejudice and took all Hellas into his 
heart. Washington, after the Revolution, when few 
men in the Colonies could see beyond the borders of 
their own Massachusetts or New York or Virginia, de- 
clared that henceforth the politics of America must be 
measured on ‘‘a continental scale.” What vision that 
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witnessed to, and how much it meant, it is hard for us 
to-day to understand; but it meant much more for 
Demosthenes to see and say to the ‘Athenians that 
politics must be measured on an Hellenic scale. To 
the Greek his town or city was his country ; and the 
insularity of Athens, Thebes, or Sparta was vastly 
greater than the mutual repulsion of the States under 
the old Articles of Confederation,.or than South 
Carolina’s emphasis upon State rights in 1830 or 1861. 
For Demosthenes to transcend Athens meant almost 
as much as for us to recognize, as now becomes our 
duty, that the time has come when no man may longer 
so construe his patriotism as to say in the first place, 
I am an American, an Englishman, a Frenchman, a 
German, a Russian, but when all must know them- 
selves in the first place as citizens of the world and 
define every narrower patriotism in subordination to 
that higher definition. Demosthenes was accused by 
Atschines of Boeotian sympathies, because he was able 
to do justice to men beyond his own borders, for whom 
his narrowly and vulgarly patriotic neighbors had only 
jealousy and hate. ‘‘I know,” he says in one place, 
‘‘that it is difficult to say anything to you about the 
Theban people ; you hate them so that you would not 
like to hear anything to their credit, even if it were 
true.” More and more Demosthenes speaks as the 
Hellenic patriot rather than as the Athenian citizen. 
His vision becomes ever broader as his feeling becomes 
ever more intense and as the danger of Greece becomes 
greater. The duty of Athens becomes, as he conceives 
it, to deliver the oppressed and to support every- 
where the claims of democracy against oligarchy and 
despotism. 

The old Athenian life and our American life have 
much in common. The resemblances between Greek 
character and ours are marked. Those little Greek 
democracies were more like our great one than almost 
any intervening states. They offer us more pertinent 
examples and warnings than almost any other; and 
they are of peculiar value for us in this, that their 
history is rounded and complete, and in it we can see 
the various conflicting principles and tendencies work- 
ing themselves out to the end, and so learn the full 
lesson of their logic. Pericles and Demosthenes speak 
to America as well as to Athens; and we may well 
domesticate their admonitions here to-day and empha- 
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size them to our people and ourselves as the words of 
fellow citizens of Washington and Jefferson, of Sum- 
ner and Emerson. If the life and burning eloquence 
of Demosthenes teach anything, if the rounded 
period of history whose darkness he lights up teaches 
anything, they teach the validity and the imperious 
moment of the appeal, in times of danger and tempta- 
tion, to the fathers and toa great past, to the history 
and the teachings which in times of soberness have 
ever had the nation’s highest honor. No nation which 
is virtuous and vital will ever be slave to the past; at 
the command of virtue and of vision it will snap pre- 
cedent like a reed. But every people of seriousness, 
stability and character is a reverent people ; and when 
a people’s reverence for its noble ancestors, its sacred 
oracles and its venerable charters ceases to be sturdy 
and becomes sentimental, much more when it ceases 
to exist at all, then the hour of that people’s decay 
and doom has struck. On this anniversary of our 
Declaration of Independence, let us remember and vow 
never to forget that when it becomes general or pop- 
ular among us, as it has become common, to flout at 
the Declaration and its principles ; whenever the nation 
commits itself to courses which, for the sake of con- 
sistency and respectability, invite and compel its dis- 
paragement ; when our politics does not match our 
poetry and cannot be sung; when Washington and 
Jefferson and Sumner and Lincoln cease to be quoted 
in our cabinet and at our helm,—then it is not well 
with us, but ill, and it is time to study the compass. 
Our City of Boston is in this matter under the special 
care of the divinities ; they have made regular provision 
to remind us of our pious founders and fathers every 
day. The State of Massachusetts unhappily has for its 
State seal one of the most barbarous and least repre- 
sentative seals adopted by any State in the Union: an 
Indian with bow and arrow, and a clenched fist with a 
sword, — formerly the emblem of Algiers, — with some 
Latin of questionable character about keeping the peace 
under the sword. It will be remembered by some 
here how deeply Charles Sumner hated this ‘‘ bellicose 
escutcheon,” as he termed it, and how in his great 
Fourth of July oration in 1845 he expressed the hope 
that Massachusetts might abandon it for the sake of 
something ‘‘more consistent with her moral dignity 
and the character she vaunts before the world.” To 
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keep the peace is certainly a commendable and neces- 
sary thing; but—since some will have it that the 
clenched fist is the policeman’s, not the soldier’s —is 
it a thing to boast of ? As soon be proud, in civiliza- 
tion, that your hands are clean. Let Massachusetts 
not be satisfied to front the world with the badge 
either of the policeman or the warrior; let her take 
the mantle of the prophet, to which no other modern 
state has right so valid and divine. Let us pledge 
ourselves here to the effort to secure for the Common- 
wealth a seal more worthy of her. And meantime let 
us be grateful that the motto upon the seal of the City 
of Boston is the noblest possible. For each time that 
an ordinance or proclamation is sealed by the govern- 
ment of Boston,—let our City Hall never forget it, and 
let us not forget, —it is with the reverent tribute and the 
prayer: ‘‘God be with us as.He was with our fathers!” 

And indeed if any people ever had warrant and occa- 
sion to look back to their fathers and their history for 
inspiration and imperative, such surely — Athens and 
Rome not more—have the people of this City of Boston 
and this ancient Commonwealth. The founders of 
Massachusetts, our own Lowell has justly said, were 
the first colonists in human history who went out ‘‘ not 
to seek gold, but to seek God.” ‘‘ Next to the fugitives 
whom Moses led out of Egypt,” he said, ‘‘the little 
shipload of outcasts who landed at Plymouth two cen- 
turies and a half ago are destined to influence the future 
of the world.” We thrill with warm and proper pride 
as we read this high claim of our Massachusetts essayist 
and poet. With a just pride we also read the strong 
words of the president of our Historical Society, Charles 
Francis Adams, in his book on our Massachusetts his- 
torians,—a book not written, as scholars here know 
well, to puff our Massachusetts pride, but rather to 
prick some of our Massachusetts bubbles: ‘‘ The his- 
tory of Massachusetts is the record of the gradual and 
practical development of a social and political truth of 
the highest importance. Viewed in this light, the 
passage of the Red Sea was not a more momentous 
event than the voyage of the Mayflower; and the 
founding of Boston was fraught -with consequences 
hardly less important than those which resulted from 
the founding of Rome.” 

What is the great political truth for which Boston 
and Massachusetts stand thus preéminently in history, 
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and which confers immortal lustre on them ? It is the 
truth for which the Declaration of Independence stands, 
which we celebrate to-day, the principle of the equality 
of men before the law. This was no deliverance of the 
French Revolution; it has been well said that, if there 
was any learning between Jefferson and the French 
political philosophers, they were the learners, not he. 
It was the offspring of the Puritan movement, which at 
the same time established the English Commonwealth 
and planted New England. Mr. Adams knows this 
well; it was to asking New England to remember it that 
the eloquent English preacher who is now visiting us 
devoted his first word last week in Boston; it was to 
make it plain and draw its lessons that the keen and wise 
Swiss scholar, Borgeaud, in Calvin’s city, wrote his pen- 
etrating book upon ‘‘The Rise of Modern Democracy in 
Old and New England.” It was in New England that 
the principle was really first embodied in institutions; 
here Sir Harry Vane was steeped in it; and when pres- 
ently the Puritans in England drew up their ‘‘ Agree- 
ment of the People” and sought to institute the prin- 
ciple, they spoke of it as ‘‘the New England Way.” 
The principle has had a hard fight of itin England. For 
a century before the Declaration of Independence it had 
a hard fight of it here; but Mr. Adams is right in say- 
ing that when the Massachusetts constitution of 1780 
went into effect, this principle of human equality before 
the law, theoretically enunciated in the Declaration, was 
a thing in practice in New England. He is right in 
saying that in respect to this the record of no commu- 
nity is more creditable, more consistent, or more impor- 
tant than ours. ‘‘ Massachusetts has always been at the 
front. . . . Her influence has been world-wide. The 
backbone of the movement which preceded the French 
Revolution, she inspired the agitation which ended in 
the fall of African slavery.” 

It is right to say, and let us remember it on this 
sacred anniversary as an inspiration to duty, that 
Boston has been the centre of the two great move- 
ments in our history, the movement which gave us 
independence and the movement which purged the 
land of slavery. If we could rear on Boston Common 
a monument upon which, around the central form of 
Samuel Adams, should be grouped the figures of James 
Otis and John Adams and John Hancock and Joseph 
Warren and their great associates, how much that 
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monument would represent of what was most dynamic 
in the days which led up to the American Revolution ! 
If we could rear beside it a monument upon which, 
around the central figure of William Lloyd Garrison, 
should stand Wendell Phillips, Parker and Channing, 
Lowell and Emerson, Sumner and Andrew, how much 
would be represented by that group of what was most 
potent in the anti-slavery struggle! When the final 
history 1s written of the great social and industrial rev- 
olution into which we have already far advanced, and 
which will continue until there exists throughout the 
republic an industrial equality as great as the political 
equality which we now enjoy or claim to enjoy, it will 
be seen that here too Boston has done her conspicuous 
part. And when we survey the movement in behalf 
of the overthrow of war, in behalf of the peace of 
nations and the organization of the world, the preémi- 
nent task of our own time, we shall find that in this 
great movement Boston has led America ; I think it is 
not too much to claim that she has led the world. As 
it was the glory of Boston and of Massachusetts, proud- 
est of cities and of commonwealths, strongest in local 
patriotism, to lead the country in the assertion of 
national sovereignty against every false emphasis upon 
state’s rights, in that long struggle which nearly cost 
' the nation its life and which made it forever impossi- 
ble for the American to say henceforth, My state is 
first, —so it has been their glory to lead in the creation 
of the sentiment which meets the peculiar problem and 
menace of our own age, enabling and inspiring men to 
harmonize their politics and their religion, and know 
that their first allegiance is not to their nation, but to 
humanity. 

In this our Commonwealth and city have but been 
true to the sublime pointings and ideals of the leaders 
of the Revolution and the founders of the Republic, 
whom we celebrate to-day. Independence for the sake 
of independence, a new nation for the sake of a new 
nation,— that was not the aim and motive of our 
fathers. Their dream was of a new nation of juster 
institutions and more equal laws, a nation in which 
should dwell righteousness, and which should mark 
the beginning of anew era among men. It should be 
especially an era of peace and brotherhood among the 
nations. They hated war. They believed that the 
time had come when the bloody dispensation of war, 
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with all its terrible wickedness and waste, should 
cease; and their ambition and high hope was that 
their new republic might lead in the new dispensation 
of peace and order and mutual regard. To this ab- 
horrence of war as a cardinal and controlling sentiment 
with the men who achieved our independence I ask 
your attention ; and no eloquence can be so powerful 
and persuasive as the simple presentation of their 
words. 

We call Samuel Adams the ‘‘ Father of the American 
Revolution.” He first clearly foresaw it, and he did 
most in the days before 1775 to determine its character 
and direct its course. Of all the statesmen of the 
Revolution he was the one whose views were closest to 
those of the great author of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. When in 1801 Jefferson prepared his in- 
augural address as president, he wrote to our vener- 
able Boston patriot: ‘‘In meditating the matter of 
that address, I often asked myself, Is this exactly in 
the spirit of the patriarch of liberty, Samuel Adams ? 
Is it as he would express it? Will he approve of it? 
I have felt a great deal for our country in the times 
we have seen, but individually for no one so much as 
yourself.” Among the manuscripts of Samuel Adams 
there exists one of the most remarkable and prophetic 
documents of that prophetic time. Whether it ever 
became a legislative act we do not know ; but it is in 
the form of a letter of instructions from the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts to the delegates in Congress, and 
it apparently belongs to the period between the close of 
the Revolution and the adoption of the Constitution. 
The General Court in this letter declares the instruction 
to be one ‘‘ which they have long had in contemplation, 
and which, if their most ardent wish could be obtained, 
might in its consequences extensively promote the 
happiness of man.” The instruction is as follows: 

‘You are hereby instructed and urged to move the 
United States in Congress assembled to take into their 
deep and most serious consideration, whether any 
-measures can by them be used, thr ough. their influence 
with such of the nations in Eur ope as they are united 
with by treaties of amity or commerce, that national 
differences may be settled and determined without the 
necessity of war, in which the world has too long been 
deluged, to the destruction of human happiness and the 
disgrace of human reason and government.” 
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If it was found that no definite action could then be 
taken, it was urged that it would redound to the honor 
of the United States, that its Congress attended to this 
subject, and that it would be accepted as a testimony 
of gratitude to God for his signal blessings upon the 
States ; and the delegates were instructed to have the 
letter entered in the Journals of Congress, to remain 
for the inspection of delegates from Massachusetts in 
future time. 

This proposition from the Father of the American 
Revolution— whose severe general exposures of the 
banefulness and inconsistency of militarism in democ- 
racy are so well known — for some regular and perma- 
nent arrangement for international arbitration among 
the nations of Christendom, to make an end of war, 
was penned more than a century before the similar 
proposition of the Czar of Russia resulted in the Con- 
ference at The Hague and the establishment of the Per- 
manent International Tribunal, whose creation is the 
distinctive historical event and the crowning glory of 
the present age. 

Washington, Franklin, and Jefferson,— these are the 
three names of world-wide fame in connection with 
the achievement of our independence and the birth of the 
nation. What was their attitude toward war and the 
military system ? What was their ideal and desire for 
the United States ? By fortunate fatality, the history 
of Jefferson’s administration has been written by a de- 
scendant of John Adams, the great defender of the 
Declaration of Independence on the floor of Congress, 
a brother of the president of our Historical Society, 
who defined in words so noble the foundation and 
vocation of Massachusetts and of Boston ; and nowhere 
else have the political purposes and aspirations of the 
great author of the Declaration been so well stated 
briefly as by Henry Adams in this history : 


Jefferson aspired beyond the ambition of a nationality, and em- 
braced in his view the whole future of man. That the United 
States should become a nation like France, England or Russia, or 
should conquer the world like Rome, was no part of his scheme. 
He wished to begin a newera. Hoping for a time when the world’s 
ruling interests should cease to be local and should become uni- 
versal ; when questions of boundary and nationality should become 
insignificant ; when armies and navies should be reduced to the 
work of police,—he set himself to the task of governing with this 
golden age in view. Few men have dared to legislate as though 
eternal peace were at hand, in a world tern by wars and convulsions 
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and drowned in blood; but this was what Jefferson aspired to do. 
Even in such dangers, he believed that Americans might safely set 
an example which the Christian world should be led by interest to 
respect and at length to imitate. As he conceived a true American 
policy, war was a blunder, an unnecessary risk ; and even in case 
of robbery and aggression, the United States, he believed, had only 
to stand on the defensive in order to obtain justice in the end. He 
would not consent to build up a new nationality merely to create 
more navies and armies, to perpetuate the crimes and follies of 
Europe ; the central government at Washington should not be per- 
mitted to indulge in the miserable ambitions that had made the Old 
World a hell and frustrated the hopes of humanity. 


To Thomas Pinckney, in 1797, Jefferson wrote a 
word which suggests an utterance of John Bright’s 
four-score years afterwards giving the truth a broader 
application to the United States and her opportunity 
as the great peace power of the world. Wrote Jeffer- 
son to Pinckney: ‘‘ War is not the best engine for us 
to resort to. Nature has given us one in our commerce, 
which, if properly managed, will be a better instrument 
for obliging the interested nations of Europe to treat 
us with justice.” John Bright, in the House of Com- 
mons, in 1879, speaking by interesting coincidence on 
the Fourth of July, set forth to England and the 
nations of Europe the folly of their burdensome arma- 
ments and exhausting taxation, and the terrible dis- 
advantage under which they labored in competition 
with the United States, unhampered as she was by 
such taxation, by costly armies and navies, and a 
‘‘spirited foreign policy.” Her resources were all free 
for constructive purposes. If the United States per- 
sisted in her political wisdom and commercial common 
sense for a quarter of a century, the nations of Europe 
would be compelled, he believed, to throw over their 
costly military system in mere commercial self-protec- 
tion. Incredible to the great English statesman and 
lover of America would have been the intimation that 
before the quarter of a century rolled by we should 
see the growth among us of a movement recklessly 
seeking to throw away this very commercial advan- 
tage and our chief lever for pressing forward the 
disarmament and peace of the nations ; incredible that 
we too should be wasting hundreds of millions on 
needless and wicked wars, we too shouting for a “big 
navy” and organizing ‘‘naval leagues,” descending to 
meet the nations of Europe on their own terms and 
plane instead of forcing them up to ours, tempted to 
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put on their hoary old plumes and arms and false 
prides and ambitions just when the best minds among 
themselves are striving so earnestly to make them put 
them off. 

One year after his letter to Thomas Pinckney, Jeffer- 
son, in a letter to Sir John Sinclair, gave memorable 
expression to his abhorrence of the war system. ‘‘I 
recoil with horror,” he said, ‘‘at the ferociousness of 
man. Will nations never devise a more rational um- 
pire of differences than force ? Are there no means of 
coercing injustice more gratifying to our nature than a 
waste of the blood of thousands and of the labor of 
millions of our fellow creatures? Wonderful has been 
the progress of human improvement in other lines. 
Let us hope, then, that the law of nature, which makes 
a virtuous conduct produce benefit and vice loss to the 
agent in the long run, which has sanctioned the com- 
mon principle that honesty is the best policy, will in 
time influence the proceedings of nations as well as 
individuals, and that we shall at length be sensible that 
war is an instrument entirely mefficient towards redress- 
amg wrong; that it multiplies instead of indemnifying 
losses.” And in this striking passage he proceeds to 
urge the economic argument against war: ‘‘ Had the 
money which has been spent in the present war in 
Europe been employed in making roads and conducting 
canals of navigation and irrigation through the coun- 
try, not a hovel in the highlands of Scotland or moun- 
tains of Auvergne would have been without a boat at 
its door, a rill of water in every field, and a road to its 
market town. ... A war would cost us more than 
would cut through the isthmus of Darien; and that of 
Suez might have been opened with what a single year 
has seen thrown away on the rock of Gibraltar.” The 
word comes with new and added force just as we are 
preparing to cut through that isthmus of Darien by the 
taxation of the people, after wasting three times its 
cost in damaging and demoralizing war. 

Jefferson became an honorary member of the Massa- 
chusetts Peace Society almost immediately upon its 
founding, and his letters to Noah Worcester, the founder 
of the society,— especially his treatment of wars as the 
duels of nations and his prophecy that they would run 
the same course and come to the same end as duelling 
among gentlemen, —are among the most significant 
papers in the first volume of the Peace Society’s journal, 
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‘The greatest of human evils,” — that was Jefferson’s 
verdict upon war. 

It was to Jefferson that the new Republican party 
appealed and dedicated itself in its Philadelphia plat- 
form of 1856; it declared its purpose to restore the 
action of the Federal government to ‘‘the principles of 
Washington and Jefferson.” Abraham Lincoln, the 
year before his election as president, wrote to a great 
Republican gathering here in Boston to celebrate Jeffer- 
son’s birthday : 


The principles of Jefferson are the definitions and axioms of 
free society. And yet they are denied and evaded, with no small 
show of success. One dashingly calls them ‘ glittering generalities,” 
another bluntly calls them ‘ self-evident lies,’’ and others insidiously 
argue that they apply to ‘‘superior races.’’ These expressions, differ- 
ing in form, are identical in object and effect —the supplanting the 
principles of free government, and restoring those of classification, 
caste and legitimacy. They would delight a convocation of crowned 
heads plotting against the people. They are the vanguard, the 
miners and sappers of returning despotism. We must repulse them, 
or they will subjugate us. This is a world of compensation ; and 
he who would be no slave must consent to have no slave. Those 
who deny freedom to others deserve it not for themselves, and under 
a just God cannot long retain it. All honor to Jefferson —to the 
man who, in the concrete pressure of a struggle for national inde- 
pendence by a single people, had the coolness, forecast and capacity 
to introduce into a merely revolutionary document an abstract truth 
applicable to all men and all times, and so to embalm it there that 
to-day and in all coming days it shall be a rebuke and a stumbling- 
block to the very harbingers of reappearing tyranny and oppression. 


Could the words of Lincoln reach to-day the political 
party which, ceasing to quote his words, ventures still 
to name his name, could they reach the republic which 
Jefferson dedicated, and which he at Gettysburg re- 
dedicated in Jefferson’s words, what other words than 
Jefferson’s would he choose to bring home to us the 
enormity of the subjugation by the republic of a pro- 
testing, struggling people, and the enormity of all 
unjust and unnecessary war ? 

To the common sense of Franklin we should natur- 
ally expect that the military system would seem folly ; 
and as matter of fact we find that his condemnations 
of the wickedness and waste of war are even more 
numerous and more energetic than Jefferson’s. Some 
of them are well known ; but it will be useful to bring 
this strong body of testimony together. First, Frank- 
lin’s letter to Dr. Richard Price, in 1780. This was in 
the very midst of the war, and Dr. Price was a London 
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clergyman, a subject of King George 7 but Franklin 
and he remained warm friends throughout, and this 
letter is one of many which Franklin sends from Paris : 


We make daiiy great improvements in natural, there is one I 
wish to see in moral philosophy : the discovery of a plan that would 
induce and oblige nations to settle their disputes without first 
cutting one another’s throats. When will human reason be suffi- 
ciently improved to see the advantage of this? When will men be 
convinced that even successful wars at length become misfortunes 
to those who unjustly commenced them, and who triumphed blindly 
in their success, not seeing all its consequences ? 


In 1782, in a letter from Franklin to Dr. Priestley 
upon man’s common inhumanity to man, occurs the 
following famous passage : 


In what light we are viewed by superior beings may be gathered 
from a piece of late West India news, which possibly has not 
reached you. A young angel of distinction, being sent down to 
this world on some important business, for the first time, had an old 
courier spirit assigned him for his guide ; they arrived over the seas 
of Martinico, in the middle of the long day of obstinate fight be- 
tween the fleets of Rodney and De Grasse. When through the 
clouds of smoke he saw the fire of the guns, the decks covered with 
mangled limbs, and bodies dead or dying ; the ships sinking, burn- 
ing, or blown into the air; and the quantity of pain, misery and 
destruction the crews yet alive were thus with so much eagerness 
dealing round to one another; he turned angrily to his guide and 
said: ‘¢You blundering blockhead ! you undertook to conduct me 
to the earth, and you have brought me into hell!’ ‘‘ No, sir,’’ says 
the guide, ‘‘I have made no mistake ; this is really the earth, and 
these are men. Devils never treat one another in this cruel manner; 
they have more sense, and more of what men vainly call humanity.”’ 


The next year, 1783, the treaty of peace was signed 
which recognized the independence of the United States; 
and Franklin writes as follows to Sir Joseph Banks: 


I join with you most cordially in rejoicing at the return of 
peace. I hope it will be lasting, and that mankind will at length, as 
they call themselves reasonable creatures, have reason enough to 
settle their differences without cutting throats ; for, in my opinion, 
there never was a good war or a bad peace. What vast additions to 
the conveniences and comforts of life might mankind have acqui:ed, 
if the money spent in wars had been employed in works of public 
utility! What an extension of agriculture, even to the tops of the 
mountains ; what rivers rendered navigable, or joined by canals ; 
what bridges, aqueducts, new roads, and other public works, edifices 
and improvements, rendering England a complete paradise, might 
not have been obtained by spending those millions in doing good, 
which in the last war have been spent in doing mischief — in bring- 
ing misery into thousands of families, and destroying the lives of so 
many working people, who might have performed the useful labors. 
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In the same year he writes in the same strain from 
Paris to David Hartley in London: 


I think with you that your Quaker article is a good one, and that 
men will in time have sense enough to adopt it. . . . What would 
you think of a proposition, if I should make it, of a compact between 
England, France and America? America would be as happy as the 
Sabine girls if she could be the means of uniting in perpetual peace 
her father and her husband. What repeated follies are these re- 
peated wars! You do not want to conquer and govern one another. 
Why then should you be continually employed in injuring and 
destroying one another? How many excellent things might have 
been done to promote the internal welfare of each country; what 
bridges, roads, canals and other public works and institutions, tend- 
ing to the common felicity, might have been made and established 
with the money and men foolishly spent during the last seven cen- 
turies by our mad wars in doing one another mischief! You are 
near neighbors, and each have very respectable qualities. Learn to 
be quiet and to respect each other’s rights. You are all Christians. 
One is The Most Christian King, and the other Defender of the 
Faith. Manifest the propriety of these titles by your future con- 
duct. ‘+ By this,’’ says Christ, ‘‘ shall all men know that ye are my 
disciples, if ye love one another.”’ ‘‘Seek peace and ensue it.” 


In 1783, when peace was uppermost in his thoughts, 
he wrote also to Mrs. Mary Hewson: ‘‘ All wars are 
follies, very expensive and very mischievous ones. 
When will mankind be convinced, and agree to settle 
their differences by arbitration? Were they to do it 
even by the cast of adie, it would be better than by 
fighting and destroying each other.” Four years later, 
in 1787, just after the close of the Constitutional Con- 
vention, he returns to this aspect of the subject in 
the following impressive letter to his sister, Mrs. Jane 
Mecom : 


I agree with you perfectly in your disapprobation of war. 
Abstracted from the inhumanity of it, 1 think it wrong in point of 
human providence. For whatever advantages one nation would 
obtain from another, whether it be part of their territory, the liberty 
of commerce with them, free passage on their rivers, etc., etc., it 
would be much cheaper to purchase such advantages with ready 
money than to pay the expense of acquiring it by war. An army is 
a devouring monster, and when you have raised it you have, in 
order to subsist it, not only the fair charges of pay, clothing, pro- 
vision, arms and ammunition, with numberless other contingent 
and just charges, to answer and satisfy, but you have all the ad- 
ditional knavyish charges of the numerous tribe of contractors to 
defray, with those of every other dealer who furnishes the articles 
wanting for your army, and takes advantage of that want to demand 
exorbitant prices. It seems to me that if statesmen had a little 
more arithmetic, or were more accustomed to calculation, wars 
would be much less frequent. Iam confident that Canada might 
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have been purchased from France for a tenth part of the money 
England spent in the conquest of it. And if, instead of fighting 
with us for the power of taxing us, she had kept us in a good 
humor by allowing us to dispose of our own money, and now and 
then giving us a little of hers by way of donation to colleges or 
hospitals, or for cutting canals or fortifying ports, she might easily 
have drawn from us much more by our occasional voluntary grants 
and contributions than ever she could by taxes. Sensible people 
will give a bucket or two of water to a dry pump that they may 
afterwards get from it all they have occasion for. Her Ministry 
were deficient in that little point of common sense; and so they 
spent one hundred millions of her money, and after all lost what 
they contended for. 


To Alexander Small, in England, he wrote in 1787 : 


You have one of the finest countries in the world, and if you 
ean be cured of the folly of making war for trade (in which wars 
more has been always expended than the profits of any trade can 
compensate) you may make it one of the happiest. Make the most 
of your own natural advantages, instead of endeavoring to diminish 
those of other nations, and there is no doubt but that you may yet 
prosper and flourish. Your beginning to consider France no longer 
as a natural enemy is a mark of progress in the good sense of the 
nation. 


Finally, in 1788, he wrote as follows to M. LeVeillard 
in France: - 


When will princes learn arithmetic enough to calculate, if they 
want pieces of one another’s territory, how much cheaper it would 
be to buy them than to make war for them, even though they were 
to give a hundred years’ purchase? But if glory cannot be valued, 
and therefore the wars for it cannot be subject to arithmetical cal- 
culation, so as to show their advantage or disadvantage, at least wars 
for trade, which have gain for their object, may be proper subjects 
for such computation; and a trading nation, as well as a single 
trader, ought to calculate the probabilities of profit and loss before 
engaging in any considerable adventure. This, however, nations 
seldom do, and we have had frequent instances of their spending 
more money in wars for acquiring or securing branches of commerce 
than a hundred years’ profit or the full enjoyment of them can com- 
pensate. 


With these remarkable letters, showing Franklin, as 
does so much besides, so far in advance of his time, or 
for that matter of ours, should be read his ‘‘ Observa- 
tions on War.” Remarking upon the fact that Hurope 
till lately had been without regular troops, he lays his 
finger on the reason for the portentous growth of 
armaments in our own time and the great difficulty of 
disarmament save in concert: ‘‘One powerful prince 
keeping an army always on foot makes it necessary for 
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his neighbor to do the same to prevent surprise.” He 
laments the frightful loss to the world of the labor of 
all men employed in war, and notes that the soldier 
loses habits of industry to such degree that he is rarely 
fit for sober business afterwards. It is for the interest 
of humanity that the occasions of war and the induce- 
ments to it should be diminished; and he urges the 
nations to hasten in better mutual organization. ‘* By 
the original law of nations, war and extirpation were 
the punishment of injury. Humanizing by degrees, it 
admitted slavery instead of death. A farther step was 
the exchange of prisoners instead of slavery; another, 
to respect more the property of private persons under 
conquest and be content with acquired dominion. Why 
should not this law of nations go on improving ? Ages 
have intervened between its several steps; but as knowl- 
edge of late increases rapidly, why should not these 
steps be quickened ?” If it is ever permitted the de- 
parted to come back from the other world to this, then 
surely the spirit of Franklin must have hovered over 
the Peace Conference at The Hague, where the law of 
nations took a step so momentous and sublime; and it 
must have been present in the great church at Delft 
when, on that Fourth of July in 1899, by invitation of 
the commissioners of the United States, the members of 
the Conference gathered there about the tomb of Gro- 
tius, and the silver wreath was laid upon it in tribute 
to the father of international law, in behalf and by 
instruction of the government of the great republic 
which Franklin and Adams and Jefferson and Wash- 
ington brought into being with the prayer that it might 
bring a new era to the world, an era of peace on earth 
and good will among men. 
Washington —the father of his country — what of 
him ? From him, too, we have the strong, construc- 
tive word. As in other things, so here, Washington 
unites the common sense of Franklin and the vision of 
Jefferson. ‘‘ Cultivate peace and harmony with all na- 
tions’ was one of the charges of his Farewell Address ; 
and his cautions against those policies and entangle- 
ments which so naturally lead to war are known, or 
ought to be, by every American. His admonition to 
keep ourselves always in a ‘‘respectable defensive pos- 
ture,” when strained, as it so often is by our militant 
folk, to cover their schemes, is wantonly misused. He 
knew, as well as John Bright knew a century later, how 
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happy is our position and how impregnable we are so 
long as we act like Christians ; and the measure of his 
idea of a ‘‘respectable defensive posture” is the fact 
that the total expenditure for national armament under 
his sanction during the entire eight years of his admin- 
istration was less than eight million dollars. In the last 
half dozen years we have spent in direful and needless 
war eight hundred million dollars; and we are multiply- 
ing battle-ships by the dozen —surely not needed for 
‘‘respectable defense’’—a single one of which costs 
almost as much as our whole army and navy appropria- 
tions during Washington’s long term as president. In 
the Farewell Address itself he denounced great arma- 
ments, and spoke with deepest feeling of their dangers 
to democracy. ‘‘ Overgrown military establishments 
are, under any form of government, inauspicious to lib- 
erty, and are to be regarded as particularly hostile to 
republican liberty.” Washington was no_ parochial 
statesman. No man in his great day saw so far west 
as he; to-day his vision would sweep round the world, 
Freeman wrote of him as ‘‘the expander of England,” 
because he first drastically and effectually taught Eng- 
land that her empire could expand and endure only by 
justice. He was much more the great expander of the 
republic ; and he would be the great expander of the 
republic’s true influence among men. He would tell 
the republic to-day that it is no longer boy, but man, 
and that it must acquit itself ike a man. While he was 
yet with us he foresaw the time ‘‘ when, our institu- 
tions being firmly consolidated and working with com- 
plete success, we might safely and perhaps beneficially 
take part in the consultations held by foreign states for 
the advantage of the nations”; and he would tell us 
that a hundred relations are imperative for us to-day 
which were not expedient for us a hundred years ago. 
But he would also tell us that there are truths which 
do not change with the centuries and with which the 
nation that measures its power on a continental scale 
may no more trifle with impunity than the new man- 
child. There is an indissoluble union, he would still 
repeat to us, between ‘‘an honest and magnanimous 
policy and the solid rewards of public prosperity ”; and 
the smiles of heaven cannot be expected on a nation when 
it ‘‘disregards the eternal rules of order and right.” 

A nation never does this more flagrantly, he held, 
than in unjust and unnecessary war; and the war- 
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spirit is the subject of his constant rebuke. One of 
the points which he puts down to urge, among the 
early hints for the Farewell Address, is ‘‘ That we may 
never unsheath the sword except in self-defence, so 
long as justice and our essential rights and national 
respectability can be preserved without it.” To David 
Humphreys, secretary of the commission sent abroad 
to negotiate treaties of commerce, he wrote, in 1785, 
concerning war: ‘‘My first wish is to see this 
plague to mankind banished from the earth, and 
the sons and daughters of this world employed in 
more pleasing and innocent amusements than in pre- 
paring implements and exercising them for the de- 
struction of mankind.” In the same tone he wrote 
in the same year to the Marquis de la Rouerie, an 
officer just appointed to the command of a French 
army corps: ‘‘My first wish is (although it is 
against the profession of arms, and would clip the 
wings of some of your young soldiers who are soaring 
after glory) to see the whole world in peace, and the 
inhabitants of it as one band of brothers striving who 
should contribute most to the happiness of mankind.” 
To Rochambeau, in 1786, he expressed his abhorrence 
of the ‘‘rage of conquest” among the nations of 
Europe, and of the ‘‘effusion of human blood for the 
acquisition of a little territory.” To the Marquis de 
Chastellux, in 1788, he wrote, while the ‘‘ great person- 
ages” of the north of Kurope were ‘‘making war 
under the infatuation of Mars”: ‘‘It is time for the 
age of knight-errantry and mad heroism to be at an 
end. Your young military men, who want to reap the 
harvest of laurels, do not care, I suppose, how many 
seeds of war are sown; but for the sake of humanity 
it is devoutly to be wished that the manly employment 
of agriculture and the humanizing benefits of com- 
merce would supersede the waste of war and the rage 
of conquest; that the swords might be turned into 
ploughshares, the spears into pruning-hooks, and, as 
the Scriptures express it, ‘the nations learn war no 
more.” In the same year he writes to Lafayette: 
‘*Would to God the harmony of nations were an ob- 
ject that lay nearest to the hearts of sovereigns, and 
that the incentives to peace, of which commerce and 
facility of understanding each other are not the most 
inconsiderable, might be daily increased !” And again : 
‘“There seems to be a great deal of bloody work cut 
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out for this summer in the north of Europe. If war, 
want and plague are to desolate those huge armies 
that are assembled, who, that has the feelings of a 
man, can refrain from shedding a tear over the miser- 
able victims of regal ambition? It Is really a strange 
thing that there should not be room enough in the 
world for men to live without cutting one another’s 
throats.” At the same time he wrote to Jefferson: 
‘‘In whatever manner the nations of Kurope shall 
endeavor to keep up their prowess in war and their 
balance of power in peace, it will be obviously our 
policy to cultivate tranquillity at home and abroad, and 
to extend our agriculture and commerce as far as 
possible.” To Rochambeau he wrote the next year, 
1789: ‘* Notwithstanding it might probably, in a com- 
mercial view, be greatly for the advantage of America 
that a war should rage on the other side of the Atlantic, 
yet I shall never so far divest myself of the feelings 
of a man interested in the happiness of his fellowmen 
as to wish my country’s prosperity might be built on 
the ruins of that of other nations.” To the merchants 
of Philadelphia he said in 1793: ‘‘The friends of hu- 
manity will deprecate war, wheresoever it may appear ; 
and we have experienced enough of its evils in this 
country to know that it should not be wantonly or 
unnecessarily entered upon.”. In his speech to Con- 
gress, Just before this, in 1792, he spoke the following 
serious word, which it becomes his countrymen never 
to forget: ‘‘It would be wise, by timely provisions, 
to guard against those acts of our own citizens which 
might tend to disturb peace with other nations, and to 
put ourselves in a condition to give that satisfaction 
to foreign nations which we may sometimes have oc- 
casion to require of them. I particularly recommend 
to your consideration the means of preventing those 
aggressions by our citizens on the territory of other 
nations, and other infractions of the law of nations, 
which, furnishing just subject of complaint, might 
endanger our peace with them.” 

Such were the sentiments of the leaders of the 
American Revolution and the founders of the republic 
concerning war; such their solemn warnings to us 
against its wickedness and waste, against great armies 
and navies, against the indulgence of the military 
spirit so hostile to democracy, against the rage of con- 
quest and the lust for territorial aggrandizement,— 
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that ‘‘original sin of nations,” as Gladstone so well 
called it,—and against injustice to any people; and 
such their lofty summons to the nation at its birth to 
make itself the great peace power of the world and 
hasten the day when the arbitrament of reason should 
supplant everywhere the arbitrament of arms. And 
this high behest and vision of the fathers — this is our 
proud claim — have nowhere else met with such warm 
or general acceptance or been honored and reinforced 
by such earnest practical activity as here. The City of 
Boston, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts,— more 
than any others have these done to make prevalent in 
public opinion the gospel of peace preached by Wash- 
ington and Franklin and Jefferson, and to embody their 
noble and inspiring program in institutions and in law. 
Here — this is our birthright and our boast, badge of 
our honor and measure of our obligation — has been 
the centre in America of the movement for interna- 
tional justice and the peace and order of the world. 
Boston and Massachusetts have helped preserve the 
nation in the way of honorable peace by denouncing in 
the first place the unjust and unnecessary wars by 
which the nation has been threatened or into which it 
has been betrayed; and this, by the mouth of their 
best men, they have done faithfully and fearlessly 
through whatever clamor and passion on the part of 
the multitude or the fashionable mob. They had, 
indeed, high warrant for it. They never forgot 
their own beginnings; never forgot that the most 
faithful and most influential friends, the strongest 
reinforcement, which the Boston town meetings, the 
Continental Congress and the embattled farmers had in 
1775 were the manly and 'liberty-loving Englishmen in 
Parliament who, scorning the base doctrine that an 
administration is not to be criticized in time of war, 
defied ministers to their faces and denounced the war 
upon the colonies from first to last as false to every 
cherished principle of English politics and law, to the 
common instincts of justice and the fundamental rights 
of men. Let America never forget this, never forget 
the two Englands, the England of Burke and Chatham 
as well as the England of Lord North and George the 
Third, the great England of workingmen, the men of 
Lancashire, as well as the little England that fitted 
out the Alabama, the England of John Morley and 
James Bryce as well as of Joseph Chamberlain. Al- 
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most every Englishman who is still remembered with 
honor after the century was on our side in 1775; as 
almost every Englishman of world-wide eminence in 
thought denounced and resisted the ruthlessness and 
passion which blotted out last year the little South 
African republics. I confess that I long ago came to 
question the wisdom of our going on reading publicly 
year after year on the Fourth of July the long list of 
English tyrannies and usurpations which makes up 
the greater part of the Declaration of Independence ; 
although that stinging list has unhappy pertinence for 
us to-day as the perennial program of oppression. The 
great general principles, the ‘‘biazing ubiquities,” we 
will repeat forever ; let them be written in letters of 
gold upon our capitol and graved upon our hearts. 
But may we not properly and profitably give poor 
old George the Third a rest, and concentrate our 
attention more on contemporary lunatics and sinners ? 
The divinities doubtless have their own good reasons 
for the long time they take in burying the remem- 
brance of such deeds; and so long as a distorted Anglo- 
mania lives among us, or men forget that this republic 
is not simply New England, but also New Germany, 
New France, New Ireland, New Italy, and New Jerusa- 
lem ; so long as there is an England which can perpe- 
trate and celebrate a Boer war; so long, perhaps, the 
divinities will ordain—‘‘lest we forget”—that America 
shall go on rehearsing the story of the Stamp Act, the 
Tea Party, the Boston Massacre, and Bunker Hill, and 
our school-boys shall recite the melancholy catalogue 
in the Declaration, which I, for one, have long ceased 
to like to hear. I prefer to remember that the best 
men in England saw and said, in the very midst of the 
conflict, that the men behind the redoubt on Bunker 
Hill, and not King George’s soldiers, were the true rep- 
resentatives of the English idea,— Samuel Adams when 
the British government put a price upon his head, and 
George Washington bombarding the British army out 
of Boston. I prefer to remember that by every text- 
book of history in the English schools—I have read the 
pages in thirty of them—the English boy and girl are 
taught that we were right and the English government 
fatally wrong in 1775, taught to see heroes in Wash- 
ington and Franklin ; while how often the little Yankee 
is hardly out of petticoats before he is setting up sticks 
in the back-yard and shooting his peas at them as ‘‘red- 
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coats!” I prefer to remember the gratitude declared 
again and again by the very map of Massachusetts to 
our brave English champions. 

Pittsfield was so called before 1766; but it preserves 
the name and memory of the Great Commoner who 
in that year thundered in Parliament: ‘‘I rejoice 
that America has resisted. Three millions of people 
so dead to all the feelings of liberty as voluntarily 
to submit to be slaves would have been fit instru- 
ments to make slaves of the rest. In a good cause 
you can crush America to atoms ; but on this ground, 
a crying injustice, I am one who will lift up my 
hands against it. In such a cause your success would 
be hazardous. America, if she fell, would fall lke 
the strong man; she would embrace the pillars of 
the State and pull down the Constitution with her. 
The Americans have been wronged; they have been 
driven to madness by injustice. Will you punish them 
for the madness you have occasioned ?” In the same 
spirit, the younger Pitt, while the war was in progress, 
denounced it on the floor of Parliament as ‘‘the most 
accursed, wicked, barbarous, cruel, unnatural, unjust, 
and diabolical war.” 

The name of Foxborough is a monument to Charles 
James Fox, of whom Grattan said that when he was 
attacking Lord North’s administration during the 
American war he was the best speaker he had ever 
heard. The tea tax, Fox declared, would force the 
colonies into open rebellion; and when the war was 
imminent he plainly said that ‘‘if the question lay 
between conquering and abandoning America he was 
for abandoning it.” To Boston he paid special tribute 
for her heroic suffering in the common cause. In 
Fox’s speech after Saratoga, Luttrell charged him with 
talking treason,—as Horace Walpole might easily have 
been charged, who exclaimed when the news came 
from Saratoga, ‘‘Thank God, old England is safe,— 
that is, America, whither the true English retired 
under Charles the First!” The war with America 
Fox pronounced ‘‘a war of passion”’; and after York- 
town, when the government .announced that ‘ Parlia- 
ment had heard with impatience the narratives of the 
disasters,” he burst forth hotly: ‘‘ Ministers must, by 
the aroused indignation and vengeance of an injured 
and undone people, hear of them at the tribunal of jus- 
tice and expiate them on the public scaffold.” 
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Our town of Conway perpetuates the name of the 
chivalric mover of the repeal of the Stamp Act, of 
whom in the hour of his triumph Burke wrote: ‘‘I 
stood near him, and his face, to use the expression of 
the Scriptures of the first martyr, his face was as it 
were the face of an angel.” From that hour to 1780, 
when he so burningly reproached the bishops, then as 
in 1900 almost solid in support of reaction and oppres- 
- gion, for backing up the war and bloodshed, Conway 
was always true to justice and to America. 

Our Grafton was named after that Duke of Grafton 
who in 1775 spoke plainly to the king of his ministers 
as men who, ‘‘deluded themselves, are deluding your 
majesty.” When later on the king spoke to him of 
the Hessians he was sending over, he said to him more 
plainly still: ‘‘ Your majesty will find too late that 
twice the number will only increase the disgrace and 
never effect the purpose.” 

Our Massachusetts Barre, too,—it bears the name of 
Colonel Isaac Barré, whose famous phrase was caught 
up by our ‘‘Sons of Liberty” everywhere in the 
Stamp Act days for their christening. It was Barré 
who retorted, when Lord North proposed to retain the 
tea tax for the mere sake of humbling America, that 
America thus ‘‘humbled” would serve only as ‘‘a 
monument of your arrogance and your folly. For 
my part,” he said, ‘‘ the America I wish to see is an 
America increasing and prosperous, raising her head 
in graceful dignity, with freedom and firmness assert- 
ing her rights, vindicating her lberties, pleading her 
services and conscious of her merit. If we do not 
change our conduct towards her, America will be 
torn from our side.” Barré’s bust and his portrait 
find their place in the public buildings of our Massachu- 
setts town. At one of the town celebrations thirty 
years ago, the poet recounts how, at the outbreak of 
the Revolution : 


When Hutchinson, that hated name, 

Was flung aside in scorn and shame, 

*T was Barré’s fame the town most prized, 
And Barvé twas anew baptized. 


And in the following lines he repeats almost literally 
the manly and indignant passage in Barré’s speech 
in Parhament which particularly endeared him to our 
fathers : 


FourRtTH OF JULY ORATION. we 


“‘ They, exiles ! planted by your care ? 
’T was your oppression drove them there. . 
Nourished by your indulgence? No! 
*T was your neglect that made them grow. 
Protected by your arms? They fought 
In your defence ; unaided wrought 
In those far wilds to build a state 
To make your Empire wide and great. 
But mark ! the love of freedom still, 
As ever, rules that people’s will ; 
Forbear to try their temper, lest 
They from your grasp that Empire wrest.”’ 
Our fathers heard across the sea 
Those words of fire, that burning plea: 
They felt the flame, then dealt the stroke 
That brake in pieces England’s yoke. 
Thereafter, Isaac Barré’s name 
New England’s household word became. 


The name which thus became one of our household 
words is repeated in Vermont, in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and I know not where besides, —in Pennsylvania 
united with the name of another of our gallant English 
friends in that stormy time, making Wilkesbarre. In- 
deed our own Barre balanced between Barre and Wilkes. 
How many Burkes and Pittsburgs and Chathams and 
Foxboroughs and Camdens and Conways and Graftons 
scattered between the Atlantic and the Pacific repeat 
America’s gratitude to that great group of Englishmen! 
There ought to be a town of Burke in every state in the 
Union, to emphasize by its very name to our people and 
our politicians to all time that great statesman’s sturdy 
common sense and noble philosophy of liberty and law, 
of conciliation and magnanimity. The American colo- 
nists, Burke declared in Parliament, ‘‘ were not only 
devoted to liberty, but to liberty according to English 
ideas and on English principles.” ‘‘It is not what a 
lawyer tells me I may do,” he said to the hair-splitting 
and time-serving politicians, ‘‘but what humanity, rea- 
son and justice tell me I ought to do.” 

It is natural that America should honor these men; 
but they are the statesmen of that period whom to-day 
all England honors too. It is common enough for min- 
isters to condemn wars long after the event. Cobden 
and Bright were almost mobbed for opposing the Cri- 
mean war during its progress; but yesterday, with all 
the terrible slaughter and tragedy fifty years behind, 
a Tory premier — following the fashion so common fifty 
years after ruthless wars — talks jocularly after dinner 
about England in the Crimea having ‘‘put her money 
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on the wrong horse.” Chatham and Burke did not wait 
fifty years. They denounced a sinning government when 
denunciation demanded courage and had point — when 
the government was in its sins; and they are the monu- 
mental rebuke for all time of the flabby plea, still some- 
times heard even in the America which celebrates them, 
that the patriot in time of war must postpone virtue 
and, if evil be officially decreed, follow the multitude to 
do it. As our republic, year by year, commemorates 
the heroic struggle for her independence, let her always 
remember and rejoice that it was in connection with 
that struggle, didactic in so much, that this great les- 
son, so fundamental for democracy, was most memor- 
ably taught, with venerable and eternal power. 

How well Boston and Massachusetts learned the 
lesson they showed in the shameful period of the an- 
nexation of Texas and the Mexican War, one of the 
most iniquitous wars in the history of the republic, 
or of the world. General Grant, who served in the 
war, justly declared it ‘‘one of the most unjust ever 
waged by a stronger against a weaker people.” He . 
said plainly and truly that it was ‘‘a political war” 
and that our troops ‘‘ were sent to provoke a fight.” 
Zachary Taylor himself, who, unquestioningly, obedient 
soldier that he was, fought its battles and became its 
hero, viewed it just as Grant viewed it, and Henry 
Clay ; and it was largely because men knew it that he 
was made president of the United States. ‘‘ My life,” 
he wrote at the close of the war, ‘‘has been devoted 
to arms, yet I look upon war at all times and under 
all circumstances as a national calamity, to be avoided 
if compatible with the national honor. The principles 
of our government, as well as its true policy, are op- 
posed to the subjugation of other nations and the dis- 
memberment of other countries by conquest.” We 
have lived to hear the politics of James K. Polk apolo- 
gized for in Boston, on the ground that Texas and Cali- 
fornia to-day are prosperous states—with the other herit- 
ages of that politics cavalierly brushed aside. But Bos- 
ton and Massachusetts knew in 1845 as well as in 1865 
what the fields are in which a nation pays the penalties 
of its sins ; and here was the centre of the opposition. 
We do not forget the noble utterances of Giddings, 
of Clay, and even of Calhoun ; but three-quarters of 
the words which ring down through history in con- 
demnation of the Mexican War and the policy which 
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provoked it are Massachusetts words. It is in the 
writings of Channing and the speeches of John Quincy 
Adams that the process of the annexation of Texas 
finds its righteous exposure ; and as the iniquitous war 
went on, all that was virtuous and chivalric in this 
city and this commonwealth was combined to mourn 
the dishonor and impeach the crime. When we have 
named Daniel Webster and Charles Francis Adams, 
Charles Sumner and Henry Wilson, Dana and Hillard, 
Palfrey and Horace Mann, Samuel and Rockwood 
Hoar, Garrison, Phillips and Theodore Parker, Long- 
fellow and Lowell, Whittier and Emerson — who will 
care to confront that roll of honor with the census of 
the Massachusetts morality and intelligence which in 
that time contended that criticism must cease in war 
and that the patriot’s doctrine then must be “My 
country, right or wrong”? 

It stirs the blood to read the record of the meetings 
here in Faneuil Hall in 1845. We should all, I think, 
have liked to be here at the January meeting, when the 
Texas issue was at its hottest, and have heard the ad- 
dress which Daniel Webster helped prepare: ‘‘ Massa- 
chusetts denounces the iniquitous project in its incep- 
tion and in every stage of its progress, in its means and 
in its end, and in all the purposes and pretenses of its 
authors.” We should like to have been at the November 
meeting, for which Charles Sumner wrote the resolu- 
tions, which, as he wrote at a later day, ‘‘start with the 
enunciation of equal rights and the brotherhood of all 
men as set forth in the Declaration of Independence,” 
which he always, from beginning to end, made the 
foundation of his arguments, appeals and aspirations. 
Sumner’s speech at that Faneuil Hall meeting was his 
first public utterance after his Fourth of July oration 
on ‘*The True Grandeur of Nations”; and he here 
firmly applied the general principles of that oration to 
the concrete case before the country. That was the 
characteristic of the’ men of Massachusetts in that 
heroic generation. They spoke tart truth and called 
things by their right names. If the administration 
was aiding and abetting a crime against Kansas, ‘‘ The 
Crime Against Kansas” was what Sumner made a 
speech about. If the criminals, in the midst of their 
shameful politics, prated about ‘‘democracy” and 
‘‘manifest destiny,” Emerson told them with his holy 
scorn that these were ‘‘fine names for an ugly thing.” 
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‘“They call it otto of rose and lavender, —TI call it 
bilge water.” It was this which made the ‘ Biglow 
Papers” not only the masterpiece of American wit 
and humor but one of the immortal masterpieces of 
political ‘morality. Nowhere was the man of pious 
generalities who always fails in the actual exigency 
more sharply satirized than by Lowell then and there. 


I’m willin’ a man should go tollable strong 

Agin wrong in the abstract, fer thet kind 0’ wrong 
Is ollers unpop’lar an’ never gits pitied, 

Because it’s a crime no one never committed ; 
But he mus’n’t be hard on partickler sins, 

Coz then he’ll be kickin’ the people’s own shins. 


In 1847, in the very midst of the Mexican War, a 
committee of the Massachusetts - Legislature invited 
Charles Sumner to prepare for it a report on the war. 
This Sumner did, the report embodying a searching 
history of the war and its unrighteous provocation, and 
solemnly condemning it with all the energy of the reso- 
lutions passed in Faneuil Hall. This old report by 
Sumner, long forgotten, was last year rescued from the 
oblivion of the document room and reprinted here in 
Boston ; and I think that no verdict ever penned upon 
the Mexican War, or upon any government which, in 
the words of General Grant, sends soldiers to ‘‘ provoke 
a fight” for political purposes, will better stand the 
test of the day of judgment. The report passed both 
houses of the Legislature by vote of more than two to 
one, as the declared opinion of the State upon that war. 
This was the answer of the Legislature and the people 
of Massachusetts in 1847, in the very midst of war, to 
the men who say that when a war is once declared the 
patriot shall suspend the exercise of judgment, and all 
do wrong harmoniously together. These Massachusetts 
protesters were in a minority in the country ; the mob 
had the war fever, and poured reproach and ridicule 
upon the State. But the insight and conscience of 
Massachusetts were not concerned with majorities and 
mobs ; they were concerned with truth and right — 
and the years have been their justifiers. 

I think that history will award to our Common- 
wealth and city the same conspicuous praise for their 
position during the period through which we are pass- 
ing. ‘‘ Traitors”? have been as thick in Boston in the 
last half-dozen years as in the British ParHament in 
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1775, or in the Massachusetts Legislature in 1847. 
However men may vary as to the wisdom of our stay- 
ing in the Philippines, the policy which our govern- 
ment elected there was certainly a mournful one, as 
false to every wise and worthy principle as our course 
in Mexico, so justly characterized by General Grant, 
and as England’s course in 1775, so sternly judged by 
Burke and Chatham. The plainest dictate of political 
morality, as of common providence, if we were sincere 
in our profession of desire to make these people, children 
in politics, self-governing and national, was to foster and 
help, and not destroy, the prestige and power of that 
contingent of them that had attained the national 
spirit and ambition and was able to inspire them, 
able to organize revolution, raise armies, frame gov- 
ernment, and command the popular confidence and 
affection. 

We are now told that a score of the Senators who 
voted for the Philippine treaty have, within a year, 
expressed their sorrow for it; but there is‘no virtue in 
sorrow unless it be sorrow for wrong and not simply 
for losses and poor prospects. Franklin wrote to Liv- 
ingston in 1782: ‘‘Every one of the present British 
ministry has, while in the ministry, declared the 
war against us unjust.” Demosthenes prayed to the 
gods for sure salvation and that men might have 
better hearts; and there is no sure salvation but in 
better hearts. He censured Athens for reflecting after 
the event; but salutary and saving reflection before 
the event was possible with us only to men thoroughly 
imbued with the principles of Charles Sumner and 
Samuel Adams and Edmund Burke. Those principles 
would have made impossible in the Philippines a policy 
of conquest and subjugation instead of a policy of fra- 
ternity, conciliation and magnanimity. My claim for 
Boston and for Massachusetts is that this was seen 
most clearly, felt most deeply and declared most 
strongly here, and that history will pronounce our 
city, in 1900 as in 1845, the capital of the opposition to 
*‘one of the most unjust wars ever waged by a stronger 
against a weaker people.” We would make no boast- 
ful nor pretentious catalogue, nor forget that men 
more conspicuous than any in our borders spoke the 
severe and lofty American word. Benjamin Harrison 
and Grover Cleveland, both of our former presidents, 
spoke it. Sherman and Edmunds and Thomas Reed, 
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all in their time the favored candidates of Massachu- 
setts for the presidential place, spoke it. Andrew Car- 
negie and a score of the great captains of finance and 
industry, with Franklin’s common sense and Franklin’s 
honor, spoke it. Of all Carnegie’s splendid generosi- 
ties, no gift, not even that most splendid one of the 
Peace Temple at The Hague, ennobles him so highly 
as his offer to make good to our government, if it 
would release its hold upon the struggling people of 
the Philippines, the twenty million dollars it had paid 
to Spain to release hers. Had Carnegie’s prayer to 
sign that check been granted, the signature would have 
been one worthy to stand beside that of the great Bos- 
ton merchant, John Hancock, which headed the signa- 
tures to the Declaration of Independence. 

The organized workingmen of America, from east to 
west, spoke with one voice for generosity and justice. 
We do not forget in Boston the great mass meetings in 
Chicago, greater than any here, nor the Christian chiv- 
alry in Philadelphia; we do not forget the great com- 
panies of jurists and divines in every state who, often 
through much obloquy, kept the faith. Howells and 
Mark Twain and John Burroughs in New York and the 
poets and men of letters the country through spoke out 
the old truths as loyally as Higginson and literary Bos- 
ton. ‘‘Cursed is the war no poet sings,” is the fine 
authoritative line of one of our Boston poets; and how- 
ever much subsiding passion still divides us, we shall all 
soon, I think, rejoice together that, although the Revo- 
lution and the Civil War hold so great and sacred place 
in our literature, there is no single reputable song there 
which celebrates the conquest of Mexico or the conquest 
of Luzon. How many a gallant soldier in the field has 
hated the war of conquest and subjugation and felt it 
to be opposed to the principles of the republic as deeply 
as Grant and Zachary Taylor felt it in Mexico, and as 
deeply as the General-in-Chief of our army to-day, who 
has been kept so carefully in quiet during the last five 
years! It is precisely because General Miles has felt as 
Grant felt in Mexico, and because the country has 
known it, that the popular impulse to do him highest 
honors has been so persistent and irresistible. He too, 
the great soldier, son of Massachusetts, has kept the 
faith ; and when, the next year or the next, he comes 
back to make our Puritan city his permanent home, we 
shall honor him chiefly for the spirit which made him 
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utter as his last words at the great military banquet 
here last week, ‘‘So long as you remain true to the 
principles of our fathers and of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and to the Constitution, so long will the 
army and navy maintain the honor and character of 
your country.” 

The principles of our fathers and of the Declaration 
of Independence have, I say, with due honor to all 
others, been most strenuously insisted on in this sad 
time here in Boston and in Massachusetts. The 
Demosthenes of the hour in the Senate at Wash- 
ington has been George F. Hoar. In the House of 
Representatives there has been no influence more 
potent than that of Samuel W. McCall. The’ fore- 
most of the protesting scholars and teachers of the 
country has been President Eliot of Harvard Univer- 
sity. And the leader of the popular agitation, not in 
Massachusetts only, but in the country, has been the 
venerable George S. Boutwell, who, having served his 
state and nation in every high capacity, never rendered 
them service so high and sacred as in these last years, 
when he has put younger men to shame by his zealous 
and untiring labors to keep the sons true to the great 
principles of the fathers. I think it will not be denied 
that the country at large has recognized Boston as the 
centre of the opposition to this unhappy war. It has 
been made by some a reproach to her, as by others an 
honor. What we ask here is recognition of the fact. 

But when all this has been said, and when it has 
been granted, I make a larger claim for Boston than 
that of opposition to unworthy wars, in the service 
of the great program for the peace and organization of 
the world, which inspired Jefferson and Franklin and 
Washington. Hers has not been simply the service 
of criticism, noble and imperative as she has felt the 
critical function to be always in the republic, but 
much more the service of construction and of educa- 
tion. Hers is the glory of having founded the first 
influential Peace Society in the world,* and of having 
made herself, from the hour of its founding to the 
present, the most influential seat of education in this 
cause, which men are coming to see to-day to be 
the world’s most commanding cause. A month ago 

*The New York Peace Society, the first a the world, was organized in August, 
1815, and the Ohio Peace Society, December 2, 1815 ; but the Massachusetts Society’ 


organized December 26, 1815, at once took the lead. "The English Society, the first in 
Europe, was formed in London, June 14, 1816. 
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we dedicated on our Public Garden, on the centennial 
of the beginning of his great ministry in Boston, a 
statue of William Ellery Channing. It was in Chan- 
ning’s study, on the day after Christmas in 1815, that 
the Massachusetts Peace Society was born ; and among 
the many things for which America and the world 
hold Channing in high honor, he has no greater glory 
than that earned by his lifelong service in the cause 
of peace. We remember here to-day that the one 
Fourth of July oration in Boston which is historic and 
ever memorable was that by Charles Sumner, in 1845, 
on ‘‘The True Grandeur of Nations” ; and among the 
many things for which the world honors Charles 
Sumner, it honors him for nothing more than that he 
was true throughout his public life to the ‘‘ declaration 
of war against war” with which he began it, putting 
into his speeches in the Senate the gospel which Chan- 
ning preached in the pulpit, the gospel of the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the Sermon on the Mount. 
It was in the Old South Meeting House, on Christmas 
Day, 1820, when he was nine years old, stirred by the 
eloquence of Josiah Quincy, the great mayor, address- 
ing the Peace Society, that the boy Charles Sumner 
received those deep and lasting impressions which, 
confirmed as he closed his college life by the solemn 
words of William Ladd, in the old court-house at 
Cambridge, moved him to consecrate himself to the 
gospel of peace; and the life of the man, down to the 
last hour, when he bequeathed a fund to Harvard Col- 
lege for an annual prize for the best essay on the meth- 
ods by which war may be permanently superseded, 
showed how well that vow was kept. We rejoice that 
the spires of the Old South Meeting House and Park 
Street Church still stand, pointing to heaven, in our busy 
streets. Among the many things which command our 
reverence for those sacred structures, few are more 
appealing than the fact that within their walls at Christ- 
mas time for many years, first for a long period in the 
one, and then for a long period in the other, were held 
the annual meetings of the Peace Society. It was at 
the first meeting held in Park Street Church, in 1849, 
four years after his Fourth of July oration on ‘‘ The True 
Grandeur of Nations,” that Sumner gave his still greater 
oration on ‘‘The War System of Nations,” the most 
powerful impeachment of war and the war spirit, I 
confidently declare, ever framed in a single address by 
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the hand of man. Channing has paid the fitting tribute 
to Noah Worcester, the great-minded founder of the 
Massachusetts Peace Society, and I do not need to do it ; 
but we may never forget that his ‘‘Solemn Review of 
the Custom of War,” published in Boston in 1814, was 
long the chief document of the Peace cause, and that 
his able and noble organ, ‘‘The Friend of Peace,” was 
the pioneer Peace journal in the world. Sumner has 
told what he owed and what the world owed to William 
Ladd, the founder of the American Peace Society, in 
which our early one was merged, and which has its 
headquarters here, and I do not need to do it; but let 
Boston and America forget not that heroic life. I do not 
need to tell. for it has been well done by the eminent 
secretary of the Peace Society, the story of the long 
campaign of education, by book and pamphlet and 
lecture and convention and what is to-day the ablest 
international journal in the world, by which the 
great cause of the world’s peace and order has been 
promoted here in Boston. From that Christmas time 
in 1815, to this Independence Day in 1903, devotion and 
zeal have never flagged, and our leadership has never 
been lost. Among the twenty-two members of the 
original society, formed in Channing’s study, were the 
governor of Massachusetts and the president of Harvard 
College. Within four years the membership rose to a 
thousand; and among those in the ranks from 1815 to 
the present have been the noblest spirits of the city and 
the state. 

Out of its midst came the impulse to the great Inter- 
national Peace Congresses in Europe in the middle of 
the last century. The London Congress of 1843 sprang 
from its suggestion; and this was the precursor of the 
memorable series a few years afterwards. These Con- 
gresses, the first at Brussels in 1848, the second at Paris, 
under the presidency of Victor Hugo and with an at- 
tendance of two thousand persons, in 1849, and others 
at Frankfort and London, registered the high-water 
mark of the Peace movement, a mark which now, 
as the new century opens, it is our duty —let it be 
our high resolve— to leave far behind. Of the twenty 
delegates from the United States at the great Paris 
Congress, thirteen were from Massachusetts; of the 
half hundred at London, in 1851, one-fourth were from 
Massachusetts. Much more significant, it was from a 
Massachusetts man that the impulse to these historic 
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International Congresses came. Elhu Burritt— vener- 
able name — was the original and the chief organizing 
force; and his word at Brussels, at Paris, at Frank- 
fort, at London, was the strong constructive word. 
‘CA High Court of Nations!”—that was always his one 
definite demand, in ‘‘ the same old speech,” as Dr. Hale 
used to denominate his own speech at Mohonk year 
after year demanding the ‘‘ Permanent International 
Tribunal ” — Elihu Burritt’s own term also — which the 
scoffers told him he would not live to see. The ‘‘Ameri- 
can” proposition—that was what the Congresses called 
Burritt’s plea for the Court; and American, not 
Russian, it is, —not the conception of the Czar, but of 
Worcester and Channing and Sumner and Burritt, 
one Massachusetts citizen after another speaking it 
out. Son of Connecticut, it was as a citizen of Massa- 
chusetts, his home at the heart of the Commonwealth, 
that Elihu Burritt did his momentous work — how 
momentous few seem to remember — for the peace and 
better organization of the world. It was in England 
that he organized the ‘‘ League of Universal Brother- 
hood”; but it was in Boston, years before, that he gave 
his prophetic address on ‘‘ Universal Peace”; in our 
state that he issued year after year his ‘‘Christian Citi- 
zen,” his ‘‘ Peace Papers to the People,” and his ‘‘ Olive 
Leaves.” The effort—the successful effort—to secure 
cheap ocean postage, whose results in bringing people 
close together and helping scatter the fogs of ignorance, 
in which fears and jealousies and strifes are born, are 
incalculable, was the effort of Elihu Burritt. Each 
bursting mail-bag on the ‘‘Cedric” and the ‘‘Oceanic ” 
is his memorial; the Hague Tribunal is his memorial. 
But where is Connecticut’s monument to this great 
servant? Where is ours? When the last brigadier has 
had his bronze, and the last commodore, may we not 
hope for it? 

The labors of men associated with our Peace Society 
have done more than any other to create the spirit 
which has made America’s record in international 
arbitration the proudest in the world. The now great 
and influential International Law Association grew 
from its initiative. It has worked steadily for two 
generations for the tribunal finally created at the 
Hague ; and at its initiative the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture at its last session unanimously passed a resolution 
asking our government to codperate with the govern- 
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ments of Europe in establishing a stated International 
Congress, from which in the fulness of time it is hoped 
will develop the organization which will perform in 
some manner for the world legislatively the functions 
performed judicially by the Hague Tribunal. At the 
Hague Conference itself, no delegation achieved more 
than that of the United States. Its members have 
borne witness that their strength and influence were 
due largely to the strong support and the earnestness 
of public opinion here. No meetings in behalf of the 
cause in those critical days were so important as those 
here in Boston; and no individual American did so 
much as Boston’s grand old man, Edward Everett Hale, 
who, going up and down the country, working with 
voice and pen, speaking often three times a day, made 
younger men blush by his untiring energy and devo- 
tion. 

Such briefly is the record of the constructive services 
of our Commonwealth and city in behalf of the world’s 
peace and order. Surely there is not in our proud 
history any prouder chapter; and surely if, as we are 
encouraged to hope, the International Peace Congress 
should next year honor the United States by making it 
the place of its session, no city has higher claim and 
title to its tabernacle than the city of Sumner and 
Channing and Samuel Adams. Should it come to us 
here, its word would be but another word of the great 
democratic message of the ‘‘ Father of the American 
Revolution.” By fortunate fatality, the name, Robert 
Treat Paine, borne by the president now and for many 
years of the American Peace Society, is the same borne 
by one of the Massachusetts signers of the Declaration 
of Independence; and the ideal and purpose for human- 
ity of the Peace movement in the world is at its heart 
the same which animated Jefferson and Washington 
and those who labored with them, whose mated we 
celebrate to-day. 

What are we doing to make war to-morrow and the 
next day difficult and unlikely ? What are we doing 
to invite it—to feed the jealousy, resentment and dis- 
trust which threaten it and make it easy ? Nations, 
like men, gain slowly ‘a true sense of values, of rela- 
tions, of fitness, of cause and effect. Half of our 
people fail to see that, when nations themselves prac- 
tice lynch law, they should expect to see lynch law 
among their people and lawlessness in their great 
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corporations, among their workers, and in their city 
halls. Sanction the torture of men by your soldiers at 
the antipodes, apologize for it, stigmatize the damna- 
tion of it, and to-morrow your fellow-citizens, with the 
sheriff’s privity and parson’s benediction, shall be burn- 
ing men in your back yard. As a nation we have not 
yet learned the unfitness, the irritation to the sister 
nation, party to the contention, of appointing our notor- 
iously defiant, declared and committed men to place 
upon arbitration commissions — as in the Alaska Boun- 
dary case. 

Most of our people fail to see that half of our tempta- 
tion to militarism and a great navy comes from the 
prostitution of our vaunted Monroe Doctrine to the pur- 
poses of a dog-in-the-manger commercialism ; half of 
the rest is the penalty of our own deed in the Pacific, 
from whose consequences as well as guilt a manly rep- 
aration would go far to free us. What was our Mon- 
roe Doctrine for ? What were Monroe and John Quincy 
Adams thinking about in 1823? They were simply 
planning how to save the little South American repub- 
lics from the incursions of three or four European 
despotisms, and give them a chance in their political 
experiment. But the conditions of 1823 have utterly 
changed. I could not describe the change so well as 
Whitelaw Reid described it in his speech at Yale 
University a fortnight ago, in which, reflecting upon 
the general ignorance of the origin and .history of the 
Monroe Doctrine, he said of its condition to-day: ‘‘It 
resembles that of a long-neglected barrel around which 
has accumulated the debris of years. The hoops, the 
thing that made it a barrel, have dropped away ; only 
the pressure of the debris outside holds the staves 
together.” So it is. The Secretary of the Navy 
bluntly said to the students at Harvard, a month before, 
that the doctrine had lost its ‘‘ political significance ”— 
the only. worthy or real significance it ever had ; yet in 
behalf of some ‘‘significance” of the doctrine, which 
he did not undertake to define, he boasted that the 
Navy, although he remarked that the people had 
probably not observed it—and it is edifying to note 
this joyful independence of the people’s knowledge on 
the part of a powerful branch of service in our 
democracy — was making an impressive demonstration 
in the Caribbean waters a central feature of its regu- 
lar ‘‘policy.” We hear the refusal of permission to 
the grant of an island in the West Indies to Germany 
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defended on the ground that it would be a menace to 
us in case of: war ; the natural commercial and construc- 
tive needs of a great people are made to yield to con- 
siderations of some possible contingency of war. Mean- 
time, South America is an almost empty continent, of 
limitless resources and invitations, in a crowded world ; 
and what sensible American, free from political supersti- 
tion and national greed, does not know that Englishmen 
and Frenchmen and Germans are as good as Portuguese 
or Spaniards, that the interests of law and liberty and 
progress to-day are, mildly speaking, equally safe in 
their hands, and that if, in some vicissitude or fluctuation 
of political fortune, a hundred millions of them should 
pour into Venezuela and Brazil and ground their insti- 
tutions there, it would be a blessing to the world ? In 
a word, 1903 is not 1823; the theory any longer of a 
world of two hemispheres, for political purposes or any 
other, breaks down at every point, tempts us to mon- 
strous and grotesque iniquities and wastes, and accuses 
our common sense. The ocean is not now a barrier, 
but a bridge; and we have precisely the obligations, 
and no other, to Paraguay and Patagonia, which we 
have to Holland, Turkey and Japan. This, I think, 
is what John Quincy Adams —more than James Mon- 
roe, the father of the Monroe Doctrine — would say if 
he were back in Faneuil Hall, where his portrait looks 
down upon us. He would tell us to clear our minds of 
cant ; he would tell us, with Lowell, that new occa- 
sions teach new duties ; he would tell us, with Emer- 
son, to 
bid the broad Atlantic roll, 
A ferry of the free, — 


since a ferry is what it now is and ought to be. While 
he was yet with us he said: ‘‘Let it be impressed 
upon the heart of every one of you, impress it upon 
the minds of your children, that the total abolition of 
war on earth is entirely dependent on man’s own will 
—the ills of war are all of his own creation”; and 
were he with us to-day, I think he would add that the 
first condition of keeping out of war is to face the 
facts, and that if we choose to go on living as if it 
were still 1823, multiplying battleships upon that basis 
and getting into miserable wars as the natural and 
necessary result, the fault will not be with our stars, 
but with ourselves. 
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~ One hundred and one years ago, the Fourth of July 
oration in this place was given by the father of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson. One hundred years ago this year, 
Ralph Waldo Emerson was born. We cannot forget 
here the sacred and oracular centennial. Emerson 
has illuminated for us as no other the natural and 
inalienable rights of man, the principles of the found- 
ers of the republic, and the high and holy standards 
ordained for us here in his city and ours by her noble 
history and traditions. Our whole great group of Mas- 
sachusetts poets, Emerson, Bryant, Whittier, Holmes, 
Longfellow and Lowell, have sung together the song of 
peace and order and humanity ; all alike have ceased 
to be quoted for our national purposes in the last five 
years. Sumner well said that the highest value of the 
arsenal at Springfield will ever be in the fact that it 
inspired the verse of Longfellow : 


Were half the power that fills the world with terror, 
Were half the wealth bestowed on camps and courts, 
Given to redeem the human mind from error, 
There were no need of arsenals or forts. 


It was Whittier who greeted in most prophetic strain 
the Peace Convention at Brussels. It was Lowell who 
smote with loftiest spirit the indulgence of any patriot- 
ism which blinds the patriot to his duties to humanity. 


Where’er a single slave doth pine, 
Where’er one man may help another, — 
Thank God for such a birthright, brother, — 
That spot of earth is thine and mine ! 
There is the true man’s birthplace grand ; 
His is a world-wide fatherland ! 


But it was Emerson who put into words most power- 
ful our obligations as Americans and as men. He paid 
the most memorable tribute ever paid in a single 
phrase to the Declaration of Independence. When 
Rufus Choate, speaking in the spirit which has again 
become fashionable among us in this latest time, 
slurred the Declaration as a mass of ‘‘ glittering gener- 
alities,”” Emerson took up the taunt with quick resent- 
ment and exclaimed: ‘‘ ‘Glittering generalities!’ Say 
rather, Blazing ubiquities!” Who had such faith 
as he in the destiny of the republic, who watched so 
anxiously its fortune, who felt so buoyantly its oppor- 
tunities, who was so sensible of its world power, and 
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who rebuked so plainly its misuse of power? It seems 
as if those famous old Fourth of July lines of his were 
written for us now : — 


United States! the ages plead,— 
Present and Past, in under song,— 

Go put your creed into your deed, 
Nor speak with double tongue. 


For sea and land don’t understand, 
Nor skies without a frown 

See rights for which the one hand fights 
By the other cloven down. 


Nations, he said, die of suicide, and the sign of 
decay is want of thought. He dreaded reliance upon 
materialities and physical force instead of appeal to 
the spiritual arm. He saw ‘‘the bankruptcy of the 
vulgar musket-worship.” ‘‘Is the armed man the only 
hero?” he asked. It was in Boston, in his opening 
lecture on the Philosophy of History, in 1836, that he 
urged that our histories, then so largely monopolized by 
the chronicles of wars, should give some proper prom- 
inence to ‘‘other of man’s social relations besides his 
conspiracies to stab and steal.” It was in Boston that 
he gave first that noble address on War, which every 
Boston citizen and every American should keep ever on 
his table. ‘‘ War, to sane men at the present day,”’ 
he said, ‘‘begins to look like an epidemic insanity, 
breaking out here and there like the cholera or influ- 
enza, infecting men’s brains instead of their bowels.” 
‘War is fratricide,” and ‘‘sympathy with it is a juve- 
nile and temporary state.” ‘‘ Would not love answer 
the same end, or even a better?” He rejoiced at the 
proposition in Boston in his time of the Congress of 
Nations ; he rejoiced that the movement began here. 
**Not in a feudal Europe,” he exclaimed, ‘‘ but in this 
broad America of God and man, —here we ask, Shall 
it be War, or shall it be Peace ?” 

Boston has as yet found no place for a monument to 
her greatest son, although she has reared statues uf 
General Glover and Colonel Cass. But Emerson can 
wait. He honored Boston by naming the noble poem 
in which he chants God’s call and revelation to the 
founders of New England ‘‘The Boston Hymn.” The 
poem ‘‘ Boston” is at once a celebration of the spirit 
of the Revolution and of this ‘‘ darling town of ours” ; 
and the loyal and loving lecture on ‘‘ Boston” is an 
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appeal like that of Demosthenes, that reverence for a 
noble past shall be the inspiration of as noble days to 
come. ‘‘This town of Boston has a history... . It 
is a seat of humanity, of men of principle, obeying a 
sentiment ; so that its annals are great historical lines, 
inextricably national, part of the history of political 
liberty. . . . What public souls have lived here, what 
social benefactors!” He believed proudly that this was 
‘the town which was appointed in the destiny of 
nations to lead the civilization of North America” ; 
but he knew that she would continue to ‘‘teach the 
teachers and rule the rulers of America” only so long 
as she ‘‘cleaves to her liberty, her education, and her 
spiritual faith.” She ‘‘owes her existence and her 
power to principles not of yesterday”; and to these 
principles it is her vocation to continue to witness. 
‘‘Let her stand fast by herself!” ‘‘Let every child 
that is born of her and every child of her adoption see 
to it to keep the name of Boston as clean as the sun” ; 
and the high pledge of that is the prayer with which 
the ‘‘ Boston” lecture and the ‘‘ Boston” poem alike 
conclude: ‘‘ As with our fathers, so God be with us!” 

It was an auspicious coincidence by which at the 
same time that we celebrated the centennial of Emerson 
we celebrated the centennial of the beginning of Chan- 
ning’s ministry in Boston and dedicated his statue. 
The president of our great university did not fail to 
emphasize at the dedication the standards of political 
morality which Channing set up, from which in certain 
respects the country has recently fallen away. ‘‘ Chan- 
ning, ” he said, ‘‘taught that no real good can come 
through violence, injustice, greed, and the inculcation 
of hatred and enmities, or of suspicions and contempts. 
He believed that public well-being can be promoted 
only through public justice, freedom, peace, and good- 
will among men. He never could have imagined that 
there would be an outburst in his dear country, grown 
rich and strong, of such doctrines as that the might of 
arms or possessions or majorities make right; that a 
superior civilization may rightly force itself on an 
inferior by wholesale killing, hurting, and impoverish- 
ing; that an extension of commerce or of missionary 
activities justifies war; that the example of imperial 
Rome is an instructive one for republican America; 
and that the right to liberty and the brotherhood of 
man are obsolete sentimentalities.” Public justice, 
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freedom, peace, and good will among men, political 
morality, —thank God for this noble figure, gracious 
and severe, which from this day on through the genera- 
tions is to stand in our midst, reminding Boston of the 
sacred principles not of yesterday to which she owes 
her existence and her power! No preacher and no 
citizen ever taught her better what war means, what 
true and false patriotism are, what the men are and 
the deeds which it becomes a truly enlightened com- 
munity to celebrate, what constitutes the true grandeur 
of nations, and what this nation and the world might 
be if Christian ministers and Christian churches would 
combine to act on Christian principles. Demosthenes’ 
oration on ‘‘The Crown” was a proud review of his 
own public life, to answer those who would refuse him 
the golden crown which had been proposed as a recogni- 
tion and reward of his great services. Could we think 
Athenian usage into Boston, and think philippics 
into the mouth of the saintly Channing, it were easy 
to summon the stirring rehearsal by which he would 
shame a commonwealth which makes illustrious citi- 
zens wait for their crown while she dots a hundred 
commons with bronze corporals and colonels. 

By another didactic coincidence, the month which 
began here with the dedication of the statue of Chan- 
ning ended with the dedication of the statue of General 
Hooker. The one had no official recognition, had little 
public notice, was in plainness and quiet by the few. 
For the other, every public building blazed, every flag 
fluttered, every shop was closed, every street thronged, 
every official in procession, and the pavements echoed 
the tread of twenty thousand men. 

Do we criticise this honor to the great captain of the 
Civil War? We rejoice init. We exult in the memo- 
ries of Gettysburg and of Bunker Hill. The republic 
honors her chivalric soldiers. There have been right- 
eous and necessary wars. ‘‘The cause of peace,” said 
Emerson, ‘‘is not the cause of cowardice. If peace is 
sought to be defended or preserved for the safety of 
the luxurious and the timid, it is a sham, and the 
peace will be base; war is better. If peace is to be 
maintained, it must be by brave men, who have come up 
to the same height as the hero, but who have gone one 
step beyond the hero!” Howells has told us that there 
are greater words than patriotism, and among them are 
civilization and humanity. So there are greater words 
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than peace, and among them are justice and honor. 
Even the wisdom which is from above—so St. James 
preached, and so I believe—is first pure, and then peace- 
able. As lovers of our country, we honor General 
Hooker as its brave defender. As haters of the war 
spirit, we honor him for hating it. He is the standing 
rebuke of every swaggerer and ruffler, and of every 
battlefield save that of sternest duty. His famous ex- 
clamation: ‘‘ Fighting Joe Hooker sounds to me like 
Fighting Fool!” will go ringing down our history with 
Sherman’s ‘‘ Warishell!” WhatIsayis that Hooker’s 
services for America, for good citizenship, for pure 
patriotism, for high political inspiration and imperative, 
as compared with Channing’s, were but as one to a 
thousand, and that the degree and manner of our recog- 
nition of the two are the measure of our poor estimate 
of values and the rudeness of our civilization up to date. 

By yet another eloquent coincidence, just as the great 
military procession leaves us, there enters the city the 
greatest host of teachers which has ever gathered in our 
history, or in human history. Boston welcomes them 
to her heart of hearts. Lift up your heads, O ye gates; 
even lift them up, ye everlasting doors! And learn, 
O beautiful, our country, —through whatever falls or 
stumblings, still ever the great centre of our hope, our 
confidence and our devotion, —learn where to look for 
the better heart and mind and the sure salvation. 

‘¢ Let the soldier be abroad if he will,” —so exclaimed 
Lord Brougham seventy years ago;— ‘‘he can do nothing 
in this age. There is another personage, a personage 
less imposing in the eyes of some: the schoolmaster is 
abroad, and I trust to him, armed with the primer, 
against the soldier in full military array.” The school- 
master is abroad !—and the schoolmaster means reason 
and peace. By happy parable, the very room in the old 
house on Beacon street in which the president of this 
great convention, the president of Harvard University, 
was born is to-day the office of the American Peace 
Society. Every public school in the land shall soon be 
a peace society. The teacher everywhere begins to ask: 
Whereto this wickedness and waste? In Chicago the 
teachers of the public schools league themselves to- 
gether and say to the City Hall: Make the rogues pay 
their honest taxes, and you can pay us honest wages ;— 
and, to prove their thesis, themselves bring suit against 
the rogues, and turn two million dollars into the treas- 
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ury. Now, say they, force your street railways to 
make proper payment for their franchises, and turn 
in ten millions more. Thus, in that great city, the 
teacher leads in the constructive way. ‘‘ More Money 
for the Public Schools” President Eliot writes a whole 
book to demand; while meantime a billion dollars are 
thrown away in reckless war. The cost of one great 
battleship would build the whole hundred buildings of 
Harvard University, with a million dollars to spare ; 
while the battleship, if perhaps it serve us well, — with 
Christ’s eyes we should see it clearer,— may by new 
invention be made junk to-morrow; if it serve us ill, 
will help us into some collision from which, without 
it, Christian courtesy and comnion sense would proba- 
bly have saved us. Surely we do not need much 
higher mathematics nor much higher morals than those 
already current in our schools to put this and that 
together. The schoolmaster will put them together ; 
and to-morrow the result shall find place in the cur- 
riculum. 

“The only substitute for a strong police in a free 
country,” wrote President Dwight, a hundred years 
ago, ‘‘is a more virtuous and thorough education of 
children.” ‘*‘We must,” said Emerson, ‘‘ supersede 
politics by education.” The only way to save the bil- 
lions wasted in wicked wars is to spend them on con- 
structive things; and the time has come for the teachers 
of America to see and with power to say, in presence 
of the nation’s awful needs, that a civilization which 
has come so far as to be able to produce and understand 
a Lincoln and an Emerson is, in spending a billion 
dollars as we have spent our last, sinning against its 
own light and against humanity,—if it persists in 
such policies, sinning against the Holy Ghost. The 
Baroness von Suttner, the wise and tactful author of 
‘‘Lay Down Your Arms!” the book which has gone to 
the hearts of men and women in our time more pene- 
tratingly than any other impeachment of the war sys- 
tem, has been credited in Europe with the power ‘to 
convert diplomats in a few weeks into human beings.” 
There are few things for which America has greater 
reason to be proud than that her own diplomats, from 
the time of Benjamin Franklin and John Jay to the time 
of John W. Foster and Andrew D. White, have been 
exerting in eminent degree precisely that same power. 
Let the teachers of America, the women ‘of America, 
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and the churches of America once highly resolve to- 
gether that this republic shall henceforth act always 
like a human being to human beings, and that thing 
shall surely come to pass. And where is the fitting 
place for that triune consecration but this home of 
Horace Mann, of Lucy Stone, and of Channing? Let 
it begin here! The war spirit indeed is doomed. Its 
momentary appearance among ourselves is an anachro- 
nism. ‘‘All history,” says Emerson, ‘‘is the decline of 
war, though the slow decline.” There was not half so 
much war in the world in the nineteenth century as 
in the eighteenth. Let every teacher in the school 
and every faithful man and woman in the home unite 
in the decree that this*century’s record shall be brighter 
still. Let this republic be indeed the prime world power 
of a new era, and dare, as Jefferson aspired, ‘‘ to legis- 
late as if eternal peace were at hand.” And let our 
own beloved city still revere with Emerson, and still 
valiantly obey, humbly recognizing its severe condition, 
the destiny which appointed it to lead the civilization 
of the continent, the high and holy destiny of the prin- 
ciples not of yesterday to which it owes its existence 
and its power.

I transmit herewith a communication from the City 
Engineer in answer to your order asking for information as 
to the progress made in rebuilding the Broadway bridge.

Hon. Parrick A. CoLuins, Mayor : 


Str,—In compliance with the order of the Common 
Council, “ That the City Engineer be requested, through His 
Honor the Mayor, to report to the Common Council at its 
next meeting the condition of the rebuilding of Broadway 
bridge, how soon it will be ready for public travel, what 
contracts are under way at the present time, by whom held, 
how much work has been done under each of them, and how 
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many more contracts are to be made,” I would say that the 
first contract on the work was dated June 1, 1901, and since 
that time the temporary foot-bridge has been built, the old 
bridge removed, and the abutments and land piers practically 
completed. The three water piers are to be built by Hol- 
brook, Cabot & Rollins. A large amount of material for 
them has been prepared, and the work of construction is to 
begin at once. ‘The date specified for the completion of 
these piers is August 1, 1903. A contract for the steel 
work of the fixed span of the bridge was made with the 
Boston Bridge Works, October 29, 1902, and shop-work is 
now in progress. ‘The time for completion of this work is 
October 1, 1903. Contracts are yet to be made for the 
flooring, sidewalks, and railings of the bridge, and for the 
reconstruction, wholly or in part, of the draw-span. 

The bridge will be opened to public travel as soon after 
the erection of the steel structure as the flooring can be built.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


RECOMMENDING 


APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR 
1903-1904, 


TOGETHER WITH THE 


ANNUAL ESTIMATES OF THE DEPARTMENTS. 


MAYOR’S OFFICE, 
Boston, MAss., February 19, 1903. 


To the City Couneil: 


In accordance with Section 8 of Chapter 266 of the Acts 
of 1885, I herewith transmit the annual estimates of the 
departments, with my recommendations thereon. 

The amounts estimated by the various departments as 
necessary to carry on during the present year the work in 
their charge aggregate $18,085,665, or $2,155,000 in excess 
of the amount appropriated last year. It will also be noticed 
that the amount estimated as necessary to meet the city debt 
requirements during the present financial year is $343,184 
greater than the amount appropriated last year, this increase 
being partly due to the issue last year of debt authorized in 
former years. 
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The amount which the city can appropriate for city pur- 
poses this year is $16,599,849, an increase of $669,184 over 
last year. Taking from this the increase of $345,184 in 
city debt requirements, which must be provided for, we have 
an available increase for purposes other than debt require- 
ments of only $826,000, as against increases in the amounts 
requested by the departments of $2,155,000. 

As the amounts appropriated last year for the Fire, 
Police, Street and Lamp Departments, for the maintenance 
of the hospitals and public institutions and the county, and 
for debt requirements, aggregated nearly 90 per cent. of the 
total amount appropriated for city purposes, as the greater 
proportion’ of the amounts expended for these purposes are 
in the nature of fixed charges, and do not permit of reduc- 
tions without detriment to the public service, and as these 
fixed charges increase each year by a small percentage in 
proportion to the growth of the city, it has been necessary 
to leave out all additional amounts requested by departments 
for improving the service rendered by them, however neces- 
sary these amounts may seem to those in charge of the 
departments, and however much such improvements may be 
desired by our citizens.

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 19038-1904. 


* Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1903, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respeetive sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of 
chapter 488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment 
thereto, and for the interest requirement for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works and any excess over 
income from taxes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified 
be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of busi- 
ness on January 31, 1903, exclusive of the money raised by loan or 
needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or 
special appropriation, and by the income of the financial year beginning 
February 1, 1903, and by taxes to the amount of $13,121,495, and that 
said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable 
in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the City’s proportion of 
the State tax of the year 1903, or of any other taxes or assessments 
payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of 
October, 1903; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 
1903, bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock 
of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per 
annum from and including said first day of November until paid; and 
that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to 
and be a part of such taxes. 
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Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi- 
sion of the same department, and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the reserve fund to 
any appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1908, and February 1, 1904, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 
disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

The appropriation required is practically the same as last 
year, plus the amount required for the three wards (Pavilion 
III.) and the new Out-Patients Department Building. 
Because of the fact that these two buildings were torn down 
and being rebuilt, not therefore in use during the year for 
Hospital purposes, the ‘Trustees succeeded in carrying 
forward the work with the appropriation less the reduction 
of $20,000, but which will be required for the three new 
wards, Pavilion III., and the new Out-Patients Department 
Building, expected to be opened the early part of the year. 
The amount therefore expended, including the amount 
received from the United States for Spanish-American war 
soldiers, $8,811, and gifts, $46.22, with interest available 
from Trust Funds, $1,991.50, makes a sum total of $462,— 
848.72; to this amount add $20,000 for maintenance of the 
two new buildings and the sum required ‘would be $482,— 
848.7 2. 

In hospital work the exact amount of money that will be 
required in each department cannot always be accurately 
foretold. For instance, the number of patients at the South 
Department for infectious diseases was very much reduced 
over what it was during the preceding year, in all, a total of . 
17,095 weeks’ board for ten months, making a reduced cost 
in running the Hospital of about $5,500. On the contrary, 
the Relief Station has cost $1,600 more than was estimated. 
The ‘Trustees estimated that the number of patients to be 
treated at the Relief Station during the first year would 
probably be from 7,500 to 9,000, but at the close of the 


\ 
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tenth month the number is over 17,000. The most disturb- 
ing factor in the estimate is the increased price in fuel, which 
will be $10,000 in excess of the amount estimated. The 
exact amount is unknown, because the contractors were 
unable to fill a contract for the remaining portion of the 
fiscal year, and the Trustees must buy where and when and 
at what price they can to the best advantage. 

In their request for an appropriation last year, the 
Trustees called attention to the possibility of asking for an 
“additional appropriation towards the last part of the coming 
fiscal year.” This the Trustees will be obliged to do, as 
they have been confronted with the problem of either secur- 
ing coal at advanced prices, or closing the Hospital. The 
Trustees believe that Your Honor and the City Council, as 
well as citizens at large, will sustain the Trustees in keeping 
the Hospital open to the poor of the city, without regard to 
the present exigencies as to the cost of coal or other 
supplies.

The increase asked for at the Charlestown Almshouse is 
due to the following reasons : 


1. The necessity for building a fence to enclose property belong- 
ing to the city. 

2. The need of new beds to replace old ones. 

3. The increase in the cost of coal and provisions. 


OFFICE EXPENSE ACCOUNT. 


The estimate for the office expenses of this department for 
the ensuing year is $5,000. 


PAUPER EXPENSE ACCOUNT. 


A large additional amount is requested for the pauper 
expense account to meet the cost of patients who are sent 
by the City of Boston to the State Sanatorium at Rutland. 
The need of an increased appropriation has already been 
brought to the notice of the City Government, as the appro- 
priation for the year just closing was inadequate to meet the 
necessary expenses incurred. 


STEAMER “JOHN HOWARD.” 


The request for the maintenance of the steamer “ John 
Howard ” is increased by $1,000 over the request for last 
year because of certain needed repairs and the increase in 
the cost of coal. 

The enclosed estimates have been most carefully considered 
by the Committee on Finance of this Board, and every item 
has been placed at a figure which we believe is necessary for 
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the needs of this department. It is earnestly hoped that no 
reduction in these estimates may be made.

Str,— In response to circular No. 15 from your office, 
the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston here- 
with submit their estimate of the appropriation which, in 
their judgment, is needed for the maintenance of the Public 
Library and its branches and dependencies for the coming 
year. The estimate is submitted in the form which they 
have for several years adopted, and includes — 


1. The amount which they SOS Se for the current 
year, viz., $310,144.67. 

2. The amount expended by thei during the current 
year, viz., $300,100. 

3. The amount needed in the coming year, viz., $318,- 
383.10. 


This account has been prepared with extreme care, and, in 
accordance with their custom for many years, no excessive 
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provision has been asked for by them. No diminution of 
the appropriation desired will be possible without a cor- 
responding diminution of the service and usefulness of the 
Library. 

It will be observed that the amount desired for the com- 
ing year exceeds that expended during the current year by 
about $18,000. Full explanatory details of any item can 
be furnished if desired. The Trustees, however, think it 
proper to call special attention to several of the items. 

It will be observed that nearly one-third of the increase 
this year will result from the increased price of coal. 

It has been found necessary to remove the printing and 
binding departments of the Library to a building outside the 
Central Library building, and hence some unusual expendi- 
ture is required for fitting up the room in the Central Library 
which was vacated by these departments. 

Provision must also be made for repairs at the Brighton 
branch, for the establishment of two new stations, for installing 
the Sargent decoration, and for some increase of the ordinary 
expenses of maintenance resulting from the extension of the 
hours during which some of the stations are open. 

The Trustees are of the opinion that their estimates for the 
coming year, after the special items referred to have been 
deducted, have not increased proportionately with the growth 
of the city and with the use of the Library. 

The estimates, in general, cover the ordinary expenses of 
maintenance of the Library, but constant use of the books 
occasions the necessity of a large expenditure for binding 
beyond what the estimates submitted provide. <A _ special 
appropriation of $10,000 for binding is needed to preserve 
this property of the city from depreciation. 

The Trustees again call attention to the fact that, under 
the city ordinances, they are obliged to return to the City 
Treasurer the money collected from fines and from the sale 
of their publications. These items this year will amount to 
about $5,000, and they contribute that amount to the resources 
of the city, and to this extent virtually diminish the actual 
appropriation. 

It seems to the Trustees, as they have frequently repre- 
sented before, that the Library should be allowed the benefit 
of this money, which really represents a depreciation of the 
property under their control.

Str,—In compliance with request contained in cir- 
cular No. 15, I beg to submit the following estimates of 
amounts absolutely necessary for the general and ordinary 
work of the department for the financial year next ensuing. 
Every item is estimated at the lowest possible figure at 
which the work can be done properly. A smaller appro- 
priation will require the exercise of a false economy which 
must result in the ultimate expenditure of a much larger 
sum to repair the injury which must inevitably follow from 
the neglect of requisite work and repairs. 

As for the estimated item of five thousand (5,000) 
dollars for the eradication of Brown Tail and Tussock moths 
and Elm Leaf Beetles, I find, somewhat to my surprise, that 
the Brown Tail Moth has reappeared in considerable 
numbers on the trees in the territories which were infested 
to the greatest extent last season, particularly in Brighton 
notwithstanding the fact that the work of extermination was 
most thoroughly done at that time, and that it will be 
necessary to expend the amount mentioned to free the trees 
in the streets and parks. I question the advisability of 
having the city extend this work to trees in private property 
unless the owners pay the expenses thereof, although, if the 
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private trees are not cleansed also, this work on the city’s 
trees must become an annual item of expense.

The amount of the last appropriation, $160,000, was not 
sufficient to meet the expenditures of the division during 
the past year, as there will be a deficiency of about $7,000. 
The difference between the amount appropriated and the 
amount requested is accounted for, first, by the increase of 
one-third in the force of draw-tenders made during the past 
year to comply strictly with the eight-hour law, thus making 
it necessary t6 keep nine men ona bridge where formerly 
six men performed the same amount of work—jin other 
words, three shifts instead of two; second, by the item for 
repairs, caused by needed repairs being neglected from year 
to year, finally requiring in many cases an almost complete 
reconstruction of the bridges. 

The two items— draw-tenders’ salaries and repairs — are 
practically the only ones responsible for the increased amount 
asked for. The items for wages and maintenance are the 
same as last year. 

In the past the practice has been to supplement the main- 
tenance appropriation with special appropriations later on in 
the year, which could be used to advantage by the division. 
It is the intention of the department to ask for no special 
appropriations for this division during the coming year if the 
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amount asked for maintenance is appropriated. These esti- 
mates are based upon the actual weekly rolls of the division, 
and nothing is included which is not actually needed. The 
other items are based upon actual computations, as per ex- 
penditures during the past year.

I desire to call to your attention the fact that an appropria- 
tion should be made for the removal of snow; and, as the cost 
of this work is governed largely by weather conditions, it can 
be easily understood why a comprehensive allotment of the 
maintenance money cannot be made. 

The plant of this division has been so neglected that 
repairs and improvements are absolutely necessary. We are 
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about to build a stable at Charlestown, and should build a 
stone retaining wall and fill in part of the present dock, as 
the existing bulkhead is liable to fall down at any moment. 
The No. 2 wharf at the South End must be rebuilt at once 
for the use of this division for receiving blocks and for a 
snow dump, and also for an additional dump for ashes for 
the Sanitary Division. The crushers should be thoroughly 
overhauled and repaired, and duplicate parts provided, so 
that no delay would be occasioned by a break-down. The 
crusher at Iffley road should be moved to Codman street, and 
the one at Rosseter street must be relocated on the same 
lot. The engines and boilers should be thoroughly over- 
hauled, the one at Centre street, in particular, needing a large 
amount of repairs. The stable at the: Back Bay yard is too 
small to accommodate all the horses. It should be thoroughly 
rebuilt, as it is to-day practically buta shed, without drainage, 
The rolling stock of the division needs many additions, guch 
as horses, carts, harnesses, etc.

The condition of some of the horses in this division is such 
that it would be humane to dispose of them at once, and pur- 
chase new horses to take their places, thus stopping the just 
criticism that is made by the citizens and tax-payers of the 
appearance of some of our horses. 

The work of this division shows a proportionate increase 
in the amount of ashes and offal to be removed year by year, 
and the quality of coal now being used in this city causes a 
very large increase in the amount of ashes arising from its 
combustion, which is a matter of additional expense in the 
collections by this division. 

The scarcity of available dumps for the collections of this 
division is one of the causes of the increased cost of labor 
and teaming. In past years dumps within easy reach of the 
centres of collection were easily obtained. These to-day have 
been practically filled, and the division is obliged to haul the 
material collected to a greater distance. 

The estimated income of this division is $13,700.

SEWER DIVISION. 


In order to accomplish the work necessary for maintain- 
ing this division during the coming fiscal year the sum of 
$450,000 should be provided. 

The mileage of sewers in this city has increased since 1892 
from 349 to 593 in 1902, and the number of catch-basins from 
9,800 in 1892 to 14,000 in 1902. The maintenance appro- 
priation, $850,000 in 1892, has not increased in proportion to 
the miles of sewers built and maintained, and, at the present 
time, it is absolutely necessary that money be provided to 
clean these sewers and basins, in order to avoid damage to 
estates by flooding. About sixty miles of brick and pipe 
sewers need immediate cleaning, in order to relieve their con- 
gested condition, and 14,000 catch-basins should also be ~ 
cleaned. 

The great increase in the pumping at the Calf Pasture since 
1892 (79 per cent.) has been caused in part by the Metro- 
politan system being connected with our system, and the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. is now paying into the 
treasury of the city the sum of about $80,000 per year for 
the work, not one cent of which has ever been placed to the 
credit of this division to be used for maintenance purposes. 

The property in charge of the division, engines, boilers, 
etc., needs extensive repairs, and an addition must be built at 
once to the already overcrowded stable at the South End 
yard. 

The estimated income of this division is $87,500.

CONCERNING 


USE OF STREETS. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Three. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 47 OF THE REVISED 
ORDINANCES OF 1898. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : 


That section thirty-four (84) of chapter forty-seven (47) 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, relating to Prohibitions 
and Penalties, be amended as follows: By adding after the 
word “wilfully” in the first line, the following words : 
“maliciously and wantonly ” and by adding after the letters 
“P.M.” in the fifth line, the following words: “ wilfully, 
maliciously and wantonly,” so that said section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

No person shall, in a street, wilfully, maliciously and 
wantonly, obstruct the free passage of foot-travellers, nor 
shall any person in a street, except in that part of Otis 
street between Franklin street and Summer street, during 
the part of the day between the hours of 11 A.M. and 
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2 P.M., wilfully, maliciously and wantonly saunter and 
loiter for more than five minutes after being directed by 
a police officer to move on.

I most respectfully report as follows : 

The question of the extension of the building limits was 
under consideration by the City Government ‘of the year 
1898, and the Committee on Building Department, during 
the month of May of said year, gave a hearing to interested 
parties. The question at that time did not include South 
Boston in its entirety, but a portion of it was mapped out to 
be included in the building limits. 

The reasons I advanced then for extending the limits so as 
to include a portion of South Boston are my views of to-day. 
As to whether it is advisable to include all of South Boston, 
it seems to me the time has arrived, or shortly will arrive, 
when it will become a necessity to take that area within the 
restricted fire limit. There are but few lots of land which 
are unimproved, and these are mostly in the vicinity of what 
is known as the Strandway, also at the Point, and the 
Commonwealth flats. 

The character of buildings to be erected on the Strandway 


is restricted by the regulations of the Park Commissioners . 


under legislative authority. 

The character of buildings to be erected on Commonwealth 
flats is of a mercantile and manufacturing nature, and to-day 
are largely of first or second-class construction. 

Buildings which might be erected on the water side, on 
wharves, if South Boston were brought into the limits, could 
then be of wooden construction, as provided for by law, 
which permits wooden buildings to be erected on wharves 
within the building limits of a height not exceeding twenty- 
seven feet, all external parts to be covered with some non- 
inflammable material. 

It thus seems that the only portion of South Boston which 
would directly feel the extension of the building limits in 
prohibiting the construction of wooden buildings are the few 
unimproved lots of land on the line of the Strandway and at 
or near City Point. 

Every one is well aware that to bring about an extension 
of the limits would of necessity occasion hardship in many 
individual cases, but the broader question is whether the 
community’s interests and the safety of the people asa whole 
from the ravages of fire are not paramount to the individual 
interest. 

The conditions now existing in South Boston and the 
reasoning are the same for including it within the limits that 
existed in 1871 for creating a fire limit in the City of Bos.

ton, and which were graphically portrayed before committees 
of the Legislature of the year 1870. South Boston is a 
closely congested district, almost wholly of wooden construc- 
tion, with wooden buildings in close proximity one to the 
other, with here and there a barrier as to the spread of fire in 
the form of a brick wall or a brick building. Should a fire 
occur at the present time,and from circumstances of what- 
ever nature obtain control, the city would, indeed, be liable 
to a terrible conflagration, «and this must be apparent to 
every one who logically deducts his reasonings from the 
lessons of the past. 

The history of the destruction of the City of Portland and 
the recent conflagration at the South End District at the 
Ball Grounds may be repeated in South Boston at any time. 

I have come to this conclusien after an experience of over 
thirty years in the dual capacity as the head of the Fire 
Department and of the Building Department, and have 
heretofore presented my views to ex-Mayors, to Boards of 
Trade and to the City Council of the City of Boston. 

It is quite apparent that it is the absence of wooden con- 
gested districts in foreign cities and the erection of all build- 
ings of the slow-burning construction only that relieve them 
from the disaster by fires such as the wooden cities of this 
country have experienced. 

With the proposed enlargement of the docks and railway 
terminals in South Boston, it follows that immense volumes 
of merchandise of untold value will be landed within its 
limits, and unless protected by some extension of the fire 
limits, and by further restrictions relating to construction and 
alterations, the same will be menaced by fire and liable to 
destruction from the close proximity and extensive surround- 
ings of inflammable wooden buildings and their contents.

To His Honor the Mayor: 
Sir, — Referring to the order passed in the Common 
Council February 12, 1903, and referred to this department, 
I have the honor to report: 
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First: No employee of this department has been, or is, 
- detailed to distribute cards and collect information concern- 
ing the nativity, parentuge, and occupation of those who 
attend the evening schools of this city, and no expense has 
been incurred by us on account of any such undertaking. _ 

Second: A citizen of Boston, who is a member of the 
School Committee, and who, as chairman of a sub-committee 
of the School Board, is charged with the immediate direction 
of the endeavor now being carried on in the Bigelow School, 
South Boston, Hancock School, North End, and the Lowell 
School, Roxbury, to increase the usefulness of the public 
schools by throwing them open out of the usual school hours 
to those who cannot utilize them during the day, stated to 
the secretary of this department that he thought the special 
instruction offered at these educational centres could be more 
closely fitted to the needs and wishes of those going into the 
schools, if he could find out a few general facts about those 
who were now using the schools out of the regular school 
hours. As it seemed to this department that this informa- 
tion would be useful not only in the city’s interest, but in 
the interest of those who were asked to give it, this depart- 
ment, through its secretary, acted in an advisory capacity 
in the preparation of fourteen questions which were intended 
to bring out the rieeded information. In so doing the depart- 
ment acted upon the understanding that there was to be no 
expense to this department; that the questions were to 
receive the approval of the Superintendent of Public Schools, 
and that the information, when obtained, should be at the dis- 
posal of this department. 

These conditions have been scrupulously complied with. 
This department has been at no expense; the approval of ° 
the Superintendent of Public Schools was obtained, and the | 
information, although not now in the possession of this 
department, doubtless would have been if the inquiry*.had 
been completed. 

Third: If it had been possible to complete the inquiry, 
the information would have been open to the public to the 
extent usual in respect to census returns; that is to say, the 
tabulated results of the inquiry would have been open to the 
public, but the facts, in so far as they related to individuals, 
would have been regarded as confidential, and would not 
have been open to the public. 

Fourth: That, if the appropriation of $50,000 which has 
been asked for this department is granted, it will not be 
devoted to supplying unofficial and unauthorized demands 
for data which do not concern the public, and which should 
not be made a matter of record.

I believe I have fully answered the inquiries set forth in 
the above-mentioned order; if not, I shall be glad to furnish 
such other and further information as may be proper in the 
premises.

In BoaRD OF ALDERMEN, March 2, 1903. | 
The Committee on Appropriations, to whom was referred 
the message of the Mayor, transmitting the estimates of the 
several departments for the financial year 1908-1904, and 
the appropriations recommended by him,:having considered 
the same, respectfully submit the following appropriation bill 
for the city and county for the present financial year, and 
recommend its passage, together with the accompanying 
orders.

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1903-1904. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1903, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of 
chapter 488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment 
thereto, and for the interest requirement for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works and any excess over 
income from taxes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified 
be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of busi- 
ness on January 381, 19038, exclusive of the money raised by loan or 
needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or 
special appropriation, and by the income of the financial year beginning 
February 1, 1903, and by taxes to the amount of $13,121,495, and that 
said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable 
in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may déem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the City’s proportion of 
the State tax of the year 1903, or of any other taxes or assessments 
payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of 
October, 1903; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 
1903, bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock 
of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per 
annum from and including said first day of November until paid; and 
that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to 
and be a part of such taxes.

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the West End Street Railway Company for locations for 
tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, said company 
shall have the right to construct, maintain, and use curve 
tracks and connections with existing tracks of said company 
on Dorchester avenue, near Washington street, Dorchester 
Lower Mills, so-called, thence on said Dorchester avenue to 
and through Pierce square, connecting with existing tracks 
and tracks that may be hereafter located by the Old Colony 
Street Railway Company on Adams street and said Pierce 
square, said tracks being shown by red lines on a plan made 
by A L. Plimpton, dated December 2, 1902, and deposited 
in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 
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And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is granted to 
said company to establish and maintain the overhead trolley 
electric system of motive power in the operation of its cars 
on said location, and to erect, maintain, and use iron poles, 
not less than twenty feet in height, at places indicated by 
red circles or dots on the aforesaid plan, and to place on said 
poles such wires and other appliances as the Commissioner 
of Wires shall approve. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, and the kind and locations of 
poles shall be under the direction and to the satisfaction of 
the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by 
him. Also upon condition that said railway company shall 
accept this order, and shall file such acceptance with the 
City Clerk in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
399 of the Acts of 1902, otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The whole work authorized to be done under the pro- 
visions of this order shall be completed within one year 
from the date of the passage of this order.

AGREEMENT WITH OLD CoLONy RAILROAD COMPANY. 


The following is the agreement: 

“It is hereby agreed between the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners of the City of Boston, with the approval of the Mayor 
of said City, and the Directors of the Old Colony Railroad 
Company, as follows: 

. “First: The amount to be paid by the City of Boston to 
the Old Colony Railroad Company and the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, lessee thereof, under 
the provisions of chapter 519 of the Acts of the year 1897, 
for land to be taken from and for damages sustained by said 
railroad companies under said act, by the laying out of a 
highway eighty feet in width from the present Dorchester 
avenue grade crossing to a point at or near the place where 
the new location of the railroad is fixed by said act as may 
be prescribed by the Commissioners thereunder, and the old 
or present location of the railroad near the Crescent Avenue 
station, under the provisions of section 8 of said act, shall 
be a sum equal’to the difference between three hundred and 
seventy-five thousand dollars and asum which shall equal 
the entire amount that the Old Colony Railroad Company 
may be required to pay as its sixty-five per cent. of the cost 
of making the alterations and improvements which may be 
prescribed by the Commissioners under the. first and second 
sections of the act, with interest at four per cent. upon the 
payments, from time to time, made by,said railroad company 
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as its sixty-five per cent. in excess of said sum of three 
hundred seventy-five thousand dollars, until the amount to 
be paid under this ayreement is paid. 

“ Second: The amount to be paid under this agreement by 
the City of Boston to the Railroad Companies shall be due 
and payable whenever the President of the Old Colony 
Railroad Company shall notify the Mayor of the City of 
Boston in writing that the land taken for the laying out of 
the new highway above specified is abandoned by the rail- 
road companies, and that the City of Boston may enter 
thereon and take possession thereof; provided, however, that 
not exceeding one-half of said amount shall be payable in 
the year 1898, and that said city may make payments on 
account of such amount at any time.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1903, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of 
chapter 488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment 
thereto, and for the interest requirement for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works and any excess over 
income from taxes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified 
be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of busi- 
ness on January 31, 1903, exclusive of the money raised by loan or 
needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or 
special appropriation, and by the income of the financial year beginning 
February 1, 1903, and by taxes to the amount of $13,121,495, and that 
said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable 
in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income - 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the City’s proportion of 
the State tax of the year 1903, or of any other taxes or assessments 
payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of 
October, 1903; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 
1903, bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock 
of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per 
annum from and including said first day of November until paid; and 
that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to 
and be a part of such taxes.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the Old Colony Street Railway Company for locations for

cross connections to the car-house of said company situate 
on said Washington street, near Park road. 

Also commencing at a point on South street, West Rox- 
bury, at the junction of Washington street, connecting with 
the existing tracks of said company, and thence extending 
on said South: street to Brandon street; thence on said 
Brandon street to Belgrade avenue; thence on said Belgrade 
avenue to Beech street; thence on said Beech street to 
Centre street; thence on said Centre street to Grove street ; 

* . thence on said Grove street to the dividing line between the 
City of Boston and the town of Dedham. 

Also commencing at a point on Spring street, West Rox- 
bury, at the junction of Centre street, connecting by double 
curves with tracks above mentioned; thence extending on 
said Spring street to a point opposite Charles street near the 
dividing line between the City of Boston and the town of 
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Dedham, connecting with the existing tracks of said 
company. 

Also commencing at a point on Hyde Park avenue, West 
Roxbury, in Forest Hills square, near Washington street, 
connecting with existing tracks of said company; thence on 
said Hyde Park avenue to the dividing line between the 
City of Boston and the town of Hyde Park. 

Also an additional track, including a cross-over, on Adams 
street, Dorchester Lower Mills, so called, from near the junc- 
tion of Dorchester avenue to the bridge over the Neponset 
river, between the City of Boston and the town of Milton, 
connecting with the existing track of said company. 

Also commencing at a point at the junction of Adams 
street and Pierce square, Dorchester Lower Mills, so called, 
connecting with existing tracks to and across said Pierce 
square to Washington street; thence on said Washington 
street to River street; thence on said River street to the 
dividing line between the City of Boston and the town of 
Hyde Park. 

Also commencing at a point at the junction of River and 
Oakland streets, Dorchester, connecting with tracks above 
mentioned; thence on Oakland street to Ashland street;

The said locations being granted with the right to con- 
struct all necessary curves, cross-overs, switches and 
connections, said tracks being shown by red lines on a plan 
made by A. L. Plimpton, dated November 18, 1902, and 
deposited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is granted to 
said company to establish and maintain the overhead trolley 
_electric system of motive power in the operation of its cars 
on said location, and to erect, maintain, and use iron poles, 
not less than twenty feet in height, at places substantially as 
indicated by red circles or dots on the aforesaid plan, and to 
place on said poles such wires and other appliances as the 
Commissioner of Wires shall approve. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, and the kind and locations of 
poles, shall be under the direction and to the satisfaction of 
the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by him ; 
and upon the condition that the aforesaid company shall pave 
with granite blocks between the rails and between the tracks 
and for a space eighteen inches outside of each outside rail.

Also upon condition that said railway company shall accept 
this order, and shall file such acceptance with the City Clerk 
in accordance with thé provisions of chapter 399 of the Acts 
of 1902, otherwise it shall be null and void.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
ON 


REMONSTRANCE OF THE CENTRAL LABOR 
UNION OF BOSTON AGAINST GRANTING 
PERMITS TO THE EDISON ELECTRIC ILLU- 
MINATING COMPANY OF BOSTON. 


_In BoaRp OF ALDERMEN, March 30, 1903. 


The Committee on Electric Wires, to whom was referred 
the petition of the Central Labor Union of Boston, remon- 
strating against the granting of permits to the Edison Elec- 
tric luminating Company of Boston, having considered the 
subject, respectfully submit the following report: 

In accordance with the instructions of the Board of 
Aldermen, an evening hearing was given by the committee 
to the petitioners and the representative of the company. 
The hearing was largely attended. 

The petition in question may be divided into two parts, 
one of which, relating to the improper construction of a line 
of poles on Walk Hill street, and asking that the permit be 
revoked, may be dismissed at once without consideration, as 
it is a,matter wholly under the jurisdiction of the Wire 
Commissioner, under whose supervision the poles are erected. 

On the main part of the petition, asking that the Board 
grant no further permits to the Edison Electric [luminating 
Company of Boston, unless the said company employs union 
labor, it appeared at the hearing that the work of setting 
poles was not done by the employees of the company, but by 
contract. While it is entirely beyond the power of the 
Board of Aldermen to stipulate that union labor shall or 


- 
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shall not be employed in the carrying on of any work done 
under a permit of the Board, yet from the facts brought out 
at the hearing the committee feel called upon to recommend 
that the Edison Electric Illuminating Company of Boston 
should insert in its contracts for the setting of poles, etc., a 
clause requiring their contractors to employ union labor, 
thus giving the men who have spent years in this very dan- 
gerous occupation the preference; and would respectfully 
ask the unanimous adoption of this report as an expression 
of the sentiments of the entire Board of Aldermen.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the Boston and Revere Electric Street Railway Company 
for locations for tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, 
said company shall have the right to construct, maintain, and 
use double tracks, with suitable curves, cross-overs, sidings, 
and connections, on Bennington and Walley streets, East 
Boston, between Saratoga and Leyden streets, connecting 
with existing tracks in said Walley street; said tracks being 
shown by red lines on a plan made by Ephraim Harrington 
& Co., dated April 4, 1901, and deposited in the office of 
the Superintendent of Streets.

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And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is granted to 
said company to establish and maintain the overhead trolley 
electric system of motive power in the operation of its cars 
on said location, and to erect, maintain, and use iron poles, 
not less than twenty feet in height, at places indicated by red 
dots or circles on the aforesaid plan, or at such other places, 
to be shown by blue dots or circles on said plan, as may be 
approved by the Superintendent of Streets, and to place on 
said poles such wires and other appliances as the Commis- 
sioner of Wires shall approve. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, and the kind and locations of 
poles, shall be under the direction and to the satisfaction of 
the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by him; 
also, upon condition that said railway company shall accept 
this order, and shall file such acceptance with the City Clerk, 
in accordance with the provisions of chapter 399 of the Acts 
of 1902, otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The whole work authorized to be done under the provisions 
of this order shall be completed within six months from the 
date of the passage of this order.

Sir, —I have made an investigation in regard to the order 
offered in the Common Council April 16, 1908, by Mr. Con- 
way of Ward 23, relating to the police protection of Ward 
23. 

In order to shorten the routes on this division, which are 
now very large, and, in my opinion, divided to the best 
advantage, there would have to be an increase in the number 
of officers. 

To fill all the routes it would require an increase of four- 
teen men. At present there are twenty-three street routes, 
and ten park routes, which include all of Ward 23 and part 
of Ward 22. 

About December 15, 1901, there were ten new signal- 
boxes put in, which were all located to the best advantage in 
Ward 23. Three new routes were made in Roslindale, and 
two in West Roxbury. 

There are at present eighty-six officers doing duty on this 
division, assigned as follows: 

Station 13 — One captain, two lieutenants, three sergeants, 
and thirty-eight men. 

Roslindale sub-station — One sergeant, thirteen men. — 

West Roxbury sub-station — One sergeant, thirteen men. 

Franklin Park — One lieutenant, one sergeant, seven men. 
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Arboretum, Arborway, and Jamaicaway — One sergeant 
four men. 

Seven of the above are mounted on horses, and twenty- 
two men ride bicycles on their routes in summer. At the 


present time there is as good, if not better, police protection 


given to the citizens of Ward 23 than ever before. 

Roslindale and West Roxbury are as well protected as any ' 
other part of the division; the only way to improve is to _ 
increase the number of officers.

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ORDINANCES OF 1903—CHAPTER 3. 


CONCERNING 


GUNPOWDER AND EXPLOSIVE COMPOUNDS. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Three. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 45 OF THE REVISED 
ORDINANCES OF 1898. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section twelve of chapter forty-five of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898 is hereby amended by striking 
out all of said section and substituting therefor the following: 

Sect. 12. Any person licensed to convey gunpowder in 
a vehicle may, in a vehicle and in a manner approved by said 
commissioner, convey within the city gunpowder in tight 
metal cases containing not more than twenty-five pounds 
each, and such person shall keep such cases as aforesaid, 
and deliver them only to a person licensed to keep gun- 
powder and at a place designated for such keeping. 

Sect. 2. Section twenty of said chapter is hereby 
amended by striking out the first seventeen lines thereof and 
inserting in place thereof the following: 

Sect. 20. Explosive compounds in wooden cases contain- 
ing not more than fifty pounds each may be transported 
within the city in vehicles and in the manner approved by 
the fire commissioner, but subject to the following provisions : 
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Nitro-glycerine in dry form and in bulk shall be packed 
with at least three inches of dry sawdust between the com- 
pound and the inside surface of the case. 

Nitro-glycerine in liquid form shall be in a congealed state, 
and the package in which it is contained shall, during trans- 
portation, be kept constantly packed in ice, and the forwarder 
shall furnish a competent agent who shall have charge of, 
‘and ride in, the vehicle with the package.

Be it ordered by the Board of Aldermen of Boston as follows: 


Section nineteen of chapter six of the Revised Regulations 
of 1898 is hereby amended by striking out the whole of said 
section and inserting instead the following: 

“Section 19. No person having the control of the speed 
of a street railway car on the surface of any street, except 
in spaces especially reserved for street railway cars, shall 
allow such car to go at a rate of speed faster than ten miles 
an hour in any part of the city included within the following 
bounds: Charles street, Park square, Eliot street, Knee- 
land street, Atlantic avenue, Commercial street, Causeway 
street and Leverett street, including said boundary streets ; 
nor in any part of the City Proper, so called, namely, Wards 
6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12, lying north of Massachusetts 
avenue and Swett street, at a rate of speed faster than 
twelve miles an hour; nor in any other part of the city at a 
rate of speed faster than fifteen miles an hour; nor in turn- 
ing a corner in any part of the city at a rate of speed faster 
than four miles an hour.”

ORDINANCES OF 1903.— CHAPTER 5. 
CONCERNING 


THE USE OF STREETS. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Three. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 47 OF THE REVISED 
ORDINANCES OF 1898. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section thirty-two of chapter forty-seven of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898 is hereby amended by adding to the said 
section the following: 

« The provision of this section or any other provision in the 
ordinances relative to the speed of vehicles shall not apply 
to the Fire Department of the city, or to ambulances con- 
nected with any hospital, or to emergency wagons of a street 
railway while responding to a call.”

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ASPINWALL NOTARIAL RECORDS. 


Tuts volume contains the notarial records of William 
Aspinwall, Recorder of the Suffolk County Court from 
November 13, 1644, until October 33, 1651. 

He was the second to hold the office, the first 
being Stephen Winthrop, the fourth son of Gov. 
John Winthrop, who was Recorder from September » 
9, 1639 (being appointed by order of the General Court), 
until the choice of William Aspinwall, November 
13, 1644, at a General Court of Election. 

The following account of William Aspinwall was 
compiled by the late John T. Hassam, and forms 
part of the introduction to Liber X. of Suffolk Deeds, 
and by whose kind permission it 1s here republished. 

It should be borne in mind that, according to the 
Julian calendar, which was in use at the time, the 
legal year began on the 26th of March, so that the date 
of the first entry in the records is November 20, 1644. 


WILLIAM ASPINWALL. 
1644-1651. 


William Aspinwall probably came in the fleet with

ii INTRODUCTION. 


August 27, 1630. His wife Elizabeth was the six- 
teenth in that list. He was the second in the list of 
thirteen who remained inhabitants in Charlestown in . 
1630. September 28, 1630, he was one of the jury 
impanelled to inquire concerning the death at “ M* 
Cradocks plantaéon ” of Austin Bratcher.' He took 
the oath of freeman’ April 3, 1632. 

He was one of the Selectmen of Boston ® in 1636 
and 1637, and was chosen deputy to the General 
Court * in 1637 in place of Sir Henry Vane; but as 
he was a supporter of Wheelwright in the “ Antino- 
mian Controversy,”’ and had signed a remonstrance 
in his favor, the Court deposed him from member- 
ship by the following order,’ passed November 2, 
1637: — 


“Mr William Aspinwall being questioned in regard his 
hand was to a petition or remonstrance, & he iustified the 
same, maintaining it to bee lawfull; the Court did discharge 
him from being a member thereof.” 


By the following order’ of the same date he was 
disfranchised and banished: — 


“M' Willi: Aspinwall being convented for haveing his 
hand to a petition or remonstrance, being a seditious libell, 
& iustifiing the same, for w", & for his insolent & turbulent 
carriage, hee is disfranchized & banished, puting in sureties 
for his departure before the end of the first month next 
ensuing. 

“M' John Glover & M' Aspinwall are each of them bound 
in a 100* a peece for M* Aspinwals depture by the time 
limited.” 


With others, “seduced & led into dangerous

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errors ” by the “opinions & revelations of M" Wheele- 
wright & M™ Hutchinson,” he was disarmed by an 
order ' of the General Court of November 20, 1637. 

With others of “y® opinionists,” thus disarmed, 
disfranchised, and banished, he joined in the move- 
ment to found a new colony in Rhode Island, and he 
was one of those who, on the 7th day of the Ist 
month, 1638, “ solemnly in the presence of Jehovah,” 
incorporated themselves “into a Bodie Politick”?’ 
signing the compact at Portsmouth, Rhode Island. 
He was the first Secretary of the infant Colony. 

But his life in Rhode Island was not destined to be 
a peaceful one, as the following order,’ passed 7 12™° 
1638-9, shows: — 


“Mr. Aspinwall being a suspected person for sedition 
against the State, it was thought meet that a stay of the 
building of his Bote should be made; whereupon y°® work- 
man was forbidden to proceed any further,” 


And on the 28 2”° 1639, his shallop was attached 
for debt.* 

He was in Connecticut in 1642, and was a witness 
in the case of George Spencer’ at a General Court 
held at New Haven, March 2, 1641-2. 

At a General Court held at Boston, October 7, 
1641, the following order® was passed: — 


“Willi: Aspinwall hath a safe conduct granted him to 
come & satisfy the counsell, &, if they thinke meete, to stay 
till the Generall Court; if not, hee is to depart till the 
Generall Court, & then hee hath liberty to come to the 
Gen'all Court.” .

* William Aspinwall, upon his petition & cirtifficat of his 


good carriage, is restored againe to his former ey & 
freedome.” 


Governor Winthrop,’ under date of March 27, 1642, 
gives this account of it:— 


“Mr. William Aspenwall, who had been, banished, as is 
before declared, for joining with Mr. Wheelwright, being 
licensed by the general court to come and tender his sub- 
mission, &¢ was this day reconciled to the church of Boston. 
He made a very free and full acknowledgment of his errour 
and seducement, and that with much detestation of his sin. 
The like he did after, before the magistrates, who were 
appointed by the court to take his submission, and upon 
their certificate thereof at the next general court, his sentence 
of banishment was released.” 


Having made his peace with the Massachusetts 
authorities, his advancement was rapid. Ata General 
Court of Hlection held in Boston, September 7, 1643,— 


“Mr Willi: Aspinwall is appointed clarke of the writts for 
Boston.” ° 


At a General Court of Election held in Boston, 
November 13, 1644, sal 


“Mr. Aspinwall is chosen Recorder till y° next Co't of 
Election ; ” 4 


and on the same day — 


“Tt is ordered, yt M* Willi: Aspinwall shalbe a publique 
notary for this iurisdiction.” °

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He joined the Artillery Company * in 1643. 

The merchants of Boston, attempting to secure a 
monopoly of the Indian trade, procured a charter from 
the General Court... This was granted March 7, 
1643-4, in answer to the petition of William Aspin- 
wall and six others. Governor Winthrop’s account 
is as follows: — 


~ “Divers of the merchants of Boston being desirous to dis- 
cover the great lake, supposing it to lie in the north west 
part of our patent, and finding that the great trade of beaver 
which came to all the eastern and southern parts, came from 
thence, petitioned the court to be a company for that design, 
and to have the trade which they should discover, to them- 
selves for twenty-one years. The court was very unwilling 
to grant any monopoly, but perceiving that without it they 
would not proceed, granted their desire ; whereupon, having 
also commission granted them under the public seal, and let- 
ters from the governour to the Dutch and Swedish gover- 
nours, they sent out a pinnace well manned and furnished with 
provisions and trading stuff, which was to sail up Delaware 
river so high as they could go, and then some of the com- 
pany, under the conduct of Mr. William Aspenwall, a good 
artist, and one who had been in those parts, to pass by small 
skiffs or canoes up the river so far as they could.” ? 


But Aspinwall and his party were not allowed to 
penetrate to the beaver country, the Swedes firing 
upon them and the Dutch higher up the river refusing 
to allow them to pass.* 

But more troubles were in store for him, for at the 
second session of the General Court held at Boston 
October 14, 1651, the following order’ was passed: — 


“In answer to the peticon of John Butten, Benja Ward, 
Thomas Matson, Willjam Ludkin, and others of a jury 
appointed to serve in the last County Court held at Boston,

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in an accon betweene M? W™ Aspinwall and John Witherden, 
the Courte doth order that M* Aspinwall be convented before 
the whole Courte on the morrow, being 23 8m, 1651, to give 
answer to such things as are chardged vppon him in this and 
Witherdens peticon. The partjes appeared at the time 
appointed, and after the Court had fully heard the cawse, and 
what both partjes could say, the Court proceeded to judgm"™. 
Itt is ordered, that henceforth M' W™ Aspinwall shall be 
suspended from excercising the office of recorder or clarke in 
any County Courte, for chardging the Courte and jury to 
goe against lawe and conscience, making the landlord to pay 
rent to the tennant, and shall pay the some of thirty shillings 
for the jurjes attendance and entring the peticon, w™ fower 
shillings for two wittnesses attendance. 

“ Itt is ordered, that M" Edward Rawson, present secretary 
to the Generall Courte, shall henceforth be recorder for the 
county of Suffolke,'and that Mt Aspinwall deliver him all the 
records belonging to the sajd county. 

“ Itt is ordered, that Jonathan Negus, at the request of the 
toune of Boston, shall henceforth be clarke of the writts for 
the toune of Boston, in M’ Aspinwalls roome, who is to give 
him the records of deaths, births, and marrjages, in his 
hands, y* belongs to that office.” ; 


At the second session of the General Sanna held 
at Boston October 26, 1652, 


“ M* Nathaniell Souther is appointed publicke notary for 
this jurisdiccon, in the roome of M' W™ Aspinwall, and tooke 
the oath suiteable to the place in open Courte.” 


He addressed the following letter, dated 24: 5™° 
1652, to the General Court: ?— 


“ May it please yo’ to consider, that manifould haue beene 
the afflictions I haue suffered since I came into this Country, 
& it adds vnto them the late order you made that I should 
deliver vp my bookes vnto the secretary, but most of all 
aftlictiue is, that my late troubles haue sprung from brethren. 
As for others they doe but theire kind. I justify not my 
selfe, but condemne my folly. Yo know it, that Memo

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mortalium omnibus horis sapit.[+| And thotigh it be my 
portion to suffer the more, for that I haue beene yo" officer 
(most vnworthy I confesse) yet if ever occasion should be ; 
be pleased to be tender of yo" officers especially of their 
names & creditt & suffer them not to be objects of publick 
scorne & reproach. If they be godly or ingenuous an 
admonition or checke may suffice to redresse any thing 
weakly & foolishly done, but if they grow corrupt through 
bribes or otherwise vnfaithfull to theire trust, justice will 
require it to make them exemplary. ffor my selfe I haue 
little to say (being conscious of many weake & feeble pas- 
sadges) only this, I haue desired to be faithfull, & my aime 
hath beene the Hono" of God & his vice-gerents, the publick 
good of the Country, & private of pticular psons. In refer- 
ence to yo" late order giue me leave I beseech yo” w" out 
offence to giue yo” an Account why I haue not delivered the 
bookes vnto the Secretary, but rather voluntarily chosen to 
leave them w M' Cotton. 

“1. They are no publick Records, as I take it, nor can be ; 
but privat Records of my owne Acts, of w I could not 
otherwise be able at any time to giue Account, nor be able 
to discerne any corruption or adulteration that possibly might 
be foisted in after the writeings passe my hand, f[or] w™ 
ends I thought it necessary to keepe such a Register. And 
I wanted not the advice of him herein, whom yo” all will 
owne as a Nursing father to this Colonie whilst he lived. 

“2eiy Vnles it were the practise of other Nations so to 
doe, w*" I believe it is not, according to that intelligence I 
haue had, it will reflect some imputation or suspition of 
vnfaithfulnes vppon me to take them away by an order; & 
that will weaken the Credit of the bookes themselves or any 
thing to be taken out of them. ffor such as is the Credit of 
the pson, such wilbe the creditt of his acts & bookes, & that 
is the Reason why the State & Goverment doe putt credit 
vppon the pson, by designeing him to such a Comon service, 
& therefore as they are carefull to choose such psons for that 
purpose as are qualifyed, & have variety of tongues (at least 
the Latin tongue) so specially they doe take care (or should) 
that they be faithfull, in whose truth men may confide. 

“3'" It would be prejudiciall both to my selfe, & all 
therein concerned to take them away. ffor no man can 
safely & effectually attest any thing out of my privat write- 
ings but my selfe, nor shall I be able to attest any thing 
when my bookes are taken away. 

“4°, Very many things therein, for brevity sake, are

But lest I should be grievous or 
offensiue to yo’ whom [ loue and honour, I haue determined 
to leave them in the hands of M’ Cotton, vppon promise of 
the Speciall Court, & confidence of yo" approbation, that there 
they shall remaine vntill yo’ may vnderstand from M' Winslow 
what is vsuall to be done in such cases of death or removal 
of Notary into another Country.

My pear Mr. McGuLenen: 


On November 13, 1854, the Trustees of the Atheneum passed 
a vote of thanks to E. Price Greenleaf, Esq., for his gift to the 
Library of twenty-nine valuable historical manuscripts. No list 
of these can be found, but the collection probably included the 
Aspinwall Notarial Book, which was given by him, as shown 
by the book-plate, the notarial records of Samuel Tyley (April 
2, 1731, to February 28, 1743-4), of Ezekiel Goldthwait (Decem- 
ber 2, 1748, to March 11, 1754), and of Goldthwait’s cousin 
Ezekiel Price (June 1, 1754, to April 25, 1775, and irregularly 
to August 22,1780). They were inherited by Mr. Greenleat 
from his grandfather, Hon. Ezekiel Price.* 

Price was a patriotic public man, a shipping and insurance 
broker, and notary, whose office afforded a meeting place for 
the prominent men of Boston for half a century. Public and 
private records, brought together in those unsettled times, 
would there find a convenient resting place either for tem- 
porary use or for permanent preservation; in days past officials 
upon their retirement not infrequently carried their manuscript 
records with them.? Price acquired many papers while notary 
public, a justice of the peace, and a selectman of Boston, but 
especially as confidential secretary to Governors Shirley, Pow- 
nal, and Bernard, as deputy for the Vice-Admiralty Court, and 
as Clerk of the Courts of Sessions and of Common Pleas for 
Suffolk County. From time to time he gave manuscripts ‘to the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, of which he was a member; 
he also republished a sermon on his great grandfather, Ezekiel 
Cheever, the schoolmaster, and in other ways showed an interest 
in antiquarian matters. At his death, in 1802, his “small library 
of books” was left by will to be divided equally between his 
grandsons, Thomas and Ezekiel Price Greenleaf. (Suffolk Wills,

Lib. C., 331). His manuscripts probably fell to Price Greenleaf 
upon the fulfilment of this provision of the will. 

It is at present impossible to trace the history of the Aspin- 
wall Notarial Book before it came into Price’s hands. Aspinwall 
himself referred to it in 1650 (Book of Possessions, p. 54) as ‘“* my 
notaries booke.” In a letter addressed to the General Court in 
1652, Aspinwall said that he intended to leave his records with 
Mr. Cotton, “ vntill yo” may vnderstand from M* Winslow what. 
is vsuall to be done in such cases of death or removal of Notary 
into another Country.” Ina postscript he stated his willingness 
to turn over his records (although “no publick Records, as I 
take it, nor can be, but privat Records of my owne Acts”) to 
be kept by Mr. Rawson, then Recorder for the County of 
Suffolk. Aspinwall’s Book of Possessions was described as in 
the Secretary’s office in 1670 (Suffolk Deeds, Lib. VIT., 156), and 
in the Recorder’s office in 1672 ( Boston Record Comm. Reports, 
II., 161), but no mention is made of this First Notary’s Book in 
the early Suffolk deeds; a third volume (see Suffolk Deeds, 
Lib. VIII., 187) and what appears to be a second volume (7did., 
Lib. III., 45a) are there referred to. It would seem, therefore, 
that this record kept by Aspinwall remained in private keeping, 
and passed from hand to hand until-P:ice received it. 

The book itself, by an outside measurement, is 103 inches 
high, 84+ inches wide, and 24 inches in thickness. The leather 
covers have three tooled lines near the edges and a diamond 
shaped ornament of gilt in the centre. Near the top in black 
are the letters “The Notaries first book Of Records.” On the 
first page the autograph ‘“ Willm Aspinwall” occurs three times, 
twice followed by “‘Notr Publ.” The paper has a watermark,’ and 
if the design becomes a subject of study, we may at some future 
time learn whence came the sheets on which Aspinwall kept 
his records.

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Sir 

The Selectmen of the Town of Boston have Received a 
Letter sign’d by you as Chairman of a Committee choes by the 
Towns of Wrentham and Medway (with the Advice of the Select- 
men of Franklin & Bellingham) to write Letters in order to 
procure a Meeting of the County of Suffolk,—to take into con- 
sideration the Commutation to the Officers. And the Act of this 
State granting an impost to Congress — This Letter Sir was laid 
before a very full Meeting of this Town, legally Assembled and 
After a fair Debate it was unanimously Determined, to express 
the sorrow of the Town that, at a time when we have a constitu- 
tion of our own chusing, and which has been approved of by the 
World, there should yet remain any uneasy Persons in the com- 
munity who could form the fruitless design of disturbing [S16. | 
the tranquility of the State by proposing the unnecessary measure 
of Meeting by Counties — There was a time when we were gov- 
erned by foreign Power, and a redress of grievances could be 
had in no Other way; but thank Heaven, that time is gone, & 
gone forever, unless the baneful influence of a few restless Spirits 
should induce the People at Large by County Meetings and 
irregular Assemblyes to raise such commotions, as might eventu- 
ally Overturn the Constitution and again leave us a prey to 
foreign Power, or what is worse intestine convulsions — If Con- 
gress sometime err, we should remember, that being annually 
elected we have it in our Power, by a better choise to prevent 
the evil in future; — the same is the case of the General Court, 
they have existance but for a year; — and there can be no doubt 
the community at large would be very greatly benefitted if the 
Towns in particular would exert themselves to put their most 
suitable Characters into these important stations. — With respect 
to the subject of your Letter Commutation, and the Act of the 
State on the Impost, we must take the Liberty to express our 
entire disapprobation of your intended endeavours, as they seem 
clearly to us, to be not only vain but very unjust. Why should 
we wish to keep from the Officers of our Army the hard earned 
reward they may receive from the Commutation? It was prom- 
ised most solemny by Congress in the hour of Danger. It was 
then Approved of by the People, and ought on very equitable prin- 
cipal to be made good in this Day of Peace, a Peace Obtained by 
the perilous exertions [8 1%.] of these very men (in conjunc- 
tion with our Magnanimous, Allies) who are to receive the pit- 
tance, and a pittance it is, when we consider the Money they 
realise from this mighty boon, will not make good the arrearages 
of their pay; and altho your Towns, and the Towns of the Select- 
men whose Advise you follow, may be Adverse to the Commuta- 
tion, yet we presume they will not deny the Justice of pay for the 
time they were in actual Service: If they will raise immediately 
as much Money as will pay their proportion of Only two thirds of 
the arrearages due to the Oflicers—with this Money they may 
purchase the Amount of the whole, and the commutation into the 
Bargain. This we think the only way for those who say they 
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are agrieved to settle the matter. — For if the States were able 
to prevent paying it (and could be once so lost to a Sence of 
Justice and honor as to desire it) the Commutation is so wisely 
blended with the National Debt, that all the County Conventitions 
upon the face of the Earth could not make the distinctions. If 
therefore there are any who have the Ability, but want the honesty 
to contribute their proportion they must set down contended, for 
in our Opinion it is out of their power to prevent it.— With 
respect to the Impost, we are of Opinion that if we ever mean to 
be a Nation we must give power to Congress and funds too; for 
without them we can never pay our Debts; and without a just 
payment of our debts, in what other light can [318.] we be 
possibly viewed by the World in general and every honest Man in 
particular, than that of Bankruptcy or Knavery? ‘The former 
is by no means the Case, for we are Rich in recorses, and want 
only the Will to bring them out — and we trust the Latter will 
never be justly charged to the United States— We therefore 
desire, as far as this Town has a voice in the County, that the 
proposed Convention may never meet: but if they should, we 
hope they will so far-consider the justice and propriety of sub- 
mitting to those Acts which they now complain of as a grievance 
as chearfully to Acquiesce in them; and that they will then sepe- 
rate, without taking any steps, that may eventually tend to bring, 
this Country into contempt; for if they should, we shall be con-

That they cannot on this Occasion, avoid expressing a Vener- 
ation of our Ancistors for their Wisdom, Piety and early Care in 
providing for the Instruction of Children, not only in Reading, 
Writing and Arithmetick which [822.] are Necessary to qualify 
them for common and ordanary Employments, but also in estab- 
lishing Grammer Schools in which such of them as may be 
inclined may have the oppertunity of being initiated into a fur- 
ther Degree of Education, whereby they may be rendered more 
eminintly useful to the Community as they successively enter 
upon the Stage of Life. Our free Schools seem to have been 
interested for the Benefit of the Poor and the Rich; that the 
Children of all, partaking of equal Advantages and being placed 
upon an equal Footing, no Distinction might be made among 
them in the Schools on Account of the different Circumstances 
of their Parents, but that the Capacity & natural Genious of 
each might be cultivated & improved for the future Benefit of 
the whole Community. The Institution appears so exceedingly 
important to this great End, that it must give Pain to every one 
who duly regards the future Wellfare of the Community, when

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any of the Children are found even in School Hours, playing in 
the Streets, or still worse gathering into Clusters and inuring 
their impressive Minds to the abominable Vice of gaming by prac- 
ticing in the lowest Arts of it—- Whether such Instances are 
owing to the too fond Indulgence of Parents—or too lax a 
Government in Schools, or to any other Cause the Disgrace which 
it may [323.] bring on the Town in the Opinion of Observing 
sensible Foreigners will be among the least of its evil Effects, 
Much depends upon the Characters & moral Conduct as well as 
the Abilities of those who are the Instructors of Children & 
youth; and therefore it is much to be wished, that it may be 
especially recommended to the Selectmen to take Care that no 
Person may be Allowed to Open a Private School without their 
Approbation agreeable to a good and Salutary Law of the Com- 
monwealth. — 

Moreover the Practice of the School-Masters in instructing the 
same Children who are intitled to the Benifit of the publick 
Schools, at other Hours than those devoted to the Town hath a 
Tendency to draw their Attention from the Publick to the private 
Schools, to excite on odious Distinction between those whose 
Parents can Afford the Expence of their Attending the private 
Schools & those who cannot. — And it greatly increases the Gen- 
eral Expence of Education. —It is therefore the Opinion of the 
Committee that the Schoolmasters employed by the Town ought 
not to teach such of the Male Children of the Inhabitants as are 


‘ under the Age of fourteen years, in the same branches of Learn- 


ing at their private and the publick Schools — 

If the foregoing Opinions of the Committee respecting the 
Practice of the Schoolmasters shall meet the Approbation of the 
[324.] Town, they will in that case be abridged of certain Per- 
quisetes which they have heretofore received, with, at least the 
tacit Consent of the Town; and therefore the Committee beg 
leave to recommend to the Consideration of the Town Whether 
such Adition should not be made to their Salaries as to enable 
them to support their own Children & Families and in the Exer- 
cise of that Cardinal Virtue, Prudence to lay up for them such a 
Moderate Overplus, as every industrious & provident Inhabitant 
wishes to do for his own Family at the Period of Needfulness or 
Life — But if the Town should think it proper that the practice 
should continue with Respect to the Instruction of any of the 
Children at what are called private Hours, the Committee recomend 
that the terms of Instruction at such Hours be regulated by the 
Selectmen or a standing Committee for regulating the Schools — — 

The case of the Female Children of the Town, in the Opinion 
of the Committee requires particular Consideration, Whether 
some Provision should not be made for them, as is necessary to’ 
render them more useful Members of the Community; especially 
those whose Parents are unable to Afford them such Instruction. — 

The Committee were at Pains to ascertain how many Children 
do & how many do not, enjoy the Benifit of any Schools either 
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Publick or Private, Apprehending the [325.] Number to be very 
large also the Names of the Persons who are private instructors 
in the Town but having failed of Obtaining this Information 
which however the Committee consider as very necessary to be 
Obtain’d by the Town they have not been Able to form a Plan, 
as they intended on this Ground. But they venture to recomend 
for the present, that the Overseers of the Poor be Authorized, to 
give Certificates to such Parents or Guardians as may Apply, or 
who, they may be convinsed, are not able to bear the expence 
of haveing their Children instructed in the early Stage of School

Several Towns in the County 
of Suffolk, upon a Petition exhibited to the General Court in their 
last Session for forming into one County Ten Towns in the 
County of Suffolk & four Towns in the County of Middlesix, 
haying in consequence of the Same Appointment at Dedham on 
the 22 Day of April 1784 — met in convention the Delagates from 
the Towns of Roxbury, Milton, Braintree, Hingham, Stoughton, 
Sharon & Brookline in Addition to the Ten Towns in the County 
of Middlesex Joining in the same Petition being present & having 
confer’d upon the subject matter of the same Appointment 

Do Report, 

That it appeared to 
your Committee, that the Eleven Petitioning Towns who not in 
Convention by their Delagates were by no means unanimously, 
agreed in the expediency of having the s*. fourteen Towns in- 
corporated into one County & that all the other Towns then 
present by their Delagates were against the Measure the reasons 
offered in favour of the Measure as your Committee recollect 
them were, that the Business of the Courts of Justice in the 
County of Suffolk had become so extensive, that Parties Wit- 
nesses, & Jurors we were commonly Oblige to attend at the 
Court of Common Pleas for the Space of three Weeks together 
and sometimes longer—that the Travel from the extreeme parts 
of the County to the Shire Towns was longe & expensive that the 
Regester of Deeds being remote from the Center of the County 
rendered the securing new purchases very inconvenient — That 
the Probate Court being at a Distance from the Petitioning 
Towns rendered the settlement of Estates under [340. ] Admin- 
istration expensive — And that the Interest & manners of the 
People in the Sea Port Towns were diverse & disimelar from 
those in the Country Towns — Your Committee by their Appoint- 
ment being Obliged to take the aforegoing Reasons under their 
consideration & Discusion, think it their duty to Submit to the 
- Town their Objections to the Measure of forming a New County 
in the manner proposed by the aforementioned Petitioners in 
any other manner at present — 


your Committee upon An enquiry into the proportion of Buis- 
ness done in the several Countys of Worcester Middlesex, Essex, 
& Suffolk, find that there are more Actions entered in the County 
of Worcester, than in the County of Suffolk, & nearly as many 
in either of the Other Countys above mentioned — Whereupon 
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they conclude that the Oppressive Attendance required of Parties, 
Witnesses & Jurors in the County of Suffolk (if any such there 
is,) arises from some other Cause than that of the increase of 
Buisness or the multiplication of Law Suits, because the Courts 
of Common Pleas in the other Countys Above mentioned, do not 
usually continue their Session for more than the space of one 
Week — 


If the Buisness of a County Court is unreasonabley protracted 
it cannot be a Cause of dividing one County into several but the 
grevance ought to be redressed in some other Way as the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth has provided your Committee find 
that the Probate Court is Obliged by Law to become Ambulatory, 
and to [341.] set in Various parts-of the County by which the 
Inhabitants receive great ease & can have nothing further done 
for their Benefit at present unless Countys are created by very 
small & important Demensions, or the Court holden in future 
nigher the center of the County, the mescheivous tendency of 
the one and the Inconvenience of the Other are mentioned in 
this report hereafter — 


The other reasons offered excepting that of a deversety of 
Interest & dissimerality of manners Apply’s alike to every County 
in the Commonwealth it would undoubtedly be conveniant for the 
People in each part of the State to have Courts of Probate, 
Regestries of Deeds & every other office of Goverment near their 
own Dwellings respectivaly, but as this is in its nature impos- 
sible, to render the particular Circles of Juries prudence as small 
as consests with the Safety and Dignity of the State at large is 
all that can be done with propriety & Wisdom — 


The Particular Countys of this Commonwealth originated, 
rather from the accidental settlement of the several parts of the 
State than from any system which regarded the future care con- 
venience or Interest of the People. And will therefore in the 
course of a few years, when the State shall be more generally 
covered with Inhabitants undergo such a charge & receive fresh 
alterations as will render their Lives convenient & parnanent. 
And should, one or more small Countys be erected at this Period, 
it is very probable, that a Necessaty of a final, & equal regulation 
of Countys, may in a short time render the expence now to be 
borne useless, & Idle — 


Your Committee conceive [342.] That when a new regulation 
of Countys shall take place, the prudence & sagacity of a free & 
intelligent People, wisely regarding the dignity & energy of this 
Goverment will never suffer these Countys to be rendered small & 
contemptable for as Goverment is the Delagation of Power from 
the whole People to a few the weight & Authority of a few who 
hold the Magistratical Power, Deminishes in proportion to the 
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Multiplication of Magistrates & therefore there must be in Nature 
a Line, whilst if exceeded on the one Hand will lessen the Just 
& necessary Weight of Goverment too much to consist with the 
happiness of the People, while an Error on the other may render 
Goverment Dangerous to that Interest it is intended to pre- 
serve. — 


Should a new County be now erected by the Limits proposed it 
would introduce a precidant for making many others within the 
State the consequence of which inevitably would be the Multi- 
plication of Officers & detracting from that Just Authority & 
Dignity of Office without which Civil Society can never be secure 
& happy — 


Should an Inclination for new Countys be encouraged & pre- 
vail, so many wise & Able Men would be employ’d to fill Those 
places which are incompatable with a Seat in the Legislature 
that the Publick Councils would not possess that Wisdom & 
Ability which at this time is necessary to the Welfare of the 
People [343.] And your Committee take leave further to Add, 
that making new Countys would produce a great Number of 
Other Officers, whose Buisiness though not constitutionally in- 
compatable with a Seat in the Legislature yet renders them less 
useful there besides as the Legislature is the place from whence 
the power of the Magistrate in most instances is Derived, it 
might be a Question whether there ever ought to be a consider- 
able proportion of Men Clothed with Executive Authority hold- 
ing Seats in the General Court — 


Jt is true that the Town of Boston stands remote from the 
local Centre of the County, but is well known that the Center of 
Interest & Buisness is more regarded by Men than the local 
Center of Districts — hence while the interior Countys which have 
no Market Towns or places, peculiar, to Commerce, fix — their 
Seat of Justice near the middle of their Circumferance the People 
Inhabiting the Sea port Districts, in this and every other 
Country, Attend the Buisness of Courts and the Metropolis of 
Trade, the convenience of which is fully Evinced by the consent 
& practice of Ages. To Burden the People at this time with a 
New Tax, for Court Houses, Goals &c— while the publick Debt 
rests so heavily upon their Shoulders, would in the Opinion of 
your Committee, be discovering a Trait for innovation quite un- 
becoming a Country Circumstanced as this is — 


Your Committee were Obliged to Observe against the pretented 
reason said to arise from a Division of Interest between [344. ] 
The Sea Port, and the Country Towns, that the happiness of the 
People must deminish, in proportion as Trade & Agriculture shall 
decline, that they go hand in hand & necessarily produce and 
support each other, the Husbandman will cease his Industry when 
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he has no Market for the Superabundant produce of his Soil, and 
the Merchant will quit his Enterprize when his Country pro- 
duces nothing to export; can it be wise then even supposing 
seperate unconected Interest could exist to take Measures to 
make the Separation still wider: or can it be for the Interest of 
the Country at this time to originate Ideas of a diversity of Inter- 
ests and to throw the Farmer into an imagination that his Country 
can be rendered safe and himself happy with no incentive to raise 
more from his Sale than his personal necessaity shall demand — 
Commerse must be encouraged by Agriculture & our extensive 
Sea Coasts be by Ships supported, by Commerce defended against 
the Insults of every hostile Foreigner wherefore your Committee 
Apprelend that every Step (which tends to Cultivate an Opinion 
in the People of a Diversity of Interest is Dangerous to the wel- 
fare of the Commonwealth, nor is there so great a dissimerality 
of Manners between the Sea port & Country Towns, as is pre- 
tended, uprightness of Heart & purity of Intention seem to be 
equally disseminated among the Several Towns your Committee 
beg leave to conclude their Report by observing that in the late 
Revolution. the People [34.5.] having thrown off their Ancient 
Principles, & not as yet fully comprehending, the Nature or feel- 
ing the force of the New Ones, they have embraced, may be a 
Multiplication of novelties, be rendered restless uneasy & unhappy 
under one of the best & most equal Goverments with which Any 
part of the human Race were ever blessed —

Worcester than in 
the County of Suffolk, & nearly as many in either of the Other 
Counties above mentioned.

tutional and Oppressive — 

In Answer to which we say that whatsoever Sums have been 
demanded, but a trifle has been paid even not sufficient to pay 
the daily expence of the Market, But that this Demand is contrary 
to the Intent of the Legislature, doth not appear, if we are to 
Judge by a fair and candid perusal of the Market Law, and to 
say that paying Money for a priviledge (as they own it to be in 
their Petition) is contrary to that freedom of Appropriating 
their own ‘‘ properity by their own consent, & unconstitutional 
and ‘* oppressive,”’ is as we conceive contrary to common Sense, 
If they enjoy a Priviledge its fit they should pay for it, to procure 
them this Priviledge the Town have been at the (383. ]| Expence 
of near two Thousand Pounds in filling up the Docke and are 
annually at the expence of a Clerk to accomodate the Market 
Men & a Labourer, who every Day after the Market is over, 
clears away the Dung & rubish better to accomodate them, 
Their own Properity they dispose of as they please, & do what 
they will with their money when received & how this can be 
deem’d unconstitutional, or oppressive cannot be concived but 
by the Framers of said Petition 

The next thing the Petitioners complain of is being restrained 
from standing more than half an ‘* houre in any public place or 
Street, in Boston under ‘‘ the penalty of two Shillings for every 
offence ‘* which they concieve to be an abridgment of that Liberty 
which every good Citizen ought to enjoy,’’ — All that need be 
said in answer to this is, that by the paragraph referred to in- 
stead of Abridging it is an enlargement of their liberty — before 
the Law, Teams, Carts, Trucks, Chaise &c Standing a less space 
of time in the Street, road or high way would be deem’d a com- 
mon Nuisance & might be punish’d as such ’tis a Priviledge that 
no Inhabitant of this Commonwealth either in Boston or in any 
other Town is allowed. — 

The Petitioners also complain of it as a hardship that Common 
Street is set a part as a market place for the sale of Hay, Wood 
&c — Instead of a greivance this is another Priviledge, there they 
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may stand all Day, without being liable to be presented [384.] 
for obstructing the road, as an Inhabitant of Boston might be. 

We have this further to say Viz‘: that the Law which they 
complain of doth not Compel them either to go into Common 
Street with their Lumber or the Market with their Provisions,

this Town, as well as that of the Community at large, but at so 
important a period we wish to Afford you our suport and Assist- 
ance under the thorough conviction that nothing short of our, 
united Effects, can perfict or secure the Blessings of Peace &

During the Danger & Calamites of War we were led naturally 
to expect that the return of Peace would have brought with it 
Prosperity as well as Safety Depending on this, too much has 
been left to the uncertainty [485.] of Chance, where the Wis- 
dom of the Laws or the Obligations of Treaty, might have been 
Applied with Advantage. —To this unfortunate Defect of Sys- 
tem in the Public Conduct it has been owing, that the greatest 
part of our circulating Medium has been exchanged for British 
Luxuries, that our Trade has been so unequal, and unproductive,

As the Encouragement & Protection of our Fisheries are Ob- 
jects of primary Concern, we are Alarmed at finding the Indus-

We most earnestly wish to see the internal Trade of these

federacy that the general Happiness and Security must depend — 


In a Country where the real Wants of the Inhabitants may be 
generally supplied by their own Industry we are Anxious to turn 
the Attention of Government to the encouragement of Agriculture 
and to the present reduced and declining State of many of our 
[43'%.] Manufactures; the relief & Protection of which are 
Objects of the most extensive Utility 


The State of Public Credit on every principal demands the 
Closest Application ; When an Appropriated Revenue derived from 
the Commodities & Luxuries of other Countries might have pre- 
served & perpetuated our National Faith, a total neglect of this 
Salutary expedient has already been productive of Injury & Dis- 
honour to the Government & of Distress & Oppression to the 
Public Creditors; Policy as well as Justice then unite to dem- 
onstrate necesity of some permanent & National Establishment 
on this important Subject When thus engaged Gentelmen you 
eannot fail to recollect that as Economy in our private Expendi-

May it please your Excellency 

The Inhabitants of the 

Town of Boston legally Assembled in Faneuil [Hall] beg leave to 
express to your Excellency their Anxious concern for the Uneasi- 
ness that has arisen & to bear their United Testimoney against 
those illegal Steps which have been unfortunately & we are in- 
clined to believe by some inconsiderately taken to prevent the 
due execution of the Laws within several of the Counties of this 
Goverment or Commonwealth Whatever may be the source of 
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these Commotions the Inhabitants of the Town are Clearley of 
Opinion that they are equally repugnant to the Constitution as 
they are distructive of the Peace & Order of Society — But as 
they feel themselves bound by every tie of Affection Interest & 
Religion to their Fellow Citizens throughout the State, wherever 
they are situated & have bled, & are willing again to bleed by 
their side in defence of Liberty & the Constitution, they depre- 
ciate every possible Misunderstanding among Friends, who are 
thus: tenderly United; They rely therefore on the Wisdom Zeal 
& Patriotism of your Excellency & of the legislative. Body, which 
they are happy in finding is so early to be convened that the true 
causes of these difficulties will be fully explored & Speedily re- 
moved, in order that Peace & Unanimity may be restored, & that 
the constitutional Securiety of the Lives, Liberties & Property 
[52%.] of the People of this State may remaine unimpared — 
But while they thus most earnestly wish for the restoration of 
Harmony & that no mild & lenient Measures may be omitted to 
Accomplish so happy an Event, they Assure your Excellency of 
their unvaried determination, to cooperate in support of constitu- 
tional Govermant. In the firm belief that the true happiness of 
the People at Large is indissolubly connected with the unmolested 
Enjoyment of this inestimable Blessing & that Reverence & Sub- 
mission to the Laws are our great Security, as well as the bright- 
est Ornaments in the character of good Citizens — 
To the Inhabitants of the Town 
Friends & Fellow Citizens 

The Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston can never remaine the unconserned Spectators 
of the distress and calamity of their Fellow Cityziens in any part 
of the Commonwealth your generous Friendship to us Evidenced 
as well by your Liberal donations as Otherwise, when we were 
peculiarly Suffering in the great Cause of our Country can never 
fail to warm our hearts with the highest Sentiments of Friendship 
for you; and we are perswaded that the Exertions we were then 
called to make for our own common Safety, have got a place in 
your kind remembrance [528.] Thus united as we conceive in 
Sentement, and Affection as well as in Interest with that cordial- 
lity, which must and ever will Subsist amongst a Virtuous and 
enlightned People in a free Country we take the Liberty to Ad- 
dress you as those Commotions which have two widley Spread 
within the Commonwealth you will Suffer us to reason on this 
Occasion with a freedom which is the part of sincere Friendship ; 
for we do Assure you that our Country can never feel a Political 
or civil evil, which we will not Chearfully bear a part of untill 
our Joint vertions can obtain a Constitutional Redress We do 
not conceive it to be our duty to decide, whether the greviances 
mentioned by the Conventions in some of the Counties in the 
State really exist, or not; but we beg leave to Submit it, dispas- 
sionate, and candid decision, whether if they have a real Exist- 
ance the Tumultious Methods Adopted by some Assemblies of 
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Men within the Goverment are proper Measures to Obtain a Re- 
dress. When we dissolved our conexion with the Empive of 
Britain, we then (politically speaking) had it in our election to 
remaine in a State of ature or to ordain for ourselves such form 
of Goverment, as we chose, we were then in a State recognized 
by the first Article of the decleration of Rights free and equal, and 
nothing but our own voluntary consent, given in a Solemn Com- 
pact, could [529.] reduce us to a form of civil Goverment it 
required no great share of Wisdom however to discern, that unless 
we threw ourselves into that State, we could Neither defend 
ourselves against a foreign invasion or be preserved from the 
depredations of wicked and abandoned Men Amongst ourselves, 
therefore the People inhabiting the Territory called the Prov- 
ince of Massachusetts Bay by a voluntary Affection formed a 
Solem Compact, and in a Solem Appeal to the great Legis- 
lator of the universe, the whole People convenated with each 
Citizen and Each Citezen with the whole People to be governed 
by certain known and Established Laws for the common good & 
Security of all by the same solemn compact, the powers of Legis- 
lation, and the Authority for due Execution of the Laws were 
provided, and Established and we then did, and as yet do con- 
ceive that all was alone with such caution, and restrictions that 
no Man or body of Men, who shall Oppress or invade the rights 
of the smallest Individual, can express with impunity in the same 
compact, the People solemnly agreed, to support the Constitution 
for the space of fifteen years, and made Ample provision for the 
revision of it, at the end of that Period if it should then be 
thought necessary, their is no officer Either high or low within 
the Commonwealth [530.] who does not derive his whole 
Authority from the People, and who is not amenable to a proper 
& Adaquate tribunal for his Conduct— There are indeed evils 
which are common to the whole human Race, founded in the 
depravity an imperfections of Mankind and there are others the 
unhappy lot of some Countries arising from their situation, or the 
deep revolted habits of the people possessing them, both which 
are alike incapable of being cured by any Acts of Goverment, or 
exertions of human Power; but must be left to the Accedents 
and Changes of time for a remidy; should corrupt, and dissigning 
Men inflame the Spirits of the People, to demand of their Jtz/ers 
the removal of such evils, their own reflections would sooner or 
later point them to their Mistake. If greviances have arisen in 
the Goverment, surely the Voice of the People may be taken 
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without flying to Arms: and no one can wish to dissolve our 
happy Constitution unless Another is substituted in its place; for 
a State of Anarchy is to be dreaded Above all other Calamities, 
because theire is no evil which it does not involve but to ws as we 
shall take leave by and by to submit to your consideration conse- 
quences would flow from such a State, which would Cause each 
true American within the Commonwealth, ever to regret, that he 
had eyer tasted the Sweets of evil freedom.

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[1.] If the Citizens of the State Labor under Greivances 
which can be redressed by the Acts of the Legislature, we conceive 
that their Priviledges in this case, can never be enlarged, for the 
General Court are chosen Annually by the People & though in 
one Year, our Complaints are not Attended to, Yet we can in the 
next Election; place Men in power who will Answer our reason- 
able expectations, and we are constrained to say, that we are 
ignorant of the Time, when the Representatives of the People in 
this State, have not duly Attended to the Instructions of their 
Constituents, some Towns have Indeed, given instructions con- 
trary to the Sentements of the Majority in the State and they 
therefore have not succeeded, but is not this Always the case, 
where, in society the Compact is, for the Minority to submit to 
the Majority? let the Majority be ever so much in the wrong. is 
there Any remedy within the reach of Nature, compatible with 
the Ideas of Society, and Goverment to say the Majority shall 
not Govern, is saying either, that we will reduce Ourselves to a 
State of Nature, reject the Ideas of civil Liberty, Establish a des- 
potism, and be subject to the Sovereign Pleasure of one Man. 
We then beg You to consider whether instructing Our Represent- 
atives who serve us in the Legislature is not our great remedy 
against any ills we Suffer; and which are within the Compass of 
human power to redress. As we have taken leave to hint to you 
the Mode in which, under the Goverment Established by our 
common consent, we conceive all grievances ought to be reme- 
died; we will now beg your Patience and Earnestly solicit your 
candor while we mention some of the consequences, which we 
think must flow from a Continuance of the present Commotions 
as an Introduction [ 2. | to this part of our Address, we will take 
a restrospective view of our date situation, and compare our 
present, with that in which we should have been, had not the 
noble Exertions of America, in defence of the dearest rights of 
mankind prevented it. — Taxed by great Britain, wnconstitution- 
ally, and illegally, the quantity demanded, was not the Object of 
the important stand then made, but the obvious intention, of 
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reducing to Absolute Slavery to a Prince on an Island, at three 
thousand Miles distance, the People of an whole Continent: de- 
manded an Opposition worthy of the blood and treasure expended 
in it. our public Assemblies in Towns, and elswhere, were pro- 
hibited: and every precaution taken to deprive us, of the enjoy- 
ment even of Social Pity, and joint complaint a standing Army, 
cruelly hostilé as well from their deep rooted prejudices, as 
the sanguinary nature of their Errand, supported at our own Ex- 
pence, was employ’d, to prostitute us before each haughty Minion 
who chose to inset or plunder us, where then was the dignity of 
Man! and where, had they succeded, could the Zeaven born ideas 
of Civil freedom be Entertained; even a Sigh for the szeets of 
Liberty, would have been treason; how reverse of this is our now 
happy situation! subjected to no Laws but such as are made by 
a Legislature of our own election Agreeably to the form of Gov- 
erment Established by our own consent, taxed by our own Repre- 
sentatives only, and controuled by no Authority but what is de- 
rived from ourselves While we contended for a Jewell of this 
immense value, still invaded on every side by the Scourging Arm 
of despotism; how solemnly did we Appeal to that Being, who 
sees the inmost recesses of our hearts, and how sacredly did we 
pledge [3.]| our Lives, and fortunes to each other, and to our 
Congress, in the glorious Contest & shall we now Accomplish 
the wishes, and fulfill the prediction of our Hnemies, in meanly 
receding from all our engagements. It is possible that any con- 
siderate man should suppose, that we as a people ought to, or 
can be Exempted from the calamities, and difficulties incident to 
human Life? were we not at all times aware that there is no 
Medium between a State of Goverment and a State of Nature, 
and that the latter at all times is a State of Warfare, where no 
man has a property in even the produce of his own Labor but 
only a precarious possession, maintained by force? or did any 
among us vainly believe, that we could enjoy the blessings of Goy- 
erment without an expence Attending it? as well might they Ex- 
pect that the Earth would yield her fruits without tillage, and 
that Man could subsist without Labor & pain the wnalterable 
Laws of Nature have fixed it, that the path to political, public 
or private happiness is directed Alone through industry and 
Srugality, and we surely ought to submit to the common lot of 
humanity, without repining because it is one of the first dictates 
of religion, We are very sensible that the habits of Luxury con- 
tracted in the Late War; from the vast quantity of Goods im- 
ported, and the too great profusion of Money together with 
receiving, and giving unlimitted Credit have involved many fami- 
lies in distress, and have much diminished our Ability for paying 
those Just debts contracted in the day of our distress, As the 
price of our freedom, [4.] but shall we because Many of us are 
now distressed Hntail Ruin upon our Posterity ; let us lay aside 
the destructive fashions and expensive superfluities of the day, 
be sober, temperate and industrious, and by the blessings of 
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propitious Heaven we shall soon retrieve our circumstances, and 
Establish our public Credit. When we consider the Nature of 
the present commotions, it presents to us the very important 
question whether we shall exis¢ as a Nation upon the Earth? for 
we are by no means ignorant, that Congress by our Consent, and 
to our inexpressible Joy, & Satisfaction procured from our 
Allies, A loan of Specie the Interest whereof, we are Odliged 
Annually to discharge: the Shutting up the Courts of Justice pre- 
venting the due Execution of the Laws and Arresting the Collec- 
tion of Public Taxes Anihilates our Goverment, and loudly pro- 
claims to our foreign Creditors, their Zotal insecurity should 
their Patience, and Lenity supported by a hope of our reclaiming 
ourselves, and correcting our Error, keep their Sword in the 
Sheath, yet we may have an Hnemy, who will Embrace the wn- 
lucky Moment, should their ever be one, when he finds us with- 
out RESOURCES, without Credit and without an Ally, and deeply 
revenge himself, for the disgrace his Arms have sustained. Were 
there any among us so depraved, as to wish to return to the 
. Domination of great Britain, they may easily perceive that the 
Nations of Europe, would never permit such a Union of Power; 
but divide us Amongst them. Our feelings would indeed on such 
an Occasion point us to a remedy perhaps less disgracefull; the 
Establishment of a [5.] domestic, instead of a foreign Despot- 
ism: supported by a standing Army, maintained by our own 
toil to awe us into such Submission that every idea of freedom, 
shall be finally and totally Eradicated. When we have seen the 
Patriot close his Eyes in death, with gratitude, and rapture 
committing his posterity to the Arms of Liberty shall we see 
others Agonising in their last moments, at yeilding their Chil- 
dren to the chains of Vassalage? forbid it that Spirit of free- 
dom which has so long, annimated and enlightened America! 
forbid it Heaven. Finding that his Excellency the Governor, pur- 
suant to the duties of his Office by Advice of Council, has called 
upon all the good People of the State to lend their Aid, in pre- 
venting the impending ruin we can do no less than to recognize 
Anew our Solemn Engagements to support the Gov erment we 
have so lately, and deliber ately Established and we feel ourselves 
Assured, that our Mumerous well Affected fellow Citizens in 
every Town will shew their readiness to join in an Effort, so 
clearly pointed out, as the first duty in Society. — We are con- 
vinced that the present disturbances, arise from British Emis- 
saries residing Among us, whose every wish is for our Overthrow 
and ruin, or from the Machinations, of Wicked, and unprincipled 
Men who seek their own Hmoluments to the destruction of their 
Country, or from a Combination of both: but though many of our 
fellow Citizens, are deceived by them; and betrayed into a dan- 
gerous Mistake, yet we trust that they will on recollection, Spurn 
from their Councils such base and infamous Men; and that a care- 
ful discrimination will be made in every Town, between those 
who are and those who are not for the support of a Goverment 
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no less Necessary, to the happiness, than to the security, [6.] of 
the Lives Liberty, and properties of the people.

Propositions for reforming the present System of beep Edu- 
cation in Boston. 


1**, That that there be one School in which the rudiments of 
the latin & greek languages shall be taught, and Scholars fully 
qualified for the Universities. That all Candidates for admission 
into this School. shall be at least ten years of Age [128.] having 
been previously well instructed in English Grammar, that they 
shall continue it not longer than four years, and that they have 
liberty to attend the public Writing Schools at such hours as the 
Visiting Committee shall direct. — 


24 Second That there be one Writing School at the South part 
of the Town, one at the centre and one at the North part; that 
in those Schools the Children of both Sexes be taught writing & 
also arithmetic in the various branches usually taught in the Town 
Schools, including vulgar & decimal fractions — 


3°, Third, That there be one Reading School at the South part 
of the Town, one at the Centre, one at the North part, that in 
these Schools the Children of both Sexes, be taught to spell 
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accent and read both prose & verse, and also be instructed in” 
English Grammar & Composition. — 


4, Fourth - - That the Children of both Sexes be admitted 
into the reading & writing Schools at the age of Seven Years, 
having previously received the Instructions usual at Womens 
School that they be allowed to continue in the reading & writing 
Schools until the Age of fourteen, the Boys attending the Year 
round; the Girls from the 20". of April to the 20". of October 
following — that they attend these Schools alternately at such 
times & subject to such changes as the Visiting Committee in 
consultation with the Masters, shall approve. — 


5. Hifth. That the Committee be annually chosen by ballot to 
consist of twelve in addition to the Selectmen, whose business it 
shall be to Visit [129.] the Schools once in every Quarter, and 
as much oftener as they shall Judge proper with three of their 
number at least, to consult together in order to devise the best 
Methods for the Instruction & Government of the Schools and to 
communicate the result of their determinations to the Masters; 
to determine at what hours the Schools shall begin, and to appoint 
play Days in their Visitations, to enquire into the particular regu- 
lations of the Schools both in regard to Instruction & Discipline, 
and give such advice to the Masters as they shall think proper, to 
examine the Scholars in the particular branches which they are 
taught, and by all proper Methods to excite in them a laudable 
ambition to excel in a virtuous, amiable deportment and in every 
branch of useful knowledge. — 


The Committee recommend the following Arrangment of the 
Schools, to the acceptance of the Town - - - - Viz‘. 


1**. That the School House in pleasant Street now occupied by 
M’. Ticknor, be the South Reading School until a further provi- 
sion be made by a new Building. — 


24, That the School House in West Street now occupied by M’. 
Vinal, be the South Writing School. 


3°, That a Building be hired for a reading School near the Centre 
of the ‘Town. -— 


4h, That the School House in School Street now occupied by M’. 
Hunt be the School for Instruction in the Latin & Greek Lan- 


guages. — 


52, That the School House in Tremont Street now occupied by 
M’. Carter, be the Central Writing School. 


6, That the Building in Middle Street [130.] now occupied 
by M". Cheney, be retained for the North Writing School. — 
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7, That the School House in Love Street in which Mr’. Tileston 
now teaches, be continued for the North Writing School, and 
that the North Latin School House nearly contiguous be annexed 
to it in order to accomodate Writing Scholars, should their num- 
ber be greater than the former House will conveniently contain.— 


The Committee further inform the Town that the Rent of a 
Building for a Reading School in the Centre of the Town and the

and to the Female Sex in particular would abundantly compen-

We beg leave to express our Happiness in the Honor you confer 
upon us by a Visit to this Capital. 

We are happy in the opportunity of again making our personal 
Acknowledgements to a Character, to which, on every Principle, 
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we are so deeply indebted, Every Motive of Esteem, Duty & 
Affection have conspired to form in our Minds the strongest 
Attachment that the freest People can feel to the most deserving 
Citizen. — 

As Men we have long since considered you under God as the 
great & glorious Avenger of the violated Rights of Humanity 
As Citizens we have observed with peculiar Satisfaction, that you 
have invariably respected those Liberties which you have so suc- 
cessfully defended. - - - And as Inhabitants of a great 
Commercial Town we attribute the Security we enjoy to the 
singular Merit & Success of those Measures in the Progress of 
the War, which You had the Honor to conduct. — 

It cannot but afford you the highest Pleasure, when you com- 
pare our present situation with the signal Distresses to which we 
were exposed during the Period in which this Town was in the 
Possession of an exasperated Enemy. Indignant at the multi- 
plied Restraints of hostile Domination, we [134.] sought an 
Asylum among our Friends & Connections in the Country, and 
cheerfully abandoned our Prosperity and Possessions in the Com- 
mon Cause of America. That we were so soon happily reinstated, 
may be justly imputed to the Wisdom of those Arrangements, 
which compelled our Invaders, in their Retreat. to adopt a less 
destructive Policy than that which on other Occasions they so 
wantonly practised; In every trying Viscissitude we have re- 
marked the conspicuous and unaffected Piety of your Heart & 
the Wisdom & Moderation of your Councils. — 

We have seen you relinquish the Ease & Independence of 
private Fortune to lead in the untried Dangers of a War at the 
Risk of your Life & Reputation. With pleasure we have viewed 
you retiring in Victory & exhibiting a new Example of Patriotic 
Virtue to an admiring World: And we now feel a still higher 
Satisfaction, at your having once more Sacrificed the Sweets of 
Domestic Retirement in Obedience to the United Voice of your 
Countrymen. — 

These, Sir, are the Sentiments & Reflections which naturally 
occur on an attentive Consideration of your past Conduct. To 
the future we look for those Virtues which adorn the Man and 
mark the wise and accomplished Legislator We anticipate from

Vigor, Mercy & Justice The enlightened Policy of a Mind calm 
amidst the Influence of Power and uncorrupted by the fascinat- 
ing Allurements of Avarice or Ambition, — 

With these Impressions the Preservation of [1385.] your Life 
through the varied Scenes in which you have been engaged De- 
mands our grateful Acknowledgements to the Beneficent Disposer 
of Human Events. 

It is one of the first Wishes of our Hearts that you may be as 
happy in your present elevated Station, as you have been Dis- 
tinguished in your Military Character, and it is our fervent 
Prayer to the Almighty Ruler of the Universe that the Invisible 
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Hand which led the Citizens of America through the Dangers & 
Calamities of War, may still guard & protect you as an Orna- 
ment to Human Nature and a Blessing to your Country. —

Gentlemen 

The obligations which your goodness has imposed 
upon me, demand my grateful and receive my sincere acknowl-

- - and they will I trust, be firmly & lastingly established. 

Your wishes for my personal felicity impress a deep & affec- 
tionate gratitude - - - And your prayer to the Almighty of

be Specially impowered to Negotiate and Conclude A Contract 
with the Government for the Support of the Poor of the State for 
a given time— The final Adjustment of this business with the 
Government must have A great influence in directing the Sense 
of the Town On the Subject under their Present Consideration ;

and habits ef Society, to disseminate the Social affections. and to 
improve and refine the literary taste of our rising Republic — 
Your Constituents therefore, as well to Promote the Public benefits 
as to remove Every obstacle to the enjoyment of their Political 
rights, instruct and enjoyn you at the Next Session of the Legis-

That the said Inhabitants being favoured by your Hon™ with a 
Copy of A Petition of several Persons in behalf of the Towns 
where unto they respectively belong for forming [243.] A New 
County by the Name of Union out of the County of Suffolk. 
And having duly Considered the Same. — They cannot consist- 
ently with the regard which they have for the People of said 
County as well as to the state at large, if they should refrain 
from remonstrating Against the Measure. They find that the first 
Claim for A Division of the County as Expressed in the Petition, 
Arises from delays in Tryals in the Conrts and The great ex- 
pences Consequent upon them, but it may be relied on, That 
those Actions which are merely Maritime, or Arises from the 
Principals of Commerce Incident to the Town of Boston are very 
few in comparison of those which Originate in Wrongs and Con- 
tracts Equaly Appertaining to the Nature of Business both in 
Town and Country. The Number of Tryals where both Parties 
are Inhabitants of Boston, bear but A Small Proportion to those 
where one or both Parties are Inhabitants of Other Towns in the 
County —If the County should be Divided there will still be 
Suits Commenced by the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston, 
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against the Inhabitants of the New County. and by the Latter 
against the former from Whence would result the same inconven- 
iency as is now complained of that men in Town and County 
would have their Cases Tried by Jurors not Acquainted With the 
business they are called to decide upon, But very small Attention 
to the subject will shew that there is no weight in the Argument 
thus used in the Petition. Because [ 244. ] the Lawof the Land [is] 
alike to the Persons & Property of all the People in the Common- 
wealth, so far as the Same respects Legal Tryals. The Jurors 
now Called to decide upon matters of right in this County Are A 
Mixture of Town & Country men, but if the Town Should become 
A Separate County, and A difference In the feelings of Town 
and Countrymen does actually Exist, it will be hard upon our 
brethren in the Country to have no Jurors from the Country when 
they shall be called to Answer upon Suits in the ‘Town, — Besides 
This, when A County is very small, And an Action which Attracts 
the Public Attention has to Pass thro’ the Variety of Tryals to 
which it is liable Until Ended in A review, it is very difficult to 
procure An Unprejudiced and impartial Jury. The Town of Bos- 
ton has ever had A high Sense of the Good understanding & 
ability of their brethren in the Country and would by all means, 
Unless where the Public interest absolutely requires it, Be willing 
to relinquish The Advantages derived from their Assistance in 
Matters of Legal Controversy, The Town of Boston have At- 
tended to the Matters of complaint of their Brethren in the 
Towns said to be Petitioning, respecting the weight of Taxes 
Arising from County Charges, and they can by no means conceive 
that [245.] granting to the Towns mentioned in the Petition 
Exclusive County Priviliges would ease their burthens. The 
County Expences are always order’d and liquidated by the Court 
of Sessions, wherein their is A large Majority of Members from 
the Country Towns, the Expence of the Jail is no doubt very 
great upon the Towns mentioned in the Petition. as well as upon 
the Town of Boston, but the Towns in the Country part of the 
County ought to consider That in all great Towns and Cities, 
there are vagrant Strolling Persons, who are very frequently the 
Objects of such Criminal Prosecutions as will create an Expence. 
But The Towns Near the Metropolis have great Advantages from 
their vicinity with it. And they ought to bear A reasonable Part 
of the burthens Naturally arising from their Priviliges and Ad- 
vantages — The length of the sessions of the Supreme Judicial 
Court. is no doubt the Source of much Expence. But A Method 
much more eligible, than that of A Division of the County may 
be Adopted, This together with the Expences of the Jail arises 
from the Number of Criminals which are held for and brought to 
Tryal at the Supreme Judicial Court — Considering the Advan- 
tages derived by the Inhabitants of the Towns Mentioned in the 
Petition from their Contiguity with the Town of Boston they 
ought to Unite with it in Procuring Such Measures as will tend 
Mutually to the relief of Town and Country in the Expences 
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Complained of [246.] As your Honors have under consider- 
ation A revision of the Judicial department in the Goverment, 
the Legislative will be naturally led to form such an Establish- 
ment as shall give the Town of Boston A Tribunal to try and 
Sentence, or Acquit such Persons as Shall be committed under 
charges of A Criminal nature not Capital and committed within 
the Town of Boston, in as Short A time after their Committment 
As shall be consistent with Justice. This will lessen the Expences 
of the County, have A tendency to prevent the Commission of 
Crimes, which are perpetrated under A hope of escaping from 
Punishment by delay of Trials, and take away all the colourable 
reasons Suggested in the Petition; what the many other reasons 
are which The Petitioners Suggest as existing, but do not mention 
The Town of Boston are unable to conceive of; had they been 
mentioned in the Petition it would have led to A discussion of 
their merits. but there are, as this Town believes many and very 
weighty reasons against the Measure. Amongst which are the fol- 
lowing: That the Interest and happiness of the People depend much 
upon having the offices of their Municipality filled with men who 
are capable of executing the functions of them. and answering the 
just expectation of their constituents, but this can never be As- 
sured where [ 24'%. | The Community is small without laying grevi- 
ous burthens upon the People. In the instance under consideration 
A fair calculation will shew that the County Officers have but A 
Small support as —the County now stands. And A division 
will still lessen The reward for A Devotion to Public business 
The real expence of the People in going to the Proposed shire 
town will be to increase their Travel and by no means lessen their 
other expences, The great objects of Civil Goverment are the 
defence of the Society against Violence from External Enemies. 
& the Support of Distributive Justice among the Individuals of 
which it is composed; in the Latter a tryal by Jury is considered 
as being A very important and Valuable Municipal Institution, 
But where A County is small too great a Proportion of the People 
of it will be too much interested or Prejudiced in Causes demand- 
ing the Public attention to Preserve this institution in Purity, 
and tryals under such impressions wiil have A tendency to destroy 
the respectability of an Institution, upon which the Liberties of 
the People depend. 

There are many other Counties in the Commonwealth which 
have as fair A Claim for A division as the County of Suffolk 
has. And Some of them greater and more weighty reasons to 
offer than can be given [248.] In this case, for though the shire 
Town in this County is not Central as to its local situation yet it 
is so as to the business done in the County—But there is one 
Consideration which the inhabitants of Boston conceive will have 
such weight that no smaller consideration of Convenience to A 
Part of the State will Preponderate against A Multiplication of 
Counties [which] will necessarily call for A Division of the Com- 
monwealth into Several States; A Measure So replete with Mis- 
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chiefs and Misfortune, that every well wisher to his Country will 
oppose, As the States are divided they will grow weak, inefficient, 
and unimportant in the Union & Naturally Yield their Powers of 
Exertion to be. Carried to the Seat of Federal Goverment and 
leave the States dependent upon the Powers of the Union for 
even the exercise of Corporate Municipal Authority. 

Impressed with these Sentiments the Town of Boston have 
taken Liberty to appoint Agents to oppose the Division of the 
County of Suffolk before the General Court, and before all such 
branches and Comittees of it as shall have the subject of it under 
consideration and humbly hope That A Petition Soliciting A 
Measure which will have A Dangerous tendency against the im- 
portance, Security, & happiness of the people of the Whole Com- 
monwealth may not obtain the Object for which [249.] it has 
been presented.

To The Honorable Senate and Honorable House of Represen- 
tatives in General Court Assembled January 1793. — 

The Inhabitants of the Town of BOSTON in Town — Meeting 
Assembled, take Leave respectfully to remonstrate — That they 
Consider the Law [323.] Prohibiting Stage Plays, Interludes. 
and other Theatrical Entertainments, made Antecedent to the 
Establishment of our Present free and happy form of Govern- 
ment. as unconstitutional, inexpedient and absurd: Unconstitu- 
tional, Because among the Natural and Unalienable rights of the 
PEOPLE recognized in the first Article of their declaration of 
Rights, is that of Seeking and obtaining their own happiness — 
And in the 2%. Section of the 5. Chapter of the Constitution, 
they find it to be the duéy of the Legislature ‘*to Cherish the 
Interests of Literature, to Countenance & inculcate the Principles 
of Humanity and General benevolence, Charity, Sincerity, Good 
Humour, and all Social Affections and Generous Sentiments 
among the People.’’ If Therefore There be any Dramatic Per- 
formances already Written, or if any can be Written, The Exhi- 
bition of which may have A tendency to make men happy, to 
Encourage Literature, and to inculcate the Social Virtues, i 7s 
the right of the People to Enjoy them, And the Duty of the 
Legislature to Secure to them the Excercise of this right. and, of 
Course, this Law, which in its Prohibition makes no distinction 
in the Nature of the Performance is Repugnant to both. They 
also Consider this Statute as an Indirect Attack on the Liberty 
of the Press. for if [824.] the Right to Think, write and Print 
feeely be secured to the Citizen by this Article, to restrain other 
Citizens from reading, and repeating, or Procuring Others to 
read and, repeat for them What is thus Printed, is A Political 
Solecism. 

Your Memorialist, however, would not be understood, to deter- 
mine how far the Doctrine of Libels agt. Goverment, Individuals, 
or General Decency, and Morals, are exceptions to the 16". 
Article of the Declaration of Rights; but thus much they can 
Confidently Say, That the Existence of the Law in Question is 
Inexpedient to these Purposes, Because if any thing Libellous, 
indecent or immoral Should be exhibited on the Stage, the Com- 
mon Law of the Country, and the good and Wholesome Statutes 
of the Commonwealth, are as fully Competent to their Suppression 
or Punishment, there, as in any other place. — The Adsurdity of 
this Statute is too Conspicuous to Pass unnoticed. One of the 
Objects in making this Law, as recited in the Preamble, is the 
Suppression of Immorality, and yet in the enacting clause it is 
lawful to exhibit any Dramatic peice, however Politicaly, or 
Morally bad in its tendency, Provided not more then Twenty 
[325.] Persons are Present; but at any Larger number, how- 
ever excellent and Moral the Sentiments of the ‘Performance may 
be, the illegality and, according to the Logic of this Statute the 
Immorality, commences 
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We are at a Loss to know by what rule in Ethics an action is 
Constituted morally right or wrong by the number of the agents 
concerned. 

Your memorialists cannot but observe, that all the Public 
Amusements, which are at present permitted, are Calculated ex- 
clusively for, and confined to the Gratification of the Rich, while 
theatrical Entertainments would Admit an indiscriminate Partici- 
pation to all ranks in Society. And we apprehend it is for this 
Reason, that in all free States, since the Republic of Athens the 
PEOPLE have considered the amusements of the Drama pecu- 
liarly their own; and even in Monarchical Governments, where 
the Monarch is not Absolutely Despotic the hand of Power has 
not been able to Suppress them. 

For these reasons, the Inhabitants of your Capital respect- 
fully request the Legislature to take this Exceptionable Law into 
their serious Consideration, and, in repealing it, leave the Citizen 
at Liberty, by a resort to an Innocent & rational amusement, to 
seek and Promote his own happiness and, as in Duty bound, shall 
Ever Pray &¢ — 7

ners and virtue of our Fellow-Citizens, That we have the fullest 
persuasion, that the Penal Statutes of the Government, and that 
Just detestation of Vice and immorality of every kind, which 
both reason and Religion inculcate, will be found amply Sufli- 
cient for the invaluable Objects they are intended to secure, with- 
out the equivocal aid of Prohibitory Regulations, founded in an 
impolitic jealousy of the Views and dispositions of the People, 
and unwarranted either by the Voice of Reason, or the Dictates 
of experience —

T. Mason Esq’. one of the Senators of the United States, from 
the Commonwealth of Virginia, and purporting to be a genuine 
Copy of a Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and Navigation, entered 
into at London, on the 19. day of November last, between Lord 
Grenville on the part of his Britannick Majesty, and John Jay 
Esq’. on the part of the United States, was read and duly con- 
sidered, and thereupon it was, 


Resolved, As the sense of the Inhabitants of this Town, that 
the aforesaid Jnstrument, if Ratified, will be highly Injurious to 
the commercial interests of the United States, derogatory to their 
National Honour, and Independence, and may be dangerous to 
the Peace & Happiness of their Citizens. The reasons which 
have induced this opinion are as follows, viz‘. 


1**. Because, This Compact professes to have no referrence to 
the Merits of the Complaints and pretensions of the contracting 
parties; but in reality the complaints and pretensions of Great 
Britain are fully provided for, while a part only of those of the 
United states have been brought into Consideration. — 


2y, Because, in the stipulation which restores our Posts on the 
Western Frontier, no provision is made to indemnify the United 
states for the Commercial, and other Losses they have sustained, 
and the heavy expences to which they have been subjected in 
consequence of being kept out of possession, for twelve Years 
in direct violation of the Treaty of Peace. — 


37y, Because, no indemnification is proposed to be made to the 
Citizens of the United States, for property [48'%.] taken from 
them at the close of the War, the restitution of which is pro- 
vided for in the same Treaty. 


4thly, Because, the Capture of Vessels and property of Citizens 
of the United States during the present War, made under the 
Authority of the Government of Great Britain, is a National 
Concern, and claims arising from such Captures ought not to 
have been submitted to the decision of their admiralty Courts as 
the United States are thereby precluded from having a voice in 
the final determination of such cases. — Because, the Indemnifica- 
tion proposed, is to be sought by a Process tedious and expen- 
sive, in which justice may be delayed, to an unreasonable time, 
and eventually lost to many of the sufferers from their inability 
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to pursue it; and because this mode of Indemnification bears 
no proportion to the swmmary method adopted for the satisfac- 
tion of British claims. 


5'nly, Because, this compact admits British subjects to an equal 
participation with our own citizens of the interior traffic of the 
United states with the neighboring Indians thro’ our whole ter- 
ritorial dominions; while the advantages ostensibly reciprocated 
to our citizens are limited both in their nature and extent. 


6ly, Because, the alien duties upon merchandize imported into 
the United states by British subjects in their own Bottoms is, if 
not wholly suspended, at least contracted, not to be increased. — 


Ty, Because, the Commerce the United States have hitherto 
enjoyed in India, in common with other Nations, is so restricted 
that in future it will be of little, or no substantial benefit to our 
own Citizens. — 


[488.] 8™y. Because, in every stipulation respecting our inter- 
course with the Colonial possessions of Great Britain, the whole 
commerce of the United States in such intercourse is colonized in 
return. — 


gthly, Because, the clause by which the British Government 
reserves to itself the right of imposing on American Vessels, 
entering British ports in Europe, a Duty which shall countervail 
the difference of the Duty payable on the importation of European 
and Asiatic Goods into the United States in British or American 
bottems, places it in the power of that Government to enable 
British subjects to become the importers of Asiatic and European 
Goods into the United states to the exclusion of owr own Citizens. 


10", Because, altho’ the terms of said Treaty purport to be 
reciprocal in many instances; yet from the local situation and 
existing circumstances of the United states, and the Pacific 
system of policy they have adopted, that reciprocity is merely 
nominal and delusive. 


11%y, Because, it prevents the United States from imposing any 
further restrictions on the British trade alone, and because it is 
stipulated that neither the debts due from Individuals of the one 
Nation to Individuals of the other, nor shares, nor monies which 
they may have in the public funds, or in any public or private 
Banks, shall ever in any event of war, or national difference, be 
sequestered or confiscated, —as it is far from being impossible 
that the exercise of this right may in the opinion of the Legisla- 
ture of the United states, contribute to preserve the peace of our 
Country, and protect the rights and property of the citizens 
from violation, we therefore esteem it highly impolitic that the 
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public faith should be pledged that 7 shall never be exercised 
under any circumstances whatever. — 


[489.] 12’. Because, it concedes a Right to the British Gov- 
ernment, to search and detain our Vessels in time of War between 
them and other Nations, under frivolous and vexatious pretexts. 


13™y, Because, it provides that Ship timber, Tar, Hemp, Sails, 
and Copper, shall be considered contraband of War, which arti- 
cles are expressly stipulated to be free by the Treaties already 
subsisting between the United States and all other Nations with 
whom they are in compact. 


14%y, Because, it surrenders all or most of the Benefits of a 
Commercial nature which we had a right to expect from our 
Neutrality in the present European War. — 


15, Because, it precludes the hope of receiving any advantage 
from the modern Law of nations referred to in the PrEsIDENTS 
Proclamation of Neutrality; adopted by most of the Nations of 
Europe in the last War, and to which we then acceded, and have 
since secured in our Treaties with all other Nations. 


16%, Because, it not only surrenders the right of carrying the 
property of any Nation at War with Great Britain in our Vessels 
freely, but abandons all pretentions even to the freight. 


17™y, Because, it permits the British nation to convert provi- 
sions destined to other Nations at War with them, to their own 
use, on payment of what they may deem a reasonable profit; a 
measure, not only injurious to the interest of the American Mer- 
chant, but which will prevent our citizens from carrying American 
productions to other Countries, which by the Laws of Nature and 
Nations they have a right to do without molestation. 


18™y, Because, it limits the Power of Congress delegated to 
them by the Constitution, —”’To regulate our Commerce with 
foreign Nations,’’— by prescribing conditions, and creating im- 
pediments to the exercise of that Power. 


[490.] 19™. Because, it exposes the United States and their 
Commerce, to similar embarrassments from other Commercial 
nations, all of whom prodadbly regulate our trade by this partial 
standard. — 


and Lastly, — Because, in the opinion of the Inhabitants of this 
town, the Nature and Extent of the Exports of the United States 
are such, that in all their stipulations with foreign Nations, they 
have it in their power to secure a perfect reciprocity of inter- 
course not only with the home Dominions of such Nations, but 
with all their colonial dependences. — 
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It is further tesolved, that a Copy of the foregoing Proceed- 
ings, attested by the Town Clerk be immediately transmitted to 
the Presipent of the United States, that they may be respectfully 
submitted to his consideration. — And we earnestly hope, and
